In which six wise men give up on the elephant and go drown themselves

l) Silent Call and No Response: 
Hopelessly Lost in the Jungle, 
and Lost 

The 2009 South by Southwest Music, Film, 
and Interactive Conferences and Festivals 
have now all passed, though they are not yet 
a full three days behind us as this is being 
written. The aftermath of this year’s SXSW 
finds that instead of the uniformity and con- 
sistency of past years, responses, opinions, 
and critiques range wildly, covering broad and 
ever-widening areas. The many ways in which 
SXSW, in all its manifestations, has been expe- 
rienced by different people was for the longest 
time tethered to a number of fairly predictable 
templates. Having evolved away from that 
model over the past years, responses are no 
longer anchored to repeating patterns but fea- 
ture far more independent strands of thought, 
each growing off into space while spraying off 
newer, constantly changing fireworks, which 
then explode in space. 

The classic, longest-lasting, most common- 
ly seen SXSW template was that of music 
critics, most often writing for the alternative 
press. The first few paragraphs would point 
out that SXSW had grown too large (thus 
losing its soul), featured too many name acts 
to the detriment of all the lesser-known acts, 
and had gone terribly astray because of SXSW 
management (i.e., us) - because we sucked. 

This would be followed by paragraph after 
paragraph about the terrific time the critic 
had that year at SXS^ despite how long and 
hard we had worked to make sure he or she 
wouldn’t. The writer would review bands 
from his or her hometown, as well as big- 
name acts. The last paragraph would go back 
to how much SXSW and its directors sucked. 

This is no longer the case. Now comments 
are more broad-ranging, less patterned, and 
more anarchistic, with attacks ranging from 
those that are almost pathetically nitpicking 
to some that, though ever-expanding, are 
untethered to any reality. Almost every writer 
who comments seems absolutely certain that, 
if only given the chance, he or she could do a 
much better job. 

Tackling this unfamiliar, ever-changing land- 
scape in trying to write about SXSW I am lost. 
My hope is to offer some sense of the event as 
I regard and experience it, but this has become 
more and more difficult. Most frequently now, 
my tone is some mismatched cadence, which 
rarely serves my arguments well as they drift 
from overly defensive explanations to dispro- 
portionately aggressive boasting. 


Snapping awake after the briefest of naps, 
I’ve too often found myself ducking and weav- 
ing as though boxing a particularly skilled 
opponent, but no one else is there. When 
abandoning all strategy to attempt a much 
more straightforward and honest account, I’ve 
been far more likely to implode rather than 
even approach coherence. This means that 
instead of mounting any kind of pre-emptive 
defensive strike, I helplessly splatter and harm- 
lessly spin in such a way as to invite the most 
emotionally vitriolic and baseless attacks. 

This self-defeating awkwardness in trying 
to be straightforward leads only to a self- 
defeating awkwardness that emanates from 
any number of sad, and then even sadder, 
sources. An encyclopedia of editorial weak- 
nesses that puts the Britannica to shame, I 
am both too overly sincere and easily put on 
the defensive. 

I’m proud to have helped further SXSW; 
those weeks are still my favorite time of the 
year. This love and support places me in 
opposition to any number of mostly local 
folks who represent a variety of differing opin- 
ions, ranging from the sharply critical to the 
openly, aggressively hostile. 

Trying to be honest and less defensive, I 
have to note that too much of the antagonism 
toward SXSW seems to be driven more by a 
gut-based hostility than by any characteristics 
or circumstances of the event. 

Having been willing - in fact, maybe far too 
willing - for years now to explain the model 
of how SXSW works and the reasoning behind 
it, I accept that I’ve accomplished nothing by 
these efforts. Repeatedly, points I am trying 
to make or positions I’m trying to explain are 
immediately called lies or refuted with a dis- 
missive, hostile wave. I am wordy but without 
substance, long but without weight. 

2) Out of Community 

SXSW works because it is produced and 
organized by a creative community (SXSW 
staff and management), which is also part 
of an even larger, more diverse community 
(creative Austin) that represents a significant 
slice of the entire community. In the face of 
an attack on any and/or all of these com- 
munities, especially when carried out with a 
vicious joy and a terrible disinterest in logic, 
mounting any kind of point-by-point defense 
is not just futile but adds in its own destruc- 
tion. Answers are not sought nor defensives 
considered. This is about intellectual violence 
and emotional rape. 


Thus, I’ve been at a loss as to how to dis- 
cuss SXSW Obviously, as stated, the most 
straightforward response to the questions and 
comments of those most hostile toward SXSW 
(a relatively small number of mostly locals) is 
neither desired, treated fairly, nor productive. 
On the other hand, since I am a founder and 
director, my support of SXSW - no matter 
how genuine - can be viewed as more 
infomercial than editorial. Almost 
none of my hesitations toward 
this dialogue is rooted in SXSW 
as I doubt I could be much hap- 
pier with the event overall or 
more thrilled and satisfied than 
I was this year. Still, if I honestly 
offer a straight-ahead celebration 
of SXSW in this column, my head 
will fill up and my eyes will be blinded 
in anticipation of some readers’ outrage. 

Since defending against allegations is 
pathetic, juvenile, and inherently contradic- 
tory, and celebrating SXSW is equally if not 
more noxious (though in different ways), I 
retreat to montage and mosaic: telling stories, 
recalling moments, searching for clarity, and 
celebrating community. 

3) Any Number of Jigsaw Pieces 
Offered as Baby Steps Toward 
Forming a Whole 

Toward the end of November 1987, we 
firmly decided to inaugurate the South by 
Southwest Music and Media Convention in 
March 1988. All things considered, the first 
SXSW went very well. During the decade of 
our economic discontent, however, going well 
shone little light in the dark storms of a busi- 
ness not just plagued by intense periods of 
drought but also one for which, even in the 
best times, there were insufficient quantities 
of fertilizer, seed, and water. The environment 
for launching a new venture was not overly 
nurturing or fertile. But it launched. 

In September 1988, The Austin Chronicle, 
which began as a biweekly in September 
1981, switched to weekly publication. 
Demonstrating the same impeccable sense of 
timing that we so often have, this was at the 
very beginning of the post-savings-and-loan 
economic bust. In our print year as a weekly 
- from the beginning of September 1988 
through the end of August 1989 - we printed 
twice as many issues but only earned about 
25% more revenue. 

After we had taken more than a half-decade 
to attain any kind of firm economic standing, 


going weekly immediately brought us back to 
the financial uncertainty of our earliest days, 
when nightmares may have begun in sleep 
but never stopped. 

At the very time of our printing schedule 
shift, a Downtown Austin monthly also went 
weekly - but with far more resources and 
much more substantial funding. A number 
of weeks into our new schedule, I 
approached Publisher Nick Barbaro 
in a panicked state, waving a 
copy of this other publication. 

“Look at this,” I yelled as I 
waved it around. “They have 
more color than we do, more 
pages, and far more and more 
attractive distribution boxes. 
What are we going to do?” Whereas 
I lived in a state of panic, Nick was 
calm; whereas I was always scared, Nick 
was certain. 

“Well,” he responded, “I think we are going 
to do what we’ve always done: put out the 
best Chronicle we know how to do.” 

Three years and $2 million later, the other 
weekly was gone. We weren’t. 

4) Prelude to a Fall 

The SXSW events stacked up, the movies 
seemingly multiplied, and a crowd of cutting- 
edge interactive savants indulged their inner 
Luddites, marching down the street with 
torches and axe handles while musicians were 
everywhere. But now SXSW 09 is over; all that 
is left is poetry. 

“Found Poetry,” from the Chronicle’s online 
reader Forums, with a tip of the Hatlo hat to 
William Burroughs: 

“fucking America in the ass, fear filled he- 
man pseudo warrior pansies, you are prob- 
able too stupid too realize it, the psychopath 
who wants to rape and then kill my family, 
the fuckstain who not only wants to steal my 
car but also kill me..., the government who 
wants to control every aspect of my life, 1984 
Orwellian style, writers who don’t have a clue 
what they are talking about, you all suck and I 
will never believe a word you write, screw you 
and your bullshit rag of a paper, bringing oran- 
gina for all the faggies, you liberals are so fuck- 
ing stupid, a failure of a miserable man, ALL 
y’all are lazy ass wannabe-artist bums, when 
this country goes total Socialism it will be 
because the dems . . . and when ultimately [it] 
goes communist ... it will never end because 
the libs will not take responsibility!!!!!!!!!,

REMEMBERING DAN DEL SANTO

Re: Dan Del Santo [AMDB]: I met Dan in 1978 straight out of 
North Texas State as a sax player who would soon be a Professor 
of Pleasure. Dan hired me to write down some 500 tunes he had 
swimming in his head for a new band he was forming. Dan couldn’t 
read or write music and was with one of the craziest cats I would 
ever encounter! He had just finished living the life of a Delta 
blues man with Alligator Records, I think ... but by the time I met 
him, he was drawing back on his Italian roots and was starting to 
“fuse” Italian, blues, jazz, reggae, New Orleans, and Texas swing. 
Crazy stuff! Totally impossible to write down because he was not 
only jumping styles but jumping meters and tempos. He got the 
“Professor” part from Professor Longhair and got the “Pleasure” 


part from King Pleasure. But looking back, Dan was sort of a 
pioneer of world beat. I would have to say that we never really 
“fused” styles, but the music was much more like shifting 
gears without a clutch. He turned me onto the Meters and reg- 
gae and Fela Ransome-Kuti. We (his sidemen) were basically 
jazz cats trying to keep up with this madman! He was nonstop 
music and could go days straight. I had heard a rumor that 
Dan skipped town and was on the run from the law years ago. 
Not surprised. Dan was a bigger than life guy. When I met him, 
he was so against alcohol and would lecture that that stuff 
would kill you. Dan loved milk, and I would literally watch him 
down a gallon of milk at a sitting. He was the original “Got 
Milk?” guy ... maybe because he had a bad stomach. He 
never told any of us about his early years. I knew he was from 
New York but not much else. He also loved Southern culture 
and so revered the old black cats like Lightnin’ Hopkins and 
Robert Shaw. He also so much wanted to be counted in those 
ranks. I left Austin for a lot of reasons and never kept up with 
Dan, not that he would be the kind of person who would keep 
up with folks. I suppose he could have coined the term “world 
beat,” but I don’t think his music was world beat. It was a 
grand sampler of styles - very angular like a modernist paint- 
ing with hard edges. Yet Dan had this amazing Texas Bob Wills 
side to him where he would “slide into” his notes as he sang 
with a yodel. I never liked the name Professor of Pleasure as 
it was a pretty dumb name but none the less a tribute to the 
old school of territory musicians. We only did original music ... 
nothing else. So I guess I’m proud I made my living with Dan 
as a Texas Outlaw, too.

TOO MUCH IMPERVIOUS COVER 

Dear Editor, 

Austin is proposing more impervious cover with its 
Webberville solar panel farm than exists in the whole of 
Downtown Austin. The proposed 300-acre solar-panel farm 
includes neither a quality pond nor a detention pond. We need 
to ask why, and we need to demand an answer. Is the city 
sidestepping this by granting itself a variance? The city needs 
to step up to the plate and practice not only what it preaches 
but what it imposes on others. In short, it cannot be above 
its own law, law it imposes on small-business owners in the 
Austin jurisdiction. It cannot grant a variance to itself in the 
name of sustainability, which it may well try to justify by saying 
that rainfall will just run off the solar panels onto the ground 
anyway (so does the rainfall from Austin rooftops). 

This 300-acre solar-panel farm will eat up 550 acres of land 
because of the 65% impervious cover limit and would almost 
certainly be better outfitted on rooftops, saving 550 precious 
acres in the process. A total of 5,500 homes with an aver- 
age roof size of 2,375 square feet would achieve the same 
thing. Or how about 11,000 homes with 200 square feet of 
solar panels? Or how about just placing the panels on parking 
garages (we’ve got a few of those). If we absolutely have to 
do this in Webberville, we’d better see some ponds. Big ones.

VALUE OF ‘ROOFTOP’ SOLAR 

Dear Editor, 

Robert Duncan’s letter, "Solar Power Way Too Expensive” 
[“Postmarks,” March 20] is partially true but misses the value of 
“rooftop” solar. 

Centralized solar power is currently more expensive than the 
wholesale cost of coal power, but rooftop solar photovoltaics (PV) 
is less expensive than the retail price of coal-based grid electric- 
ity during the solar window, which is the highest-cost time for grid 
electricity. 

“Rooftop” solar is clean and cost competitive, especially after 
doing everything energy efficient (EE) and time-of-use metering and 
pricing based on good cost-of-service studies, which would show 
that the cost of grid electricity during the “solar window” is now 
higher than the cost of photovoltaics - plus net metering up to 
one’s own usage, offsetting one’s own usage at the retail rate. This 
would create a hot market for EE and solar on the customer side of 
the meter. 

Add in a carbon tax with 100% return across the board (so the people 
who conserve get more money back than they pay in carbon tax) and 
create a really hot market. (Why a cap-and-trade system for carbon 
dioxide after the massive market collapses of the last few months?) 

Add in local financing for EE, PV, small wind . . . more than 20 years 
connected to the local property tax and create a sizzling market. 

Distributed generation also 1) avoids new, expensive, landscape- 
despoiling, and energy-depleting transmissions lines, which lose as 
much as 10% and 2) adds redundancy, responsibility, and value for 
people rather than for corporations.

- From the 1992 Austin Police Department 
investigative report of the Fran and 
Danny Keller child molestation case 
Jordan Smith’s story in this issue, 

“Believing the Children,” p.22, is the 
result of several months of her hard 
and detailed work - reviewing the trial 
documents and related materials of the 
1992 Fran’s Day Care prosecution, interviewing 
as many of the principals she could find who 
were willing to talk, plus doing a good deal of 
background research into the period and the 
decadelong era of “satanic ritual abuse” hysteria 
of which it was a part. It’s one of the longest and 
most difficult stories we’ve ever attempted, and 
we hope readers will see why we did so. We 
believe it recounts a fundamental miscarriage of 
justice, one that condemned to ruin at least 
three lives and sadly affected many more, with 
damage that persists to this day. 

Already difficult enough, Smith’s tale took yet 
another tangent in her attempt to get access to 
the Austin Police Department investigative report 
on the Keller case. Rather than provide the public 
document, city attorneys requested an advisory 
opinion from the state attorney general, whose

office responded that the 17-year-old material 
could be withheld as “private” (“highly intimate 
and embarrassing”) and “not of legitimate con- 
cern to the public.” That opinion was 
wrong on both the facts and the law, 
but the city attorneys relied on it 
and convinced a judge to support 
their discretion. Thanks to the 
Chronicle’s attorney, Pete Kennedy 
of Graves Dougherty, the 3rd 
Court of Appeals found the argu- 
ments of the city, the A.G., and the 
hearing judge unpersuasive and 
ordered the report released. (Kennedy 
worked on the case essentially pro bono; when 
government agencies violate open records law, he 
gets really annoyed.) 

The APD document Smith finally received 
serves the very legitimate public interest of con- 
firming what a travesty the entire Keller investiga- 
tion had been. Indeed, if the city had argued it 
didn’t want to release the report because its con- 
tents are deeply “embarrassing” to the APD, the 
city, and Travis County prosecutors, it would have 
had a much stronger case.

> POST-RACIAL OR POST-TRAUMATIC? 

Pretty much since Barack Obama hit the 
ground running all those primaries ago, 
we’ve had the privilege of witnessing pun- 
dits bloviate about our now presumably 
“post-racial” society. While realities on the 
ground have hardly had time to catch up 
with the ennobling act of electing our first 
African-American president, some ques- 
tions around race and ethnicity do seem 
to have taken on a new urgency. What, for 
instance, will folks too young to remember 
Do the Right Thing make of the ideas of 
Portland State University professor Joy DeGruy (pictured), author 
of Post Traumatic Slave Syndrome: America’s Legacy of Enduring 
Injury and Healing ?

DeGruy and contest finalists will meet up at the third 
annual Louis Gregory Symposium on Race Unity on Thursday, 
April 2, at Huston-Tillotson University ( ll:30am-5pm , King- 
Seabrook Chapel , 900 Chicon). And while the theme is unity, 
don’t expect a singular vision: “Each essayist tends to have a 
pretty unique perspective,” says Simonetta Rodriguez, who 
serves on the symposium’s planning committee. - Cindy Widner 

WHAT TO DO ABOUT TECOLOTE? Travis Co. commissioners 
remain deadlocked for another week on what to do about the water- 
starved Tecolote Farm, a popular family-run organic grower east of 
Austin. Katie and David Pitre have been rallying their many fans 
and supporters for months and appear on the verge of getting the 
county to help them with a severe water shortage that’s crippling 
the farm. Judge Sam Biscoe on Tuesday introduced a resolution 
that would have the county “sharing” water with the farm and laying 
pipes from the county wells in East Metropolitan Park to the 
farm. In exchange, the Pitres would provide produce for the Travis 
Co. Jail in Del Valle and no longer hold the county responsible for 
their dry wells. For nearly a year the Pitres have been assembling 
data and hydrology reports that cite the two massive county wells 
in the nearby park as the proverbial straw that broke the local aqui- 
fer’s back. Commissioners had questions about the cost to the 
county and the value of the produce, as well as the precedent such 
action would set. Informed of the delayed decision, Katie Pitre said, 
“I’m just sorry that Judge Biscoe worked so hard on a very simple 
solution and that we’re drawing it out more, but I’m also hopeful 
that they’ll come around.” The item is expected to return to next 
week’s agenda. - Jacob Cottingham 

> NEW PLACE TO PLAY The Trust for Public Land presented a 

deed to the city of Austin on Wednesday for 14 acres of new 
parkland in the Barton Creek Greenbelt. TPL recently acquired 
the land in the Gaines Ranch area to protect it from develop- 
ment and preserve it as open space.

Leffingwell jeremiads this week, 
baselessly insinuating that Marc 
Ott’s days were numbered if 
Leffingwell wins.) And to some sur- 
prise, Carole Keeton Strayhorn 
snagged an endorsement from 
both the Building Owners and 
Managers Association, still smart- 
ing over Leffingwell-sponsored water- 
conservation regulations and perhaps 
alert to Strayhorn ’s cut-the-budget rheto- 
ric, and the Small Business Group, 
which also endorsed Place 6 long shot 
Sam Osemene. 

In Place 1, the other closely contested 
race, Perla Cavazos and Chris Riley 

continue to split endorsements almost 
evenly (although Cavazos’ nod from the 
Central Labor Council, representing 23 
separate unions, allows her to swell her 
numerical count over Riley). Neither the 
Dem clubs nor public safety providers 
moved in blocs to either candidate. It’s 
possible the pending endorsements 
could tip the tight race. 

There are fewer surprises in the 
remaining races. Unchallenged Place 5 
contender Bill Spelman racks ’em up, 
except when groups aren’t endorsing in 
uncontested races (e.g., the Capital 
Area Asian American Democrats). Place 
2 incumbent Mike Martinez has steam- 
rolled late-registering challenger Jose 
Quintero. Quintero was, however, 
endorsed by the Mexican American 
Democrats, an Eastside-centric club 
that apparently harbors a grudge against 
Martinez. Living up to its name, MAD 
also endorsed Osemene over Sheryl 
Cole in Place 6. The Austin Tejano 
Democrats elected not to endorse in 
Place 6, signaling pockets of dissatisfac- 
tion with the council member’s meek 
performance and opposition to single- 
member districts. 

Oh, and in case you’re wondering, 
look for the Chronicle’s endorsements in 
late April. Early voting starts April 27. ■

atrocities, and it’s a maxim that certainly 
applies to the Keller prosecution. Although 
the APD report is an unedited collection of 
investigative notes, it documents an epi- 
sode of adult and official credulity that 
almost defies comprehension. What began 
as one troubled child’s complaint about an 
alleged “spanking” steadily grew - under 
the relentless questioning and magnifica- 
tion of parents and authorities alike - into 
an utterly preposterous and literally impos- 
sible plot involving groups of children, 
numerous adults, chain saws, shootings, 
graveyards, airplane trips, bones, and dead 
bodies (and dead bodies reconstituted). 
Oh, and animals - the Zilker Park gorilla 
story quoted above is but one representa- 
tive example of the sort of tales the sup- 
posed grownups elicited from the children, 
who generally began by denying any abuse 
but soon understood what was expected of 
them, the more fantastic the better. Mass 
murder, cannibalism, bloodbaths, satanic 
threats and rituals, whatever you (or an 
inventive child) can imagine ... Fran and 
Danny (and a host of unrelated third par- 
ties) did it, in broad daylight, in a quiet 
Oak Hill neighborhood. 

Accordingly, the adults then sorted the 
physically impossible from the theoretically 
possible, disregarded the former, and decid- 
ed that whatever was possible and criminal 
certainly happened. 

Making It Right 

In short, the prosecution of Fran and 
Danny Keller was a failure of rational justice 
on a tragic scale, and the Kellers became the 
central figures in what was in fact a hysteri- 
cal witch hunt where there were no witches 
at all. The children, of course, were not to 
blame. At some point, a grownup needed to 
stand up and say - and keep saying - this is 
nonsense. The Travis County Sheriff’s 
Office’s Roger Wade had a shot - but when 
the children began naming former sheriff’s 
personnel, he had to recuse himself (only to 


become yet another named suspect in the 
APD report). Social worker Vivian Lewis 
tried her best, telling prosecutors bluntly 
that their case was “incredible.” They simply 
ignored her. 

As I said, the official credulity is almost 
incomprehensible. But investigators had a 
highly dubious and recanted confession 
and one piece of putative physical evidence 
- the qualified testimony of the examining 
doctor of the first alleged victim. They were 
also living in the midst of a national panic 
about “satanic ritual abuse” tied to day 
care. None of us is immune to such head- 
lines, rumors, sexual social panics (which 
have hardly ended: witness Michael HalPs 
story of the “Mineola Swingers” case in 
April’s Texas Monthly). 

As Smith’s story reports, the examining 
doctor has effectively retracted his testimony, 
and by now we should be far enough removed 
from the Satanic Panic to review the Keller 
case with a cold and honest eye. Having been 
horribly served by the courts and their own 
counsel, the Kellers have few legal avenues 
for redress. But by virtue of her position as 
head of what was then the child abuse unit, 
current Travis Co. District Attorney Rosemary 
Lehmberg was nominally in charge of the 
Keller prosecution, presumably signing off 
on decisions that she is now in a position to 
review and reconsider. It would certainly take 
a lot of courage and a willingness to admit 
serious mistakes - the latter trait not in great 
supply among prosecutors. I urge Lehmberg 
and her colleagues to read Smith’s article and 
the associated documents; to review the 
embarrassing, useless forensic interviews 
with the children; and to take a fresh look at 
the Keller case that was assembled, prosecut- 
ed, and decided in hot blood. 

If she honestly and thoroughly does so, I 
don’t believe she can come away believing 
that justice was served. ■

Craig Hella Johnson & Company of Voices 
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Pity the Family-Planning Clinic 


As reported last week (“Low-Income Women 
Could Take a Hit,” March 20), family-planning 
advocates are up in arms over a proposed 
state Senate budget rider they fear would 
dismantle a health-care system that provides 
care for thousands of uninsured and underin- 
sured Texas women. Senate budget rider 56, 
by Sen. Robert Deuell, R-Greenville, propos- 
es awarding more than $50 million in funds 
over the 2010-11 biennium solely to “public 
providers” of family-planning services and to 
“private and not-for-profit contractors” that 
provide “primary and preventative care” in 
addition to family-planning services. 

Roughly two dozen traditional providers of 
family-planning health services, such as 
Planned Parenthood, could be rendered 
ineligible for public funding under the proposal. 
For many uninsured and poor women, family- 
planning health services are the only medical 
care they receive. According to the Guttmacher 
Institute, 60% of women who access services 
at family-planning clinics consider the clinics 
their primary source of health care. In addi- 
tion to providing access to contraception, tra- 
ditional family-planning services typically also 
provide annual gynecological exams and reg- 
ular screenings for cervical and breast can- 
cer, sexually transmitted diseases 
and HIV, diabetes, hypertension, 
and anemia. 

This is the second time that 
Deuell has authored a budget 
rider diverting family-planning 
money from traditional pro- 
viders. In 2005, he offered a 
version of the current rider, 
diverting $10 million in funds 
to first fund federally qualified 
health centers, which provide a 
number of other primary care servic- 
es in addition to family planning. While 
the idea was, in theory, a good one - to 
expand access to comprehensive health 
care for poor and uninsured women - the 
rider did not have that effect. In 2005, 
before it took effect, the state’s family-plan- 
ning program - funded with federal tax dol- 
lars - provided services to nearly 670,000 
clients. In 2006, after the rider took effect, 
the number of clients served dropped to 



442,000. That number has 
continued to decline to fewer 
than 371,000 served last 
year. Meanwhile, the federal- 
ly qualified health centers 
have not been able to pick 
up the slack. Instead, there 
haven’t been enough federal- 
ly qualified health centers 
using the funding opportunity 
to spend the entire $10 mil- 
lion, so the centers have 
actually been returning mil- 
lions in unspent funds to the 
Department of State Health 
Services. As the number of 
clients served decreased 
from 2006 through 2008, 
the amount of Deuell’s 2005 
federally qualified health cen- 
ter set-aside funding returned 
to the state increased, from 
about $2.5 million in 2006 
to more than $4.2 million in 
2008. Meanwhile, the num- 
ber of women in need contin- 
ues to grow: Under the current funding struc- 
ture, just 17.5% of women in need of 
reproductive services are actually 
being served. 

Despite that lack of suc- 
cess, Deuell - who is also a 
medical doctor - now wants 
to direct the entire family- 
planning budget to county 
health departments and 
other private and not-for-prof- 
it entities, including these 
same federally qualified health 
centers. If his new rider were to 
become law, it would “literally dev- 
astate the family-planning program in 
Texas,” says Fran Hagerty, CEO of the 
Women’s Health and Family Planning 
Association of Texas. “It would dismantle it 
from the inside out - it would be a travesty.” 
Deuell’s office did not return numerous calls 
requesting comment for this article. But Joe 
Pojman, executive director of the Austin-based 
anti-abortion Texas Alliance for Life, says 
the rider “would be excellent policy.” It’s really 



“in the best interest of women,” offering 
access to one-stop comprehensive health 
care. For example, he said, if a woman were to 
go in for an exam and find out she had tuber- 
culosis, she could get her TB treatment right 
there, without having to wait. And he doesn’t 
think the system would have a problem absorb- 
ing the hundreds of thousands of women who 
would have to find new health-care providers. 
“Typically, providers expand to meet the need, 
especially when there are public funds avail- 
able.” In fact, he said, women would have the 
ability to be served at the office of “any prima- 
ry physician.” Pojman would not say whether 
he saw this as a way to defund Planned 
Parenthood but said he thinks Planned 
Parenthood “does not serve women well.” 

What exactly that means isn’t clear. Fully 
97% of Planned Parenthood’s services are for 
family planning and preventative care, says 
Sarah Wheat, the group’s Central Texas vice 
president for community affairs. (Abortion- 
related services make up a small percentage 
of Planned Parenthood’s business and, by 
law, are not paid for with public funds.) 


Cyclists Hope for Safe Passage 


Bicycle advocates hope the third time’s the charm for the Safe Passing Bill, which 
would establish mandatory minimum distances that motorists must keep when passing 
bikes on the road. Historically, enforcement against motorists who’ve harassed, injured, or 
killed cyclists has been weak, in part because few laws specifically address proper car- 
bike interactions. A similar bill filed in 2005 was narrowly defeated in the Senate, and a 
2007 bill died. The current bill broadens its protections to more than just cyclists, requir- 
ing that vehicles keep more than 3 feet of distance (or 6 feet for commercial vehicles) 
when passing any vulnerable road users, including bicyclists, disabled persons, mainte- 
nance workers, stranded motorists, runners, skaters, equestrians, motorcyclists, and farm 
equipment. Violation would result in a misdemeanor, incurring a fine of up to $500 for 
property damage; causing bodily injury would be a class B misdemeanor, with a fine of 
up to $2,000 and sentence of up to 180 days in jail. The bill also includes penalties for 
harassment, throwing objects, and turning dangerously in front of vulnerable road users. 
Authored by Rep. Linda Harper-Brown, R-Irving, in the House (House Bill 827) and Dallas 
Republican John Carona and longtime bike-boosting Dem Rodney Ellis of Houston in the 
Senate (Senate Bill 488), the bill had five bipartisan co-sponsors at press time and a 
vote was pending in the House Committee on Transportation. - Daniel Mottola 


When to Stop Punishing Schools 

House Bill 3, the mammoth public school accountabil- 
ity bill, and its Senate counterpart, Senate Bill 3, are taking 
longer than expected to come back to committee after public 
testimony showed broad concerns that the new rules keep pun- 
ishing schools for failure rather than helping them reform. After 
lengthy hearings March 17, the Senate Education and House 
Public Education committees started gathering the material 
together for a new committee substitute that would take the 
concerns into account. House committee staff confirmed that 
Chairman Rob Eissler, R-The Woodlands, had planned to bring 
the bill back March 26, but the sheer volume and complexity of 
material made that impossible. The process is further complicat- 
ed by the two committees working together on the draft lan- 
guage before it gets to the floor rather than hammering out a 
consensus document in conference committee later. The current 
plan is to start discussion again next week.

Wheat agrees that diverting the state’s fami- 
ly-planning budget would completely cripple a 
system that, at present, provides critical ser- 
vices to an otherwise underserved popula- 
tion. “It’s just raw politics versus good poli- 
cy,” she said. Indeed, according to Hagerty, if 
the rider were to become law, the state’s big- 
gest providers of services would be cut off 
from funding. While her group represents 
nearly 100 family-planning providers, the 
roughly two dozen that would likely be 
stripped of funding serve roughly half of the 
women that seek services each year. 

By attaching the measure as a rider and 
not filing it as a bill, Deuell is able to avoid 
having it vetted by a wider body of lawmakers 
and can circumvent any public hearing pro- 
cess. (Sources say that not even the 
Department of State Health Services would 
have an opportunity to weigh in on the mea- 
sure.) Traditionally, riders are meant to clarify 
details of funding directives, not to make new 
law. But the new-law line is a gray area that 
often hinges on the interpretation of a com- 
mittee chair - in this case the chair of 
Senate Finance, Sen. Steve Ogden, R-Bryan, 
who has previously made it clear he is not a 
fan of a family-planning system that grants 
funds to Planned Parenthood. 

Still, it’s unclear whether Deuell’s rider 
would pass legal muster, says Anne Dunkel- 
berg, associate director of the Center for 
Public Policy Priorities. “I don’t think it would 
be legal from the federal sense” to restrict 
the potential recipients of funds any further 
than do the federal agencies, she said. In 
other words, it would not be legal for Texas 
to restrict federal family-planning funding to 
exclude groups eligible for that funding under 
federal rules. “It is very likely that it would 
not survive legal challenge,” said Dunkelberg. 
“I also think that it would be flat bad for 
women’s health. It would exclude a lot of pro- 
viders beyond Planned Parenthood.”

Adding Teeth to Hazing Laws 

Student hazing has a body count. In the last five years at the University of Texas alone, 
two students - Tyler Cross and Phanta “Jack” Phoummarath - died in hazing-related incidents, 
and eight fraternities are currently in disciplinary status for hazing offenses. Senate Bill 48, 
currently on the Senate intent calendar, attacks the legal defenses that have curtailed some 
criminal prosecutions. The bill, authored by Senate Higher Education Chair Judith Zaffirini, 
D-Laredo, clarifies the legal definition of hazing to include forced drinking and drug taking, 
allows prosecutors in both the school’s home county and counties where hazing occurs to 
mount prosecutions, and changes the immunity rules so that students are no longer protected 
for reporting their own hazing activities. Zaffirini introduced a similar bill last session, but it 
died in the Senate Education Committee without a hearing. This time, her Higher Ed Committee 
voted SB 48 out 5-0 on March 23. She said the problem remains pressing, in spite of apathy 
in some quarters. “What do you say to people who say, ‘We don’t need a bill like this; boys will 
be boys’?” she asked. Her advice? Introduce them to someone who suffered hazing or lost a 
loved one. - R.W.

After a slow start to the session, the 
House finally started hearing substantive 
bills on March 25. Topping the calendar 
was House Bill 873, the film incentives 
reform bill, by Rep. Dawnna Dukes, 
D-Austin... After a daylong debate on March 
24, the Senate voted 22-8 to place a 60% 
cap on university admissions under the 
top 10% rule. The bill, Senate Bill 175, 
now heads to the House, where near-identi- 
cal language failed last session... With 
final rules pending for the federal stimulus 
cash, Rep. Garnet Coleman, D-Houston, 
said the House Appropriations Committee 
is still working on the state budget, and 
it will be up to Gov. Rick Perry to veto it 
and force a special session... House 
Appropriations approved more than $800 
million from the Rainy Day Fund on March 
20 for Hurricane Ike reconstruction, 
including $300 million for University of 
Texas Medical Branch. Rep. Craig Eiland, 
D-Galveston, had originally asked for $933 


million; the new figure gives schools more, 
state agencies less, and adds $250 million 
for future disaster relief... Attorney General 
Greg Abbott has issued an opinion saying 
the Lege can pass laws forcing cities to 
become more active in enforcing federal 
immigration law. The opinion, requested 
by Rep. Frank Corte, R-San Antonio, could 
open the door to legislation ending sanctu- 
ary cities... Lege TV: Time Warner Cable 
will start providing live floor broadcasts for 
its San Antonio cable customers in April, and 
AT&T U-verse will roll out House coverage in 
select markets. The Texas Cable Association 
told legislators Lubbock may have to wait 
until at least 2011... House Resolution 285, 
memorializing the life of former Travis Co. 
Green Party Co-Chair Bill Holloway, is 
scheduled to be read on March 30. Holloway 
died on Jan. 8 ...

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AISD: Carstarphen 

When the Austin Independent School 
District board of trustees voted March 23 to 
confirm Meria Carstarphen as the district’s 
next superintendent, it was, in many ways, a 
rubber-stamping exercise. 

There was more public discussion on the 
night the board considered naming a new 
Southwest middle school than there was 
about who the district is getting as its new 
chief executive. After a brief introduction by 
board President Mark Williams, Carstarphen 
was nominated by board secretary and 
District 6 trustee Lori Moya, seconded by 
Vice President Vince Torres, and elected by 
a unanimous show of hands. 

In a moment of stagecraft, Carstarphen 
then appeared from the back of the board 
auditorium to a standing ovation. 

Now begins the real getting-to-know-you 
process. On Feb. 26, when the St. Paul 
superintendent was announced as the sole 
candidate to replace Superintendent Pat 
Forgione, the consensus 
was that the state-mandated 
21-day public vetting period 
was strictly pro forma. In 
fact, the 21 days turned out 
to be 26: If the board had 
kept to the state-mandated 
minimum, it would have had 
to make the announcement 
on the Thursday of spring 
break. Instead, even pushing 
the meeting back to March 
23, the district was in the 
less than ideal position of 
holding a public consultation 
process while its schools 
and offices were closed for a 
week. In addition, as a sitting superinten- 
dent, Carstarphen still had a job to do in 
Minnesota. Since the Feb. 26 announce- 
ment, she had spent a total of seven days 
in Austin and had been in St. Paul since 
March 10. 


Seals the Deal 

While most Austinites under- 
stood Carstarphen’s appointment 
was a done deal, the terms of her 
contract were only released at the 
meeting. Initially, she has signed 
for four years, with an option for 
the board to extend for a fifth. At 
$275,000 plus bonuses and allow- 
ances, her starting pay is up from 
her St. Paul salary of $195,000 but 
slightly below Forgione’s $285,000 
a year. Williams called the package 
“reasonable and fair” and compara- 
ble to superintendent salaries in 
the rest of the “Big 8” of Texas 
independent school districts 
(Brownsville, Dallas, El Paso, Fort 
Worth, Flouston, San Antonio, and 
Ysleta). Forgione said he would be 
working with Carstarphen on the 
transition while she finishes out her | 
contract in St. Paul and added, “I 
promise you that 
Meria and I will 
work together to 
ensure that work 
is productive and that we 
pass that baton together.” 
After June 30, it’s 
Carstarphen’s district. 

While Williams praised her 
as a “passionate, ener- 
getic, reform-minded vision- 
ary,” St. Paul has actually 
experienced that energy 
and vision. Sources within 
that district who prefer to 
remain anonymous said 
Carstarphen is notori- 
ous for her hardworking attitude. As one 
longtime observer put it, she’ll squeeze 17 
hours of meetings into a 15-hour day, and 
she expects the same commitment of her 
staff. (Before the vote, St. Paul Federation 
of Teachers President Mary Cathryn Ricker 


said she understood the sources’ caution: 

“If she signs today ... she still has a few 
months up here.”) 

Her proactive style has been a big hit with 
the Austin business community, and in her 
acceptance speech, Carstarphen said, “All our 
children must be successful if Austin is going 
to continue as a vibrant, healthy, economic 
generator.” Her commitment to the best edu- 
cation possible for all children is also widely 
applauded, especially her belief in personal 
mentoring of students. Flowever, like Austin, 

St. Paul has seen its share of rocky school 
repurposings, and her take-charge style can 
cause friction. Even her biggest supporters 
from St. Paul said her relationships with staff 
and teachers have become strained. “It will 
be interesting to see if folks from St. Paul 
start following her [to Austin],” said Ricker. 

Carstarphen will now face the “People’s 


Republic of Austin” attitude that there is no 
such thing as too much public input, as well 
as groups that are wary of lip service. With a 
school accountability system that even its 
old defenders now say is far past time for 
reform, the AISD community will also be 
watching to see whether her reported data 
disaggregation skills really get to the root 
problems of struggling schools or become 
another part of the “blame the teachers” 
official ethos. 

Education Austin President Louis Malfaro 
remains cautiously optimistic. Flowever, he 
said, “She’s not here yet, so we’re not really 
getting any time to work with her.” With the 
major focus of his union and the district on 
more immediate issues like the current leg- 
islative session and the next budget, he 
added, “She’ll have to drop into the middle 
of that when she gets here.”

CAP METRO THE WHEELS COME OFF 



To say things are not going well at Capital 
Metro right now ... well, let’s not even bother 
with polite euphemisms. It’s all going to hell. 

More than a year behind schedule, the 
transit agency’s new commuter train has 
been delayed yet again - this time indefinite- 
ly. And that announcement came after revela- 
tions in the Austin America n-Statesman that 
the agency owes millions of dollars to the city 
of Austin and other communities it serves - 
but has drained its cash reserves to build its 
nonfunctional train and other pricey projects 
and apparently can’t pay it back. According to 
the Statesman's Ben Wear (March 15), Cap 
Metro’s savings, which once reached into the 
hundreds of millions, are now down to a mere 
two-month safety cushion. 

Simultaneously (as we reported last week), 
Cap Metro announced that employees of one 


of its labor subcontractors, Veolia Trans- 
portation, had driven trains into unauthor- 
ized areas of track during testing and that 
the March 30 launch of the Leander-to- 
Downtown Red Line service would be delayed 
by about a month. Then it got worse - it was 
announced that Veolia is under investigation 
by the Federal Railroad Administration, 
the March 28 kickoff party has been 
scrapped, and nobody knows for sure when 
MetroRail will begin operations. 

“At this time, I am not satisfied with the 
progress Veolia has made with safety and 
training,” said Capital Metro President/CEO 
Fred Gilliam in a statement. “Capital Metro 
is deeply disappointed over this delay, but 
under no circumstances will we jeopardize 
safety by rushing this process.” Gilliam called 
for Veolia to replace its safety director, 


announced that experts from the Massachu- 
setts Bay Transportation Authority will be 
brought in to advise (ironic, since MBTA is 
run by Veolia), and said the community will 
receive an update by May 15. 

Don’t think this will go down well among 
city politicos. In a statement, Austin City 
Council Member Mike Martinez supported 
the delay, but concluded, “We must also seek 
answers to the many questions surrounding 
Capital Metro and judgment errors that have 
plagued the agency for some time now.” Fie 
was far less polite talking to the daily - he 
opined that Veolia was simply a “scapegoat” 
in the fiasco, and said: “Other folks are going 
to have to accept their responsibility as well. 
...It really brings into question the compe- 
tence of the organization.”

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CREATIONISTS GET 
CREATIVE AT THE CAPITOL 


Frustrated thus far by failed attempts to 
promote creationism at the State Board 
of Education, proponents of the pseudo- 
science are now taking their battle to the 
Legislature. Two bills have caught the eye 
of the Texas Freedom Network, a non- 
profit advocacy group that combats the reli- 
gious right. 

Last year, the Dallas-based Institute for 
Creation Research’s proposal for offering 
online master’s degrees in science 
education got shot down by the 
Texas Higher Education 
Coordinating Board, which 
has legal authority to shut 
down diploma mills. In an 
8-0 unanimous vote, the 
board said the institute’s 
proposal wasn’t based in 
... urn ... science. 

Rep. Leo Berman, R-Tyler, 
has come up with a simple 
enough way to deal with that: 

Write a bill (House Bill 2800) saying 
that the board no longer has authority over 
private “schools” that do not accept state 
or federal funding. 

The problem with this is rather obvious: 
“If HB 2800 became law,” said Steven 
Schafersman of Texas Citizens for 
Science, “it would be a gold mine to every 
fly-by-night, degree-granting outfit in the 
country.” Berman wasn’t the least bit apolo- 
getic, telling the Austin American-Statesman, 
“I don’t believe I came from a salamander 
that came out of a pond.” 

Almost as blunt is HB 4224 by Rep. 
Wayne Christian, R-Center. Attempts to 
keep a requirement that public school 
educators teach the “strengths and weak- 
nesses” of scientific theories have nar- 


rowly come up short at the State Board 
of Education, but the proposal to retain 
the language in the Texas Essential 
Knowledge and Skills rules comes up for 
a final vote next April. (An SBOE-appointed 
panel of scientists and educators favors 
deleting “strengths and weaknesses,” in 
part because creationists have seized upon 
the wording as a wedge to push creation- 
ism into classrooms - or at least create 
doubt about evolution.) 

Christian would short-circuit 
that vote by just flat-out order- 
ing the SBOE to keep the lan- 
guage. The bill also would 
mandate that “no student 
in any public school or 
institution shall be penal- 
ized in any way because he 
or she subscribes to a par- 
ticular position on scientific 
theories or hypotheses” and 
that “no governmental entity shall 
prohibit any teacher” from teaching 
“strengths and weaknesses using scientific 
evidence and information.” 

“Lawmakers should call this the ‘Kill 
Science in Texas Act,”' said TFN’s Kathy 
Miller. “It would open the door to teach- 
ing public school students almost any 
notion that someone wants to portray as 
‘science,’ regardless of what school 
administrators and real scientists have to 
say about it. 

“This bill is so bad that someone could 
teach that maybe the sun really revolves 
around the Earth, and school administra- 
tors couldn’t do anything about it,” Miller 
said. “Does Texas really need that kind of 
crazy in the 21st century?”

Item 38, which, if approved, would award 
redesign of the city’s website to California 
firm Cignex Technologies (though at press 
time, council was expected to delay the 
vote). Apparently the Left Coasters were one 
of a whopping three firms to 
respond to the city’s request. 

Will the city shop local, even 
if it’s at a premium? 

Elsewhere, Randi Shade 
and Laura Morrison spon- 
sor two items, one allowing 
for limited “on-premise” 
signs advertising home 
businesses in designated 
core transit corridors (Item 
48), which was not allowed under 
the existing development code. The 
second (Item 50) is a neighborhood-associa- 
tion-friendly resolution directing the city man- 
ager to discontinue considering amendments 
allowing one-time extensions of development 
site plans. The council also considers creat- 
ing a board to oversee tax increment financ- 
ing (capturing a portion of newly created 
sales tax to funnel back into the project) for 
the Seaholm redevelopment (Item 24).

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Yogurt Shop DNA Saga Continues, Part Z 


Travis Co. District Attorney 
Rosemary Lehmberg says 
DNA evidence is extremely 
important to have, to test, and 
to use, whenever possible. But, 
she said, her office is still con- 
sidering the significance of 
DNA evidence found in connec-

shop murders. 

Last week, Joe James Sawyer, an attorney for yogurt 

r shop defendant Robert Springsteen, told reporters that 

prosecutors are ignoring the discovery of DNA that proves his 
client is innocent. Sawyer also said he would seek a bond hear- 
ing in the hope of having Springsteen released from jail while 
awaiting retrial for the grisly 1991 quadruple murder. 

At issue is male DNA found last year in the body of the young- 
est yogurt shop victim, 13-year-old Amy Ayers, that does not 
match any of the four original defendants - Springsteen, 

Michael Scott, Maurice Pierce, and Forrest Welborn - or any- 
one else known to be at the crime scene, inside a North Austin 
yogurt shop. Prosecutors requested the testing that first 
revealed the male DNA profile in March 2008, and since then, 
both prosecutors and defense attorneys have sought further 
testing on that profile and on other pieces of evidence found at 
the crime scene. 


Defense attorneys say the additional testing has revealed at 
least one male DNA profile, if not two or possibly three. The discov- 
ery of the DNA, they say, proves that their clients are not guilty. 

But Lehmberg isn’t sure that’s what the DNA suggests - at least 
not yet - but she says that testing available DNA is important to 
her office in this and every other case. “What I know right now from 
the expert we’ve hired is that we have one unknown male donor,” 
she said. “It is unclear what the significance of some of the other 
tests are. There may or may not be, as the defense claims, more 
than one” donor. Indeed, right now, she said, there’s still work to be 
done. “When, and we hope real soon, we know the [answers] we’re 
seeking ... we’ll act accordingly,” she said. “If that means going to 
trial with the evidence we have, we’ll do that.” However, she said, “if 
it leaves us in a situation where we have reasonable doubt, I’ll step 
up and suggest a bond.” 

Lehmberg says her office has in fact been in the forefront of 
using DNA evidence to prosecute cases and has long sought to 
use DNA to exonerate the innocent. Indeed, Carlos Lavernia, who 
was convicted as the Barton Creek rapist and sentenced to 99 
years for a 1983 assault he did not commit, was ultimately exoner- 
ated after DNA cleared him in 2000. In that case, Lehmberg notes, 
the D.A.’s office worked with Austin Police to have DNA testing com- 
pleted. “It is absolutely untrue that we discount the value of DNA 
evidence,” Lehmberg said. “We test for DNA whenever we can, and 
we value it, [we] believe in it, and [we] use it.”

A BLUE-GREEN VICTORY 
FOR AMERICA 

To paraphrase the well-known bumper 
sticker, “Stuff Happens.” But sometimes, it’s 
good stuff. 

This story began with bad news. In 
December, a corporation called Republic 
Windows & Doors abruptly shut down its 
Chicago factory, giving the boot to 250 
union workers. Republic officials said that 
Bank of America had yanked their financing, 
so, with only three days’ notice, the workers 
were shown the door, their health coverage 
was canceled, and they were denied the sev- 
erance and vacation pay they were owed. 

Next came surprising news. The workers 
didn’t go along with this raw deal. In fact, they 
didn’t go at all. For six days, they protested by 
simply staying in the factory, refusing to leave 
until they were paid. Their defiant stand cap- 
tured the public’s imagination, generating 
widespread news coverage and support. Then, 
some good stuff happened. Bank of America, 
which had just taken a $34 billion bailout 
from us taxpayers, couldn’t withstand the pub- 
lic outrage that its Chicago terminations gen- 
erated - so it finally had to give in, shelling 
out nearly $2 million to cover the pay the 
bank had taken from these union workers. 

That’s good, but here comes the great 
stuff. In February, a California company called 
Serious Materials announced that it had 
bought the factory and would soon reopen it 
to make energy-efficient windows. It then 
reached an agreement with the union to 
rehire all of the terminated workers at their 
former levels of pay. The company, which man- 
ufactures sustainable green-building materi- 
als, says that it views the skilled, blue-collar 
workers in Chicago as terrific assets to help it 
and the country develop the emerging green 
economy that President Obama is advancing 
with the new economic stimulus plan. 

So workers win, the environment wins, and 
the economy wins. What we have here is a 
blue-green victory for the red, white, and blue. 


THE MILKMAN DELIVERS 

The most amazing thing to me about Robert 
Holding, a milkman in Lancashire, England, 
is not that he was delivering little packets 
of marijuana to a few of his elderly custom- 
ers along his milk route - but that the Brits 
can actually still get home delivery of milk! 

Imagine. Our national Postal Service says 
it can’t even keep delivering our mail to us 
six days a week, and here’s a 72-year-old 
milkman still schlepping pints of cow juice 
door to door each day. 

It was his little side business, however, that 
prompted British authorities to crack down on 
Holding. It seems that he would also drop off 
small bits of cannabis to 17 of his clients 
who requested the extra service. “They were 
old,” he said, “and had aches and pains.” The 
customers, who were pensioners ranging up 
to 92 years of age, would leave little notes on 
their stoops alongside their empty bottles, 
asking, “Can I have an ounce?” 

Holding, who sold the stuff on the cheap 
side and apparently was not raking off much 
of a profit, felt he was doing a public service 
for the old folks. “They enjoyed it,” he says. 
“They saved a lot of money while I was 
doing it, and I only did it for a short time.” 

Indeed, after only six months as a dealer, 
our Lancashire milkman was ratted out by 
someone. British Bobbies raided Holding’s 
home, found 6 ounces of the dreaded weed, 
and arrested him. Alas, while England’s mari- 
juana laws are not quite as insane as ours, 
they’re still unforgiving, so he was sentenced 
to 36 weeks in prison and given a stern lec- 
ture about the “harm” he had been doing by 
spreading marijuana to the old folks. 

However, after the scolding, the judge 
noted that Holding’s wife has Alzheimer’s 
disease and that he visits her every day in 
the nursing home, thus the jail time was 
suspended - provided, of course, that he 
delivers nothing but milk. 

Imagine the disappointment of his 
customers.

When the little girl on the witness stand 
said, “No, it didn’t happen,” Frances Keller 
put her head in her hands and began to sob. 

It was the second day of what would be a 
six-day trial of Keller and her husband, Danny, 
on charges that they’d sexually assaulted a 
young girl, Christina Chaviers, in the summer 
of 1991, when the 3-year-old was an infre- 
quent drop-in at their home-based Oak Hill 
day care. Among the multiple counts were 
allegations that Danny had forcibly penetrated 
Christina with a pen and his penis and that 
Fran had performed oral sex on Christina and 
forced the girl to do the same. The charges 
were based on statements 
Christina had made, first to 
her mother, Suzanne Guinne, 
and then to her therapist, 
social worker Donna David- 
Campbell. There was no defin- 
itive physical evidence. 

On the witness stand, the 
little girl sat on her older sis- 
ter’s lap, chewing on a lollipop. 

“Did Danny ever touch you in 
a way you didn’t like?” Assistant District 
Attorney Judy Shipway asked. 

“No,” Christina replied. 

“Did Fran ever touch you [in] a way you 
didn’t like?” Shipway asked. 

“No,” the girl replied. 

Shipway tried a different approach. Did 
Christina tell anyone else that Danny had hurt 
her? She did not reply. Shipway asked if Christina 
would like to “whisper to me” her answer. 

“No,” she said. 

“Christy, when you say no, do you mean 
you don’t want to talk about it, or do you 
mean, no, it didn’t happen?” Shipway asked. 


“No, it didn’t happen,” Christina replied 
once and then again. “No, it didn’t happen.” 
“But did you tell somebody it happened?” 
Shipway asked. 

“Yes, yes, yes,” she answered. 

Fran held her head in her hands; all the 
emotion of the last year and a half welled up. 
Finally, she thought, everyone in the court- 
room had heard the truth: Nothing had hap- 
pened. Fran felt a measure of relief - certainly, 
this whole ordeal would soon be over. 

But that’s not what happened. Instead, Fran 
and Danny Keller were each convicted of sexu- 
ally assaulting Christina Chaviers, and each 


was sentenced to 48 years in prison. For the 
Kellers, now 58 and 68, respectively, it was 
effectively a life sentence. They’ve since come 
up for parole, but neither will acknowledge 
the remorse that is a requirement of release - 
after 17 years, the Kellers still fiercely maintain 
their innocence. 

And in fact, the Chronicle s reinvestigation 
of the Fran’s Day Care case has revealed seri- 
ous problems with the state’s case against the 
Kellers - including questions about the quality 
and reliability of the state’s medical evidence 
and forensic interviews. Moreover, the sensa- 
tional nature of the charges themselves, in a 


period of hysterical national rumors about 
supposed “satanic ritual abuse” at day care 
centers, made it virtually impossible for the 
Kellers to receive a fair or even rational trial. 
Finally, our investigation has uncovered poten- 
tially exculpatory evidence that the Kellers’ 
defense attorneys say they were not aware of at 
the time of the 1992 trial. 

In light of the problems with the original 
prosecution and this additional evidence, 
there remain substantive doubts about the 
Kellers’ guilt. Indeed, it’s an open question 
not only whether the Kellers were rightly con- 
victed - but more fundamentally, whether any 
crime ever happened at Fran’s 
Day Care at all. 

Taking Care of Kids 

Frances was devastated by the 
charges, which she and Danny 
vociferously denied. She loved 
children. She had three of her 
own, already grown, and she 
missed having little ones around 
the house. In late 1989, Frances 
decided to quit her job in the deli at the Oak 
Hill H-E-B and to open a day care in her 
home just off Highway 71. “My boss was hav- 
ing a baby, and I told her I was just getting 
tired of working, and she asked, if I was going 
to quit, would I watch her baby? Well, I’ve 
watched children ... all my life,” Frances, or 
Fran, as the kids called her, told the Chronicle 
in an interview at the Sycamore Unit of the 
women’s prison in Gatesville. 

“Even when my kids were little I watched 
children. And . . . it just started with her [baby] 
and then with a couple more. I was in heaven, 
you know, staying home and taking care of 


kids. I just loved it.” She insists consistently to 
this day that she would never even think of 
hurting a child - and that neither she nor her 
husband ever abused Christina Chaviers. 

Yet following a half-day at the Kellers on 
Aug. 15, 1991, Christina told her mother that 
she didn’t like Danny, because he’d spanked 
her - just “like daddy” used to, Guinne said in 
court. (At the time, Guinne and her husband, 
Rick Chaviers, were engaged in a bitter divorce.) 
Mother and daughter were en route to a sched- 
uled appointment with therapist Donna David- 
Campbell, who had been seeing Christina for 
several months to work on the toddler’s ongo- 
ing behavior problems. By the time Christina’s 
half-hour appointment was finished, however, 
the allegation that Danny had spanked her had 
grown in severity and scope. According to a 
Travis County Sheriff’s Office report, Guinne 
and David-Campbell told investigators that 
during the therapy session, Christina told 
them that Danny had penetrated her vagina 
with an ink pen on numerous occasions and 
that he “‘pee[s] and poops’ on her and it 
comes out of his bottom.” 

In the following weeks, Christina’s allegations 
against the Kellers became more disturbing and 
confounding. By the end of the year, Christina 
had said not only that Fran and Danny had 
molested her but that two other people - a dark- 
haired woman and a man that looked like coun- 
try singer Kenny Rogers - had also come to the 
day care to partake in the abuse. She said that 
she’d been poked with needles by the Kellers 
and that Danny had dug a hole in the back yard 
and put her in it. She related tales of the Kellers 
torturing and killing animals and said that the 
Kellers had murdered, decapitated, and dis- 
emboweled a baby. According to case records, 
all these horrific actions had occurred during 
the 13 times Christina had attended the day 
care, without any parent or other adult notic- 
ing anything amiss. 

By the end of 1991, two other children 
began to tell similar stories. Vijay Staelin, who 
was also seeing therapist David-Campbell, told

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his mom that Danny had made him eat 
poop and drink pee. And Brendan Nash - 
his mother told the television show American 
Justice - said the Kellers had held a gun to 
his head and forced him to assault his infant 
sister while they videotaped the abuse. 

There was little physical evidence to sup- 
port the children’s stories. Christina was 
examined at Brackenridge Hospital the 
evening she made her first outcry, and the 
emergency room doctor said that he saw 
signs that her outer genitalia were red and 
that there was some deformity to her 
hymen. He concluded that the injuries 
could be consistent with sexual abuse but 
could not rule out the possibility that there 
was another cause - a tentative conclusion 
that would turn out to be the only physical 
evidence ever provided in the case. Christina 
and Brendan were subjected to forensic 
interviews by the Sheriff’s Office, but none 
was certainly confirming nor corroborated 
by any physical evidence. 

Most damning at trial was a statement 
given to police nearly a year after Christina’s 
first outcry by an acquaintance of the 
Kellers, Doug Perry, who told investigators 
that he and his wife, former Travis Co. 
Precinct 3 Deputy Constable Janise White 
and her Precinct 3 partner, Raul Quintero, 
had taken part in abusing the children 
while at the Kellers’ house one Friday after- 
noon. Perry recanted that confession short- 
ly thereafter, however, claiming he’d been 
coerced into making it by Texas Rangers. 
No videotape or photographic evidence of 
abuse was ever found, and police never 
found any corpses - animal or human - to 
back up any of the children’s wilder tales. 

Nonetheless, a grand jury indicted the 
Kellers in late 1991 for sexually assaulting 
Christina - and, subsequently, indicted 
Perry, White, and Quintero on similar charg- 
es. Fran and Danny Keller were shocked. “It 
was like a nightmare,” said Fran. “I think 
with an accusation like this, the presump- 
tion that you’re guilty is strong.”

Traumatic Origin 

Fran and Danny Keller had been married 
about a year when they moved into a ranch- 
style brick home on Thomas Springs Road, 
northwest of the Y in Oak Hill. They’d been 
living in an apartment, but Fran, a country girl 
at heart, was eager to find something out of 
town. “I like gardens, and I like animals,” she 
said recently. “I just wanted someplace in the 
country.” The couple found the three-bed- 
room home owned by Julia Dietz, who has 
remained friends with the Kellers. “They were 
nice people,” she says. 

The couple leased the home on July 1, 
1988, and immediately began work on the 
property. Danny, a manager of the county’s 
Precinct 3 road crew, put in a stone walkway 
to the front door and began clearing cedar in 
the back yard, where the couple pastured their 
horse, Fancy Dancer; Fran planted a garden. 
The couple had been in the home just more 
than a year when Fran decided she was tired 
of working at the H-E-B. When her former 
boss gave birth to a son, Fran began to care for 
him while his mother was at work. It wasn’t 
long before Fran was taking in other kids, 
referred to her by friends and neighbors. 
Eventually, she put a sign up in the front yard 
advertising her services. “It was wonderful. I 
taught the kids how to garden,” she says, “and 
we had a big back yard, and we bought a pool 
for the kids. And we had sand all over the 
yard. ... We built one of those big wooden 
gyms. ... We had a horse, and [the kids] 
would take rides on the horse.” 

By 1991, Danny had retired; he tended the 
property and helped with the kids, taking 
them out for rides on the horse or pulling 
them in a large wagon behind his riding lawn 
mower. Teresa Chambers, a former paramedic, 
says the environment the Kellers had created 
was the main reason she put her two children 
in day care with Fran. “I took a tour of the 
house; it was clean. There was one particular 
room that was the kids’ room. There was fish- 
ing net on the wall holding up stuffed ani- 


mals,” Chambers recalled. She was also 
impressed by the animals (in addition to the 
horse, the Kellers had six doves, a pair of 
parakeets, a dog, and a cat) and the garden. “I 
thought ... this is so cool for kids!” By the 
summer of 1991, the Kellers were regularly 
taking in between eight and 10 kids each day 
- including Christina Chaviers and Vijay 
Staelin, both 3, and Brendan Nash, then 5. 

By all accounts, before she ever spent a 
moment at the Kellers, Christina was a trou- 
bled child. In the summer of 1991, her par- 
ents, Rick and Suzanne, were embroiled in a 
bitter divorce, marked in part, recalls Rick, by 
accusations that he had been abusive toward 
his wife and toddler daughter. “We were both 
evaluated, and [Suzanne] came out as passive- 
aggressive, and I was a dumbshit 
with an average IQ,” he says. But 
Suzanne “got to court first and 
said I was abusive and all that 
stuff.” (Suzanne Guinne, now 
Stratton, did not respond to phone 
calls or e-mail requesting an inter- 
view for this story; Christina 
Chaviers did not respond to simi- 
lar requests.) Guinne, an interior 
designer, told the court that the 
reason she sought day care for 
Christina was so she’d have a 
place to take her daughter while 
she ran errands related to the divorce - to 
court, to see her lawyer, to attend counseling. 
Christina attended Fran’s Day Care no more 
than 13 times; prior to that year, she had 
rarely been away from her mother’s side. At 
the same time she began dropping Christina 
off for day care at the Kellers, in May 1991, 
Guinne began taking her daughter to see 
David-Campbell. 

According to the therapist’s testimony at 
the Kellers’ trial, Christina’s behaviors were 
among the worst she’d ever seen. Christina 
had been “acting out” for months, she said, 
long before the child began going to Fran’s 
Day Care. She was violent toward her mother 
and often bit her; she once tried to jump out 


of a moving car; she was behaving like a dog, 
eating and drinking from a bowl and defecat- 
ing in the back yard; she once tried to stab the 
family’s dog with a fork. She was inserting toys 
into her vagina - mostly marbles and crayons 

- and she was already using rough language, 
including the phrase “butt fuck.” Whether 
David-Campbell was able to identify the cause 
of Christina’s behavioral issues or whether her 
behavior improved with therapy isn’t clear. 
(David-Campbell told the court that, by the 
end of 1992, she’d seen Christina roughly 150 
times and that Christina’s behaviors would 
wax and wane.) But as the summer of 1991 
wore on, she said, Christina’s behaviors were 
definitely getting worse. 

In mid-August, Guinne and David-Campbell 
said later, they believed they had 
found the answer to why Christina 
was so ill-behaved. It didn’t explain 
why Christina had been acting out 
for so long and in so many different 
ways, but neither her mother nor her 
therapist acknowledged that in court. 
Instead, they moved quickly to a 
single explanation: Christina had 
been abused at Fran’s Day Care. 

On Aug. 15, 1991, Guinne picked 
Christina up from the Kellers’ at 
about 1:30pm, to take her to a 2pm 
session with David-Campbell. 
According to Guinne, she was driving on 
MoPac toward the therapist’s office when 
Christina volunteered that she didn’t like 
Danny. “I asked her why,” Guinne testified in 
November 1992. “She said that he hurt her - 
he had hurt her and pulled her panties down 
and spanked her and he pooed and peed on her 
head.” Guinne said she decided not to ask too 
many questions, “because I didn’t know how to 
handle that exactly and figured that we were 
going to counseling and that was the best place 
to handle all of whatever she had to say.” 

At the office, David-Campbell brought out a 
pair of anatomically correct dolls for Christina 

- so she could show the therapist and mother 


what it was that Danny had done. After Danny 
defecated on her head, she said, Fran washed it 
out “with blue shampoo.” Then, she said, 
Danny “had taken a writing pen and put it up 
her,” Guinne told the court. Christina then 
started pointing to the hole on the female doll 
that represents a vagina and “started showing 
us” where the pen had gone. “[W]e asked her, 
‘One time?’ And she said no,” Guinne said. “She 
started counting on her fingers, lots of times, 
started going, ‘One, two, three, four, five.’” 

That evening at home, Guinne said she 
heard Christina crying in the bathroom. She 
told her mother that it “hurts inside” when 
she urinated. Christina kept pointing to her 
vagina and contorting her labia to make her 
genitalia look like “a face.” She said that 
Danny had taught her that. Then Christina 
said that there was also “glue” stuck inside her 
- she said, “Danny took his pee-pee and put it 
in her hole and got glue all stuck inside and all 
over her, and it was yucky.” Guinne called the 
doctor and rushed Christina to Brackenridge. 

Dr. Michael Mouw was on duty in the Brack- 
enridge emergency room when Guinne arrived 
with her daughter just after 1 1pm. In five years 
of medical practice, Mouw had evaluated approx- 
imately 30 children who were suspected victims 
of sexual abuse, but he did not have specialized 
training in that area, he told jurors. Guinne told 
Mouw that in the previous weeks her daughter 
had been “crawling behind furniture and trying 
to insert toys into her vagina,” Mouw recalled in 
court. Guinne also told him that Christina had 
previously been abused. Mouw tested for semen 
but found nothing. He did, however, find that 
Christina’s genitalia were red and noted “what 
appeared to be lacerations to the hymen at three 
and nine o’clock,” he testified. 

Could the injuries be “of a traumatic origin?” 
Assistant District Attorney Bryan Case asked. 

“Yes,” he said, and could be “consistent” 
with an allegation of sexual abuse. 

Under defense questioning, Mouw testified 
that the injuries could also have been the 
result of Christina’s own actions. 



The Satanic 
Abuse Scare 

The sensational charges against Fran 
and Danny Keller and their home day 
care were not unique. By 1992, the year 
the Kellers were tried, about 100 child- 
care workers across the country had 
been charged with ritual sex abuse of 
children, and 20 day care workers had 
been convicted in similar cases. The 
most notorious concerned the McMartin 
Preschool in Manhattan Beach, Calif. There, more than 300 chil- 
dren would eventually make statements accusing their teachers 
not only of sexually violating them but also of subjecting them to 
bizarre, ritualistic abuse. Many of the allegations made by children 
in the McMartin case were curiously similar to those that would be 
made against the Kellers. In 1990, after a decade in the courts 
for what became the longest and most expensive criminal case in 
American history, the McMartin defendants were acquitted. 


But the public hysteria surrounding alleged day care abuse, 
exemplified and fed by the McMartin prosecution, was still very 
much in the cultural atmosphere. So was a widespread notion 
that a vast network of Satanists was intent on corrupting and 
sexually abusing children and that many of its practitioners could 
be found working in child care. (The cults avoided discovery and 
prosecution, some claimed, because law enforcement members 
were themselves part of the satanic network. In the Kellers’ 
case, one parent told Texas Monthly writer Gary Cartwright she 
suspected longtime District Attorney Ronnie Earle - in part 
because he lived near a goat farm.) 

Partly for this reason, the allegations made by the children 
against the Kellers were hardly tested at all. Apparently, the 
prosecutors and some of the police investigators believed at 
least some of the wildest allegations - specifically, that there 
was cult abuse at work. 

Satanic ritual abuse is a fictional pop-culture archetype - mostly 
in horror movies - but it was widely introduced to the public as a 
real, hidden conspiracy with the 1980 publication of the book 
Michelle Remembers. The co-authors, Canadian psychiatrist 
Lawrence Pazder and a longtime patient of his, Michelle Smith 


(whom Pazder later married), recount the therapy that led to her 
purportedly “remembering” that she had been abused in the 1950s 
by her mother and other members of a “satanic cult” in British 
Columbia. The book has since been exposed as a hoax by several 
researchers, but at the time, its revelations - including the notion 
that there was a widespread cult of Satanists torturing and sexually 
abusing children - caught public attention and fed the fears of par- 
ents who, with many women now in the workplace, were increasing- 
ly leaving their children in the care of others during the day. The 
notion of a powerful, underground cult of Satanists convinced many 
parents, therapists, and credulous prosecutors, leading to a series 
of satanic ritual abuse-related child-care cases, beginning with the 
notorious McMartin case. By the time of the allegations against the 
Kellers, the satanic ritual abuse script for child abuse was already 
well established and had not yet met much meaningful challenge. 

An excellent history of the satanic ritual abuse panic is Satan's 
Silence: Ritual Abuse and the Making of a Modem American Witch 
Hunt, by Debbie Nathan and Michael Snedeker (Basic Books, 336 
pp., 1995).

Bad Witnesses 

Roger Wade, now the affable spokesman 
for the Travis Co. Sheriff’s Office, was the 
department’s only child abuse investigator 
at the time. When he arrived at work on 
Aug. 16, 1991, there was a new case waiting 
for him: an allegation that Christina Chaviers 
had been sexually abused at Fran’s Day 
Care. Immediately, Wade thought of the 
McMartin Preschool case, a notorious day 
care abuse case in California that had 
dragged on for a decade - he did not want 
that to happen here. “My greatest fear was 
that it would turn into a long, drawn-out 
McMartin case. I didn’t want that to happen; 
I wanted to do it right,” he recently recalled. 
(See “The Satanic Abuse Scare,” left.) 

Wade set out to investigate. He visited 
Christina, her mother, and therapist David- 
Campbell that day and called in one of the 
TCSO’s video interviewers, Karen Knox, to 
sit down with Christina for a forensic inter- 
view - a 13-minute session that produced, 
at best, mixed results. Under Knox’s urg- 
ing, Christina, at one point, said that 
Danny had touched her with his penis, but 
several minutes later said that Danny had 
neither touched nor hurt her. (See “Children 
and Testimony,” p.26.)

Children and Testimony 

There is a growing body of psychological research reflecting 
that children can easily be led to make up stories, often with the 
help of inexperienced or credulous interviewers. Much of that 
research did not fully develop until the mid-Nineties, after the 
Kellers’ trial and conviction. “Until the 1980s, the common wis- 
dom among experienced professionals was that [children] were 
fairly suggestible and that you had to be careful in questioning 
them,” says James Wood, UT-EI Paso psychology professor and 
expert in children’s suggestibility. “That was clinical lore, basi- 
cally. There were a few studies ... but there was not a dense clin- 
ical literature on children’s suggestibility.” 

In the Eighties, Wood says, the field was bombarded by a 
“propaganda blitz” from the “Believe the Children” movement. 
The thinking was that “children don’t lie to get into trouble; they 
lie to get out of trouble,” he said. “And it mainly came from the 
social workers; that’s where it got started.” The lore became that 
children were too frightened to tell about abuse and that social 
workers - with little training in child development - needed to 
use “vigorous methods to get kids to talk.” For nearly a decade, 
he said, “you had these so-called experts, without a scientific 
basis, promoting ... crappy interviewing.” 

It was during the Believe the Children years that stories of ritual 
abuse at day care centers swept the country. By the time the Kellers 
were tried, 20 day care workers had been convicted of abusing chil- 
dren in their care - and nearly every case involved accusations simi- 
lar to those in the Keller case. In subsequent years, all but three 
have been released, most because their convictions were over- 
turned. Two of the three still incarcerated are Fran and Danny Keller. 

Some so-called experts explained the similarities among the alle- 
gations as evidence that there was indeed a vast network of cultists 
that had infiltrated the nation’s child-care system. Wood and other 
researchers believe the similarities have a far less fantastic origin: 
poor interviewing and therapy techniques undertaken by therapists 
who either believed or were caught up in the sensational concept of 
ritual abuse and allowed that to affect their interactions with chil- 
dren they were interviewing. In short, in many instances, the thera- 
pists were the actual sources of the stories the children told. 

There is a research-confirmed formula for eliciting false sto- 
ries from children, says Wood. First, the interviewer motivates 
the children to talk by offering either positive or negative feed- 


back and consequences and then “introduces information” that 
effectively suggests what they want to hear. 

“The McMartin [therapists] pioneered that,” said Wood. “They 
learned how to make kids make false statements.” Moreover, the 
number and type of allegations increase when children are repeat- 
edly interviewed - by law enforcement, therapists, and parents 
who are alarmed by the possibility that their children might have 
been molested. “They’re frightened, right?” says Wood. “You get 
the parents urgent enough, and they think [the child is] holding 
back, and they just keep prying and prying, and they won’t take no 
for an answer. And eventually, the little kid gives it to them.” 

That is exactly what Wood believes happened in the Keller 
case. Wood reviewed the videotaped interviews of Christina 
Chaviers and Brendan Nash conducted by the Travis County 
Sheriff’s Office and portions of trial testimony - including that of 
Christina’s mother, Suzanne Guinne, and therapist Donna David- 
Campbell. What he found, he said, was very disturbing - particu- 
larly the three recorded interviews with Christina. In those ses- 
sions, conducted in August 1991 at the Sheriff’s Office, Wood 
found a laundry list of the interviewing techniques that research- 
ers know increase the likelihood that a child will make false 
statements. “For a little girl it was ... highly suggestive and 
didn’t shed much light on whether she’d been abused,” Wood 
said. “It looks very much like they did not know how to avoid 
suggestive questioning. There is a huge amount of contamina- 
tion. That’s a huge cause for concern.” 

From the start of the very first interview with Christina, for 
example, TCSO examiner Karen Knox provides a negative “ste- 
reotype induction,” linking bad things happening at Fran’s Day 
Care to Danny and a penis. When Christina denies that Danny 
ever hurt her, Knox follows up by asking whether Danny had told 
her not to say that he’d touched her. Shortly thereafter, she asks 
Christina how many times Danny touched her with his penis. 
Wood says that this initial interview quickly diminishes the likeli- 
hood that police would ever receive an honest or accurate 
report. Instead of asking Christina questions designed to elicit 
her independent account of life at the day care, Knox introduces 
a narrative for Christina to follow. 

The pressure on Christina increases during the second inter- 
view, with Ester Vela, when Guinne tries to convince her daughter 



to talk. Christina is the “biggest girl,” her mother says, and she 
must help “save the other kids and protect them” because what 
“Fran and Danny did was very, very, very mean. And it hurts peo- 
ple. And you’re the only one that can keep people from getting 
hurt.” And when Christina finishes telling Vela her story, her 
mother says she can have some candy. “This is a very powerful 
motivator for children,” said Wood. “The scientific research 
shows that can lead to false statements: ‘There’s candy,’ and, 
‘You can help.’ These are two powerful motivators.” 

Finally, in her third interview with the Sheriff’s Office, a fidgety 
Christina is told by Knox that she needs to sit still, pay attention, 
and answer Knox’s questions; finally Knox even holds still Chris- 
tina’s hands and feet to induce her to cooperate and agree that 
Danny abused her. Knox’s physicality is one “major reason why 
these are terrible interviews,” said Wood. “Clearly the interview 
is a power relationship,” he concluded. “I can and will make you 
do what I want, and one thing I want you to do is make accusa- 
tions.” (Knox could not be reached for comment.) 

Moreover, Knox appears to ignore each of Christina’s respons- 
es denying that any abuse has occurred - and there are dozens 
of such negative responses throughout the three interviews. 

There are more subtle signs, which Knox ignores, like Christina’s 
several baffled “What’s this?” responses when she first sees 
pubic hair on the adult doll. “It’s called confirmation bias,” says 
Wood. “You are just trying to confirm what you already believe to 
be true, instead of objectively gathering information to determine 
if something is true. There is no hypothesis testing here.” - J.S. 


Wade called in a state child-care licensing 
investigator, and the pair went to visit Fran and 
Danny. They told them there had been an allega- 
tion of sexual abuse; the couple denied any 
wrongdoing. Moreover, Fran told Wade he 
should be wary of any allegations coming from 
Christina, because she was a troubled girl whom 
she’d caught in several small lies. Wade told 
Danny there was medical evidence that showed 
the girl had been molested. Danny again denied 
he’d done anything and “continued to say that 
he did not abuse any kids and that anyone who 
would should be shot and put out of their mis- 
ery,” Wade wrote in his report. Wade and the 
licensing investigator advised the Kellers that 
Danny should have no contact with the children 
while the investigation was ongoing. 

Five days later, Wade got a call from David- 
Campbell, who told him that during their 
session that day, Christina had picked up the 
anatomically correct dolls, undressed them, 
and then demonstrated how Danny had pen- 
etrated her with his penis. Moreover, David- 
Campbell said that Christina was now saying 
that Fran had performed oral sex on her and 
had forced her to perform the same on Fran. 


Christina’s story was “believable,” David- 
Campbell offered, “and she has no doubt that 
the sexual abuse took place,” Wade wrote in 
his report. The therapist also said that she had 
a new patient, Vijay Staelin, who was also a 
child in day care at the Kellers’ - if she 
thought the child had been abused at Fran’s, 
she told Wade, she’d be sure to call. 

Wade brought Christina back to the office 
for a second interview, this time to discuss the 
allegations regarding Fran. But Christina 
refused to talk with the interviewer, Ester Vela, 
who was filling in for Knox; Christina left the 
interview room several times, pretended to be 
asleep, and tried to convince Vela to let her 
watch TV Vela ended the interview, and Wade 
decided to reschedule the meeting after Knox 
returned from vacation. 

But Wade’s straightforward investigation 
soon began to go sideways. Vijay’s father, Earl 
Staelin, called to say his son was acting strange- 
ly - crawling around on the floor when he 
already knew how to walk, for example. And, he 
said, Vijay was coming home “exhausted after 
just a half day at Fran’s.” Indeed, Earl told the 
Chronicle that he and his wife began to suspect 


that Vijay was being drugged by the Kellers. His 
wife, Carol Staelin, “observed that he’d come 
[home] like he had been drugged, with rings 
around his eyes,” he recently recalled. 

As the investigation moved into the fall, 
allegations against the Kellers began to accu- 
mulate. Sandra Nash called to say that her 
5-year-old son, Brendan, told his therapist 
that there were “secrets at Fran and Danny’s 
house.” The day care was officially shut down 
in September, pending the outcome of the 
investigation, and Wade began getting regular 
phone calls from the parents of all three chil- 
dren, wanting to fill him in on allegations their 
children were making during therapy sessions 
and at home under questioning by their par- 
ents. In early October, Carol called to say that 
Vijay said “pee pee on hair” and that Danny 
did it; later, she said, Vqay told her that Danny 
had put a rope around all the kids’ necks and 
said he would “cut off [Vijay’s] head with a 
knife” if he told “any secrets.” Suzanne Guinne 
called to tell Wade that Christina said the 
Kellers had poked her legs with needles - 
Guinne also now thought the kids may have 
been drugged. Carol Staelin called again, say- 


ing that Vijay told her the Kellers had made 
him drink “pee” and eat “poo”; in a subse- 
quent call, she told Wade that Vijay reported 
that Danny had killed the Kellers’ dog. Wade 
assured her that he’d seen the dog when he 
was at the Kellers’ house and that he was 
“very much alive.” 

In mid-October, David-Campbell called to 
say that Vijay and Christina were now telling 
her similar stories about the Kellers abusing 
animals - stomping on cats, sticking them 
with pens, and putting them in bags and toss- 
ing them in a Dumpster. And, she said, she’d 
come to the conclusion that the children may 
have been victims of “ritual abuse” at the day 
care. Later, Wade said, the therapist said the 
abuse might have been “satanic.” 

The allegations against the couple, Wade said 
recently, kept coming, each more elaborate than 
the last. The children said the Kellers took the 
kids on plane rides, dug up bodies at a ceme- 
tery, made them drink Kool-Aid infused with 
blood, killed a baby, and tortured several small 
animals. The Kellers “had chopping knives, 
and they tied [Brendan’s] arm down and told 
him to lay with his arm out and to close his

eyes, and they made a big chop down with 
the knife,” Sandra Nash told the television 
show American Justice in 1993. “And they 
told him not to look, that Daniel Keller had 
chopped off his arm, [and] that they took out 
the bone and they put . . . Satan’s bone” in its 
place. (Sean and Sandra Nash did not respond 
to an interview request. Brendan Nash could 
not be reached.) 

All of these elaborate abuses, the children 
said, happened at the Kellers’ day care - a 
place where parents (and often neighbors) 
dropped by at all different times of the day. 
Wade was becoming increasingly skeptical. 
He began to question David-Campbell’s 
methods and expertise. “That was one of the 
things about this case. ... To me it appeared 
she was . . . someone 
unfamiliar with forensic 
interviewing,” Wade said 
recently. “I was continu- 
ally trying to figure out 
how the little girl would’ve 
come up with [these sto- 
ries]. As we got further 
into the case and I started 
talking to the therapist,” 

Wade began to suspect 
that some of the stories 
were coming from her. He 
continued, “You can ask 
a child a certain thing a 
certain way, and they’ll 
say, ‘yes.’ And you can ask a certain thing a 
different way, and they’ll say, ‘no.’” (David- 
Campbell did not respond to phone calls 
requesting an interview for this story.) 

Wade was also concerned that the chil- 
dren’s parents had (perhaps unwittingly) 
influenced their children by repeatedly ques- 
tioning them about what bad things hap- 
pened at day care. The investigation was 
beginning to look more and more like the 
McMartin fiasco. Indeed, many of the allega- 
tions by the children from Fran’s Day Care 
were eerily similar to those made by children 
in the McMartin case. In that case, a number 
of the children, now adults, have come for- 
ward to say that the allegations they made 
were not true. Notably, in a 2005 Los Angeles 
Times story, former McMartin child Kyle 
Zirpolo said that he’d made up stories after 


strenuous and repeated questioning by thera- 
pists and parents who simply wouldn’t accept 
his early assurances that no abuse had taken 
place. “It was an ordeal,” he told journalist 
Debbie Nathan. “I remember thinking to 
myself, ‘I’m not going to get out of here 
unless I tell them what they want to hear.’” 
Wade said dealing with the parents 
involved in the Keller case was frustrating. To 
an adult, for example, Christina’s allegation 
that Danny had put “glue” into her might 
sound damning, but Wade wondered where 
she might have come up with that language. 
He asked Christina’s mother. Actually, 
Guinne told him, Christina “had been play- 
ing with glue at the house” that night before 
telling her mother “that Danny put glue 
inside of her,” Wade 
wrote in his report. 
“Suzanne said she 
thought that [Christina] 
just put the two togeth- 
er.” But Guinne insisted 
she never told Christina 
to “say anything” and 
had “no reason to ‘get’” 
the Kellers. 

When other parents 
began calling him, 
Wade asked Guinne 
whether she’d had any 
contact with anyone 
from the day care since 
reporting the alleged abuse. Guinne told him 
she’d “purposely” stayed away from the 
other children but that she had called the 
parents to tell them about the allegations of 
abuse and that they might not want to take 
their kids there. During October 1991, Wade 
admonished her on at least two occasions 
not to contact the other parents - whether 
she heeded his advice is unclear. “It was 
rather frustrating when you have parents that 
are connected to each other ... that really 
want to get together and compare notes, but 
I tried to discourage that because it made 
them bad witnesses,” said Wade. “I was get- 
ting frustrated with the whole case. And the 
longer it went on, the more embellishments 
were coming from the kids. Part of the prob- 
lem was that . . . the kids were going to the

same counselor.” The other problem, he felt 
sure, was that the parents were urging their 
kids to reveal more details - and as it was with 
McMartin, Wade feels certain that was the 
origin of many of the allegations. Many years 
later, Wade believes that some abuse had 
taken place - but that the wild tales made it 
impossible to determine the nature or extent 
of any actual abuse. “Overzealous parents and 
therapists who wanted more information,” he 
said. “I think [they were pushing the kids] try- 
ing to get them to talk, and the kids were 
expanding on things to get them to be quiet.” 

Graveyard Rituals 

That’s not how prosecutors Case and Ship- 
way saw things. “I think kids are pretty easily 
intimidated, and they don’t always understand 
what is going on,” said Shipway. While some of 
the allegations might sound wild, she and Case 
believe they were actually the result of con- 
scious actions by the Kellers that were designed 
to scare the kids. For example, said Shipway, 
one of the allegations Christina made was that 
the Kellers had threatened to throw her to the 
sharks. “Well, we didn’t know where that came 
from” until the end of the trial, when a witness 
mentioned that the Kellers had small blow-up 
sharks in the backyard pool. “So you could see 
how somebody says, ‘You [tell], and we’re 
going to throw you in with the sharks,”’ she 
said. “Because she’s real young.” Case agrees: 
“That’s pretty common. And sometimes the 
threats are strange. ... That wouldn’t make 
sense to an adult, because an adult would say, 
well, a person could never do that,” he said. 
“But nevertheless, that could intimidate a 
child.” Overall, the prosecutors say, the chil- 
dren’s allegations were believable. 

Wade still wasn’t convinced, but then the 
case shifted in yet a different direction. 
According to Christina, the Kellers had help 
abusing the children from a dark-haired woman 
and a man that looked like Kenny Rogers. As it 
turns out, Danny Keller was a longtime friend 
of Precinct 3 Deputy Constable Janise White, 
and it wasn’t long before White and her part- 
ner, Raul Quintero, were in the investigative 
spotlight. Wade, who was close to White, 
didn’t feel that he could go any further with the 
case, which is what he told Rosemary Lehmberg, 
then head of the D.A.’s child abuse division 
and recently elected Travis Co. D.A. “We all sat 
down, and I said, ‘I’ve gone as far as I want to 
go, as far as I can go,”’ Wade said. 

As a result, to avoid potential conflicts, the 
case was moved to the Austin Police 
Department, where then-Sgt. Larry Oliver was 
one of two officers who took up the investiga- 
tion. Oliver’s job was to get to know the kids 
and their families. “I’m dealing with the kids,” 
he said, “not ... the bad guys.” The families 
were suspicious of him at first, he recalled, 
because they didn’t think the Sheriff’s Office 
had taken their stories seriously. 

Oliver did. “My job was to establish trust so 
that I could interview the kids.” He met with 
Christina and her mother at the Oak Hill 
McDonald’s and went on drives in the area, 
during which the little girl would point out 


places she said she’d been taken by the 
Kellers. “We heard from the kids that they’d 
dug up a body at the cemetery,” Oliver 
recalled. So he took Christina to a small pri- 
vate cemetery just down the road from the 
Kellers’ home. To Oliver it seemed clear that 
Christina had been there before - moreover, 
he said, there was at least one grave site there 
that “looked like” it had been disturbed. “I 
walked around with a video camera; she 
walked around and said, ‘Yes, we’d been here, 
and we did this,”’ he said. At the Kellers’ trial, 
police witnesses revealed that they’d even had 
a Department of Public Safety helicopter fly 
over the cemetery with an infrared camera, 
looking for a heat signature that would con- 
firm that a grave had been disturbed. Case 
told American Justice that he too had seen 
disturbed graves at the cemetery - including 
one from 1970 that had fresh dirt on it. 

Asked recently about this history, a ceme- 
tery representative told the Chronicle that the 
police had indeed been to the site asking 
questions, and they were told that there was a 
simple explanation for the grave that looked 
disturbed: A man had been buried there with- 
out a concrete vault, and his coffin kept sink- 
ing, so the man’s son often added dirt to the 
site. “It was a continuous thing,” the cemetery 
representative said. “There was nothing going 
on there.” Although the police supposedly had 
this information, Danny Keller’s defense attor- 
ney Dain Whitworth said it was not disclosed 
to the defense. “We never got it,” he said. 
Knowing that information, Whitworth added, 
would have helped the defense counter the 
sensational testimony, suggested the chil- 
dren’s accusations were unreliable, or even 
prevented the state from introducing that 
entire line of testimony. 

Case said that Shipway recently reviewed 
the APD reports and found no mention of 
anyone from the cemetery telling police about 
a reason that fresh dirt would be used on the 
grave. She asked APD’s Oliver if he had any 
independent recollection of that exchange, 
Case wrote, but Oliver said that “no one told 
him that anyone had been pouring earth on 
any of the graves as maintenance.” In fact, 
while Oliver did record details of visiting the 
cemetery in his report, there’s no indication 
there that anyone from the department ever 
sought out the cemetery owners to inquire 
about the possibility that graves had been 
disturbed. That entire line of investigation, it 
seems, was ignored. 

The state’s case against the Kellers was 
strong enough to secure indictments against 
the couple and, eventually, against deputy 
constables White and Quintero, thanks in 
large part to a “confession” provided to Texas 
Rangers by White’s ex-husband, Doug Perry. 
White was a good friend of Danny Keller’s, 
and after she and Perry married, the two cou- 
ples socialized regularly. Nearly a year after the 
investigation began, Texas Rangers questioned 
Perry at the DPS offices. After four hours of 
questioning, he signed a confession, saying he 
had participated in a “beer and sex party” (as 
it was described in news reports) with the 


Kellers, White, and Quintero, where the adults 
took turns abusing Christina and Brendan, 
whom Perry identified only after the Rangers 
showed him video of the two children. White 
supposedly took pictures of the incident, 
which Perry said he’d seen. 

Within weeks, however, Perry recanted, say- 
ing that the Rangers had coerced him into 
making the statement. He said they had told 
Perry there were several witnesses who said he 
had been at the day care. “At this time I started 
giving them the first statement,” Perry wrote 
in an August 1992 affidavit. “I was scared 
because the officers were not believing me so 
I started making up a story. I basically started 
telling them what I thought they wanted to 
hear.” Notably, the Rangers made no audio or 
video recording of Perry’s interview. His con- 
fession was graphic but not particularly com- 
pelling in detail. What details there were, 
Perry said, were gleaned from information 
contained in a TCSO report that White had 
brought home. (White later denied ever read- 
ing the report.) 

The prosecutors did not - and do not - 
believe Perry’s recantation. “I don’t think we 
put too much stock in the recantation,” said 
Case, in part because it is not uncommon for 
suspects to recant - particularly in universally 
unsavory child sex-abuse cases. But it is also 
not uncommon for innocent people to confess 
to notorious crimes - it’s one of the reasons 
investigators withhold significant details that 
only the actual offender would know. 

Wade does not believe Perry’s confession at 
all. “I never understood why he would con- 
fess, when, obviously, he didn’t have any 
involvement and none of that happened,” he 
said. “It came out afterward that [White and 
Quintero] had nothing to do with it.” After the 
Kellers were convicted, the D.A.’s office 
dropped the charges against White and 
Quintero. Perry was never tried but pled guilty 
and was sentenced to 10 years probation. He’s 
now in prison for failing to keep current his 
sex offender registration. 


The Keller prosecutors dismiss Perry’s asser- 
tion that he’d repeated details from the TCSO 
report, but Wade believes that was precisely 
the source of Perry’s information. Wade said a 
number of TCSO employees were logging on 
to the department computers to read Wade’s 
reports, and he was alerted by a clerk that 
White, a former deputy, was among them. It 
got so bad, he said, that for a while he stopped 
entering any information into the computer. 

Attorney Joe Turner, who represented Quin- 
tero, said that Perry’s confession was not at all 
believable and that it calls into question the 
case against the Kellers. If the case was so 
strong without Perry’s confession and if the 
state was sure about the stories the children 
were telling them, why were the charges 
against his client dropped? “If [Christina] is 
not believed on my case, how is [she] believ- 
able in a case that ends up with people serving 
time in prison?” he asks. “Anybody looking at 
it would have to question” that. (In a letter to 
the Chronicle, Perry insisted that his confes- 
sion was coerced. “I wish that I could change 
everything, but I can’t,” he wrote. “I’m only 
hoping that the Kellers will find it in their 
hearts to forgive me.”) 

Although Perry had recanted, Shipway and 
Case successfully argued to District Judge 
William Flowers that he should be compelled 
to testify - and when he said on the stand that 
he had not abused the children and that the 
Kellers did not either, they were able to intro- 
duce his confession as a means of impeaching 
his testimony. Defense attorney Whitworth 
argued that it was improper for the state to call 
a witness only to impeach him. Flowers allowed 
the questionable testimony to go forward but 
approved a jury charge instructing jurors not to 
give evidentiary weight to any impeachment 
testimony affecting a witness’ credibility. 

The damage, however, had been done, said 
Whitworth. One juror, a University of Texas 
professor who spoke to the Chronicle but asked 
not to be identified by name, was convinced 
during the trial that the Kellers were being 
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subjected to a witch hunt, as part of the 
national wave of sensational day care abuse 
cases. That was until Perry took the stand. A 
final holdout, the juror recalls ultimately 
voting for conviction because of Perry’s 
introduced confession - once it was out 
there, how could the jury be expected to 
ignore it? Still, the juror had serious qualms 
about the evidence - and after the verdict 
was read, fled to the bathroom and wept. 

Satan’s Arm Bone 

Prosecutor Case insists that the state did 
not rely solely on Perry’s confession for its 
conviction. What “cinched” the case, Case 
said recently, was the testimony of Brendan 
Nash. Brendan spoke to jurors via closed- 
circuit TV and was very vocal about all the 
things he said happened at “hate care.” He 
said he’d seen Fran and Danny abuse 
Christina and that the couple had taken the 
kids to a “graveyard and dug up this body.” 
They made Christina carry all the bones 
that they dug up, he said. 

Yet Brendan’s testimony at trial departed 
strikingly from what he told TCSO inter- 
viewer Ester Vela during his first interview 
in 1991. There, Brendan said that he did 
know that there were some things that 
Danny did that were wrong - he took out a 
chain saw to cut down trees in the back 
yard; he allowed Brendan to ride on the 
lawn mower; he had two guns in the house, 
a pistol and a shotgun; and he let Brendan 
ride in the pickup truck to get hay for the 
horse, Fancy Dancer. When Vela asked if 
Brendan knew about Christina getting hurt, 
he said he knew she had and said that 
“Danny could’ve been the one that did it.” 
But he said he liked the day care and that 
no one had ever touched him improperly. 
When Vela asked if he had any secrets 
about day care, he said no. “Are you telling 
me what really happened over at Fran and 
Danny’s house?” Vela asked. 

“Yes,” he said. 

It’s not surprising that Brendan did not 
make any allegations during his first forensic 
interview, insists Case, because it is not 
“unusual” for kids not to open up about 
abuse the first time around. “It would take a 
long time, because a child of those years 
might be very uncomfortable and uneasy with 
it.” Case said that it wasn’t until right before 
the start of the trial that Brendan finally 
acknowledged what happened at day care, 
and in fact, Case said that he was the one to 
whom Brendan opened up, during an inter- 
view in his office on a Sunday afternoon. 

Case did not record that interview. 
“Frankly, it never crossed my mind to 
record him,” he said - but, in retrospect, 
he said he wished he had done so, “because 
your hair would stand up too if you heard” 
what Brendan had to say. Case said that 
Brendan said the Kellers had performed a 
ritual on him in which they said they 
replaced his arm with the arm bone of 
Satan. When asked at trial why he didn’t 
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tell Vela what had happened with Christina, 
Brendan said that was “because Fran and 
Danny ... gave us these drugs that won’t 
make us remember . . . very long. ” He knew 
he’d been drugged, he said, because “God 
told me.” 

Defense attorney Whitworth cross-exam- 
ined Brendan. “How many times have your 
mommy and daddy talked to you about all of 
this?” he asked Brendan. “Well, I have to 
count that one,” he said. Brendan said that in 
addition to talking with the prosecutors, 
police, and a therapist, he’d talked with his 
parents 21 times about the Kellers’ day care. 

Case says he tried to determine whether 
anyone had been suggesting things to Brendan, 
but the child’s mother, Sandra Nash, insisted 
she had not. “I mean, you know, could people 
be pulling the wool over our eyes?” Case 
asked. “They could, yeah, theoretically.” 
Ultimately, he does not believe that a child 
would make these things up. That belief was 
shared by APD’s investigator Larry Oliver and, 
especially, therapist David-Campbell, who told 
jurors that children sim- 
ply don’t create stories 
out of whole cloth. “With 
a child . . . they don’t have 
the cognitive, the mental 
abilities to make up sto- 
ries unless they have seen 
something or if a story 
has been read to them,” 

David-Campbell said. 

In fact, there is a grow- 
ing body of psychological 
research reflecting that, 
essentially, the opposite is 
true - that children can 
easily be led to make up 
stories and even come to 
believe those stories - 
often with the help of 
inexperienced or credu- 
lous interviewers. Moreover, experts on the 
forensic interviewing of children say that the 
recorded Keller case interviews are prime 
examples of poor technique and manufac- 
tured testimony - effectively useless as evi- 
dence. (See “Children and Testimony,” p.26.) 

‘Your Case is incredible’ 

Veteran Austin social worker Vivian Lewis, 
who began her career as a teacher and Child 
Protective Services caseworker (and, eventually, 
a child interviewer for the Austin Police Depart- 
ment), says she was first shown the interview 
tapes from the Keller case by prosecutors. Now, 
she says, she actually uses them in seminars 
across the country (notably, with Department 
of Defense child abuse investigators), as exam- 
ples of how not to interview children. The 
interviews are rife with “pressure, leading ques- 
tions, promises of rewards: ‘Tell me what 
Danny did’ - really leading questions for a child 
that age,” she said. “I don’t know about you, 
but if you’ve got a surprise for me, I’ll tell you 
whatever you want to know.” 

In fact, Lewis says that after the allegations 
of abuse at Fran’s Day Care broke, a number 


of parents of children who’d taken their kids 
to the Kellers’ brought their children to Lewis. 
“I did extensive interviewing. I feel strongly 
[that] I did not interview any child who had 
any [signs of being] abused in their care,” she 
said. “So it was very peculiar to me. I probably 
interviewed eight or nine of those kids, male 
and female. The parents brought them to me 
just frantic,” she continued. “There was just 
nothing that I could get out of them.” 

The fact that the children Lewis indepen- 
dently interviewed showed no signs of abuse 
piqued her interest about what Christina and 
Brendan had told prosecutors, so she asked to 
see the tapes. What she saw intensified her 
concern that the D.A.’s case was without 
merit, which is exactly what she told Case, she 
said recently. “I said, ‘Your case is incredible.’ 
He said, ‘That means it’s not true.’ I said, 
‘That’s why I used that word.’” She said she 
explained the problems she found on the 
tapes, but her concerns were ignored by the 
D.A.’s office, so Lewis sought out the Kellers’ 
defenders. “I left a message for the defense 
attorney, that I was very 
concerned about the vid- 
eotapes. I never heard 
back.” Whitworth says 
now he was not aware of 
Lewis’ involvement, and 
Case did not respond to 
additional questions 
regarding Lewis’ account. 
But in a recent interview, 
prosecutors said they were 
only aware of one parent 
- a friend of the Kellers, 
they said - who came for- 
ward saying that she did 
not believe her children 
had been abused and that 
the Kellers were innocent. 

Yet at least one other 
parent, Teresa Chambers, 
who had two children in day care at the 
Kellers’ home, told the Chronicle she also 
found no signs that her children had been 
abused. Chambers interviewed Fran Keller 
before deciding to enroll her kids there; she 
was cautious because her older son had pre- 
viously been physically abused in day care 
and sustained a serious head injury. She met 
with Fran and toured the house before decid- 
ing to leave her children there. When the 
allegations of abuse broke, Chambers said 
she was contacted by investigators who told 
her that there was video evidence of abuse. “I 
want[ed] to know if my children are on those 
videotapes. I wanted to know what [police] 
had, specifically,” she recalled. The investiga- 
tor, whose name she could not remember, 
“said, ‘Just assume that all the children at 
that day care were abused.’ This is verbatim; 
I remember it as if it were yesterday.” She 
looked for signs, but never found any. 

And police never found any photos or vid- 
eotape evidence of any abuse. 

Prosecutors Case and Shipway say they 
reviewed the children’s interviews, keeping an 
eye out for any bias from the interviewers or 
problems with suggestive questioning. They 


said they found none. “I think they were con- 
ducted well,” said Shipway. “The important 
thing was that it was on video. So if it was 
leading questions or something was improper, 
the defense could see that and bring it to the 
jury.” But if the accusations made on the tapes 
are the result of flawed interviewing tech- 
niques, it becomes difficult, if not impossible, 
to determine whether Christina (or other chil- 
dren) was actually abused, says James Wood, 
a psychology professor at the University of 
Texas at El Paso and a nationally recognized 
expert in children’s suggestibility and child 
interviewing. In other words, it raises ques- 
tions about whether a crime ever happened. 

Sheriff’s investigator Wade says he felt that 
the parents and therapists were complicit in 
eliciting the more fantastical allegations from 
the children - allegations he did not believe. 
And those just got in the way of the basic, first 
abuse allegation that Christina made, the one 
for which the state had its single piece of 
physical evidence - Dr. Mouw’s report that 
Christina might have been sexually abused. 
That convinced Wade that Christina had been 
abused at the day care. “I truly believe there 
was some abuse, and I believe Fran and Danny 
did it,” he said. “Had we not had the physical 
evidence, it wouldn’t be as good a case 
because there would have been . . . doubt.” 

Doubtful Diagnosis 

But was there really any physical evidence 
of abuse? 

Contacted for this story, Dr. Michael Mouw, 
who examined Christina at Brackenridge 
Hospital on Aug. 15, 1991, now says he’s not 
so sure that what he saw during his genital 
examination was, in fact, abuse. “I’ll be straight- 
up honest with you, I could’ve been wrong 
about [this],” he said. “At the time, in good 
faith, I saw something [I thought] was abnor- 
mal” about Christina’s hymen. “However, in 
retrospect, knowing what I know now, [hav- 
ing] seen more detailed photos” of normal 
hymens and “knowing how to do exams” with 
newer, more precise medical equipment, 
Mouw said he isn’t at all sure he would come 


to the same conclusion. He said he remem- 
bers sitting in a presentation several years after 
the Keller case where he was learning about 
advancements in the understanding of what 
“normal” genitalia look like “and thinking 
back to this case,” he said. Mouw said he 
remembered being shown pictures of “normal 
variants” on the appearance of hymens, “and 
I remember seeing a picture that kind of 
reminded me of that case, and I said, ‘Huh.’ I 
hadn’t seen it before, but it was described in 
that talk as being normal,” he said. “I think 
that if I had that case now, I’d probably 
decline to [do the exam and would] send it to 
an expert. And I would decline to testify.” 
Mouw said he had been unaware, but is 
concerned, that his was the only piece of 
physical evidence prosecutors had to back up 
the allegation that Christina had been abused. 
In part, he said, his conclusion might have 
been influenced by the guilt bias that tends to 
prevail in the emergency room: “In the ER it is 
always guilty until proven innocent. I’m seri- 
ous. My attitude has evolved away from that,” 
he said. “And I’m always interested in protect- 
ing children, but I think there is a lot of rush 
to judgment.” Although Mouw said that he 
saw something that night that was not “nor- 
mal to me,” he might have been wrong. “This 
is my long way of saying that I wouldn’t touch 
that [case] with a 10-foot pole now.” 

Without the physical evidence provided by 
Mouw, the state’s case against the Kellers 
would have been seriously weakened. Defense 
attorney Whitworth thought the fantastic alle- 
gations of the children - graveyard rituals, 
airplane flights to Mexico that could not have 
occurred, physically impossible actions - 
would undercut their believability. It didn’t 
work that way in court. 

Instead, prosecutors called to the stand a 
clinical psychologist and controversial “expert” 
in satanic ritual abuse. On the stand, psycholo- 
gist and self-described satanic ritual abuse 
expert James Noblitt said that he had reviewed 
David-Campbell’s files on Christina as well as 
the video interviews of the children and found 
no evidence that anyone was influencing them 
to make the allegations. Because of the level of

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detail in her allegations, Noblitt testified, “I 
don’t think it is likely that [Christina] got 
these ideas from any external source.” He 
testified about the “death and rebirth themes” 
in cult rituals and, without objection from the 
defense, laid out his version of the infamous 
Salem witch trials and described how this 
case was definitely different than those. In 
that situation, “little girls” were describing 
“fantasy events” that didn’t happen. Here, 
the children have described real events. “This 
is no witch hunt,” he said. 

Professor Wood was stunned that Noblitt’s 
testimony was allowed into evidence: “Austin, 
you know, has a reputation for being pro- 
gressive and an intellectually enlightened 
city. So it is really shocking to learn that a 
D.A. there put an expert on the stand to 
testify to the reality of ‘witchcraft’ - satanic 
ritual abuse - and that a judge allowed it into 
evidence. ... I’ve never seen that on any 
other case I’ve been on.” 


For example, in August 1993, nine months 
after the Kellers were convicted, Brendan 
Nash’s parents, Sean and Sandra, filed civil 
suits against a laundry list of defendants they 
claimed were responsible for their children 
being abused at Fran’s Day Care, seeking a 
total of $12.5 million in compensation. In 
addition to suing Fran and Danny Keller, 
Raul Quintero, Janise White, and Doug Perry 
- in hopes of getting a judgment against their 
homeowners insurance policies - the Nashes’ 
suit cited a host of other defendants, includ- 
ing the Kellers’ landlord, Julia Dietz, and 
others in the neighborhood: Hillside Bar 
owner Marilyn Cobb, the Oak Hill Gymnastics 
Academy, and a man named John Trigg. 
According to the civil suit records, Brendan 
(and, likely Christina) had told police these 
additional people had also abused them. The 
Nashes claimed rituals were held on Dietz’s 
property that “left physical evidence, such as 
places where fires had been, holes in the 
ground, animal bones, and dismembered 
children’s toys,” and Dietz knew, or should 
have known, the Nash boy and his infant 
sister were abused there. They alleged fur- 
ther that the children were taken to the Oak 
Hill Gymnastics Academy and to the Hillside 
Bar and were abused there and, finally, that 
they were taken to another private residence, 
where a man named John Trigg lived, where 
the children were “filmed while being abused 
at this property.” 

Although these broader allegations by the 
children are summarized in the APD investi- 
gative report, the Kellers and their attorneys 
only learned of these additional defendants 
after the trial and conviction, when the civil 
suits were filed. Indeed, responding to the 
allegations in the Nash suit, Trigg noted that 
he had been identified as a suspect during 
the original police investigation. According 
to the APD report, on a drive around the 
neighborhood with 
police, Brendan had 
pointed out the home 
Trigg had been living in 
as a place where he had 
been abused - “bad 
things” had happened 
there, he said. According 
to Brendan, Danny had 
taken the children there 
and abused them; films 
had been made, and the 
house had been modified 
in some way to “facilitate 
making these films,” 
Trigg’s attorney wrote in a court document. 
The court files also reflect that Trigg’s possi- 
ble involvement was investigated by police, 
and Trigg was ultimately cleared as not hav- 
ing been involved. 

Trigg “didn’t know these people; he didn’t 
have a relationship with any of them,” said 
Ginny Agnew, Trigg’s attorney. “But because of 
the frenzy of the moment, when the child 
[pointed out the house Trigg was renting] and 
said something untoward had happened in his

Withheld Information 

The defense was hamstrung at trial and 
incapable at times of countering such testi- 
mony, in part because of their restricted 
access to critical evidence - such as David- 
Campbell’s reports, the children’s videos, the 
police reports, and Dr. Mouw’s medical 
report. For example, while the state had the 
luxury of giving to Noblitt all of the docu- 
ments related to the case before he testified, 
the defense had no access to any of those 
documents until the trial, which meant its 
expert, psychologist George Parker, had few 
specifics to offer the jury about his assess- 
ment of the case. Moreover, the defense was 
not given documents - such as David- 
Campbell’s therapy notes - until it came 
time for them to cross-examine the state’s 
witnesses, which often made their examina- 
tions of the witnesses seem choppy at best 
and inevitably incomplete. 

Whitworth said recently 
that he was frustrated by 
the way the D.A.’s office 
made information avail- 
able to the defense. “They 
handled it differently than 
other cases,” he said. “On 
other cases, they always 
had an open file policy. 

Here, they’d read parts of 
the file [to the defense], 
but we never knew what 
they were referring to - 
you never knew what they 
were reading from” or how it fit into the big- 
ger picture. “They’d read us parts of the 
reports, but they wouldn’t give us any of the 
stuff until it was our turn to cross [-examine 
witnesses].” As a result, he said, the whole 
trial was “what’s going to happen next?” 

It also appears there was a good deal of 
information that Whitworth and co -counsel 
Lewis Jones simply did not have any access 
to during trial or thereafter - information 
that could have cast further doubt on the 
children’s stories.

Newt Gingrich speaks of President Barack 
Obama’s “European socialism transplanted 
to Washington” ( The New York Times, Feb. 28, 
p.15). Republican Sen. Jim DeMint of South 
Carolina calls Obama “the world’s best sales- 
man of socialism,” and presidential hopeful 
Mike Huckabee says of Obama’s policies that 
“Lenin and Stalin would love this stuff” ( The 
New York Times, March 1, p.WKl). House 
Minority Leader John Boehner of Ohio, 
preening for the 2012 GOP nomination, calls 
the stimulus a “down payment on a new 
American socialism” (Associated Press online, 
Feb. 28). And the ever more bombastic Lou 
Dobbs, plugging his broadcast on CNN’s The 
Situation Room (March 17), warns, “Liberal 
reporters, left-wing writers, and socialist aca- 
demics - they’re on the loose!” 

Well, something sure feels loose. Even the 
flux is in flux. 

Boehner: “I told my colleagues ... [t] hey 
ought to get the idea out of their minds that 
they are legislators. But what they can be is 
communicators” ( The New York Times, March 
14, p.19). In this emergency, the 
Republican Party’s congressional 
stance is: Contribute nothing. 

And reject everything. Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry recently “reject- 
ed $555 million in federal stim- 
ulus money that would expand 
state unemployment benefits. 

. . . Perry’s decision comes despite 
warnings from Texas Workforce 
Commission Chairman Tom Pauken 
that the state’s unemployment compensation 
trust fund could be operating at a deficit by 
October” (Associated Press online, March 
12). Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jindal is doing 
the same, though his state “ranks fourth 
in children living below the poverty line” 

(' The New York Times, March 11, p.WKl 0). 
South Carolina has the second highest job- 
less rate in the country at 10.4% (Associated 
Press online, March 11), but GOP Gov. Mark 
Sanford is rejecting elements of the stimulus 
and was against its passage, though it “would 
bring South Carolina an estimated $2 billion-3 
billion” ( The Economist, Feb. 14, p.38). 

Are these Republicans “irrelevant, clown- 
ish and childish,” as Frank Rich writes (The 
New York Times, Feb. 1, p.WK9)? Perhaps. Are 
they crazy? Maybe. Scared stiff? Absolutely. 
Rich, in the same article, quotes a Gallup 
poll showing “only five states (with 20 total 
electoral votes) now lean red in party affilia- 
tion.” But Republican politicians who agree 
with Rush Limbaugh’s “I hope he fails” 
verdict on Obama may be doing so out of 
cynical calculation. 

As has been widely documented, white 
male workers are the core voters of the 


Republican Party. In this crisis, “men are 
experiencing 82 percent of the recession’s 
job losses” (Slate.com, quoted in The Week, 
March 6, p.14). That’s a staggering num- 
ber. Its political significance is equally large. 
The people hurt worst in this crisis are the 
Republicans’ core constituency. These are 
also the people who will be helped most and 
fastest by Obama’s stimulus. If Republican 
men substantially benefit from the policies of 
a Democratic administration, many will vote 
accordingly. Right-wing Republican politi- 
cians are doomed if they allow Obama to help 
their own constituency, so they’re acting to 
harm their own people - because, paradoxi- 
cally, that’s their only chance to stay in power. 
Refuse to legislate. Reject stimuli. To retain 
what clout they have, they do all in their 
power to ensure that their own constituency 
continues to suffer. 

It may seem like political suicide now, but 
it won’t if Obama fails. Should his stimulus 
not work, Republicans can say, “We told you 
so.” Then they’ll be the party many turn 
to in the elections of 2010 and 2012. 
(A Leninist tactic if ever there 
were one.) 

Not that this is unheard 
of for a political party. But 
our economic crisis makes it 
far more stark, and this time 
people seem to be catching 
on. “About three-quarters [in a 
recent New York Times /CBS News 
poll], including 6 in 10 Republicans, 
said Mr. Obama had been trying to work with 
Republicans. But only 3 in 10 Americans 
said Republicans were doing the same. ... 
[Sixty-three] percent . . . said Republicans 
opposed the [stimulus] for political reasons, 
not policy ones. ... [Obama’s] job approval 
rating of 63 percent includes 88 percent 
of Democrats and 44 percent of Republicans 
[my italics]” ( The New York Times, Feb. 24, 
p.l). In an NBC/WaH Street Journal poll, 
“Republicans trailed by more than a 30-point 
margin on the question of which party is best 
positioned to end the recession” (Associated 
Press online, March 8). 

The other stalwart GOP voting block 
has been evangelicals. Obama won 24% 
of the white evangelical vote in November 
(The New York Times, Nov. 7, 2008, p.24). 
Combine that with surveys showing that 
American religiosity is in decline, and you 
see more trouble for the GOP A recent poll 
“found that most faiths have lost ground 
since 1990 and that the fastest growing reli- 
gious choice is ‘None,’ up from 8 percent 
to 15 percent (which makes it larger than 
all denominations except Roman Catholics 
and Baptists)” (The New York Times, March 
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15, p.WKl 2). That article reported “twice as 
many Americans have a ‘great deal’ of confi- 
dence in the scientific community as do in 
organized religion.” 

Which may be why there was little brouha- 
ha when Obama reversed Republican policies 
on stem-cell research and abortion - though 
that may also be the fruit of Obama’s strategy 
of confronting all the big issues at the same 
time. Deer-in- the-headlights Republicans have 
so many things to yell about, it’s hard to 
prioritize. They’re reduced to ranting about 
socialists and sounding not quite sane. 

Politically, Obama’s strategy is Republican 
obliteration. “According to an analysis by 
the Congressional Budget Office, more than 
74 percent of the [stimulus] money will be 
spent within the next 18 months” (The New 
York Times, Feb. 14, p.15). “The boost to 
demand is backloaded to 2010 and beyond” 
(The Economist, Feb. 14, p.13). In other 
words, the stimulus plan is designed to be 
in full swing in time for midterm elections 
in 2010. Whether this will ultimately be 
good economics is questionable for reasons 
I’ve not space to go into, but it certainly is 
good politics. 

Obama’s strategy seems to be working 
“on the ground,” as they say. Chattanooga, 
Tenn., is just across the border from Georgia 
and maybe 30 minutes west and a hop 
north of Alabama. The Chattanooga Times 
Free Press is the area’s sole daily newspaper. 
Something’s going on when a publication 
so situated prints this political cartoon, by 


Clay Bennett: a presidential election poster 
on a brick wall, featuring a smiling Rush 
Limbaugh dressed in a suit, a “Rush” button 
on his lapel. On the poster, in large caps: 
“HOPE” - and beneath that now-loaded 
word, in smaller caps, “For Failure” (reprint- 
ed in The New York Times, March 8, p.WK2). 
Hope for Failure. 

Satirizing Rush Limbaugh on cable and 
late-night talk shows is to be expected. When 
Limbaugh is fair game in Chattanooga, change 
is afoot. 

After the mad Republican excesses of these 
last eight years, there’s something deliciously 
satisfying about all this. But don’t get carried 
away. We may come to regret that there are so 
few intelligent, classically conservative voices 
making themselves heard - voices to ques- 
tion how the Constitution applies to these 
new economic structures and proposals. If 
Obama’s plans come to fruition, government 
will have unprecedented influence in housing, 
banking, insurance, health, and even employ- 
ment. It’s not socialism, nor capitalism, either, 
but it does give the government far more 
power in many more avenues of daily life - 
and you never know who’ll be running gov- 
ernment in several years’ time or how they’ll 
use that power. 

Given the present global collapse of capital- 
ism, there are cogent arguments to be made 
that this new governmental economics is nec- 
essary for our well-being, even for our survival. 
Still. Just because it’s necessary doesn’t mean 
it’s good. ■

house,” he got dragged into the case. Agnew 
says the police investigated and cleared Trigg 
before the Kellers ever went to trial. That infor- 
mation should have been in the police report, 
and prosecutors certainly should have given it 
to Whitworth. But it never was, Whitworth said, 
and it could’ve been extremely valuable for the 
defense to know that the children had fingered 
other suspects who were cleared by police of 
being involved in any abuse. “They knew stuff 
they did not provide to us,” Whitworth says. 

Additional information was uncovered by 
former Precinct 3 Constable Drew McAngus, 
who in 1992 worked for the Kellers’ defense 
counsel as a private investigator. After the civil 
case was filed, he signed an affidavit saying he 
had discovered that Nash had made several 
allegations that were proven not true, informa- 
tion that had not been turned over to the 
defense. Whitworth filed a motion with the 
3rd Court of Appeals, 
asking it to remand the 
case to district court for a 
hearing on the state’s 
“failure to disclose excul- 
patory evidence.” That 
did not happen, however, 
in part because shortly 
after they were convicted, 
the Kellers fired their 
appointed attorneys, opt- 
ing instead to represent 
themselves on appeal. 

Pain, Suffering, 
and Legal Procedure 

Among the saddest aspects of their case is 
that in the quest to prove their innocence, 
Fran and Danny Keller may have been their 
own worst enemies. When initially indicted, 
they fled Austin, traveling to Las Vegas to stay 
with Fran’s daughter. The media had a field 
day, and prosecutors played up the “flight” at 
trial as an indirect admission of guilt. The 
Kellers say they acted out of fear and were not 
in hiding. Neither had been in trouble with 
the law before, and they misunderstood the 
process, particularly the bonding process. 
Fran insists that when she asked their attor- 
ney, then Revis Kanak, what they should do, 
he responded that if he were in that position, 
he’d leave town. Taking the remark literally, 
Fran and Danny left, although they were read- 
ily traceable through their relatives. Kanak did 
not return phone calls from the Chronicle. 
(Federal public defender Mike Charlton, who 
worked on the Kellers’ case for a while in the 
mid-Nineties, said that when he asked Kanak 
about the incident, the lawyer said only that 
he didn’t recall making that remark.) 

The Kellers were also blamed for not showing 
more emotion during the trial, with the impli- 
cation that an outraged or shocked demeanor 
would have lent credence to their claims of 
innocence. Yet they recall that they were so 
stunned by the charges they felt as though they 
were living in a fog. Fran says she was deter- 
mined to present a stoic, unwavering front - 
looking at the prosecutors would make her 


angry; looking at the jury would make her 
situation too real. “I never looked at the 
jury,” she recalled last summer, “because I 
didn’t want to seem weak. I didn’t want to 
cry.” Only when Christina took the stand 
on the second day of the Kellers’ trial and 
denied that anything bad had happened at 
day care did Fran break down in tears. In 
the end, it didn’t matter. 

The Kellers’ certainly erred in their deci- 
sion to fire their appeal attorney - who Fran 
said she didn’t think was paying enough 
attention to their case - and instead have 
Danny file their appeals on his own. Appeals 
work is detail- oriented and requires special- 
ized legal training, and Danny did not do 
well. He did not make the right arguments 
- for example, he did not argue that Perry’s 
testimony had been admitted improperly, 
an oversight that meant that argument was 
not preserved for later 
adjudication. That 
meant that the Kellers 
have never had their 
case fully reviewed by 
an appeals court. 
Whether they’ll get 
that chance now is 
uncertain. Their case 
is being reviewed by 
the Innocence Project 
of Texas, says project 
general counsel Jeff 
Blackburn. “We 
believe that the Kellers are completely inno- 
cent,” he said. “The problem is that because 
of the way this case has been handled by 
the previous lawyers and by the court sys- 
tem, we have to get through a procedural 
minefield to get back into court. But we are 
determined to do so, no matter how much 
money, time, or energy it takes.” 

Even should the Kellers ever be proven 
innocent, much damage has already been 
done - not only to the Kellers, or to the 
other “suspects” fingered by the children 
only to be cleared of any involvement, but 
also to the children themselves. When the 
Kellers were convicted and sentenced in 
1992, Sandra Nash told local TV news that 
she would tell her son he’d done a good 
job. “We’ll tell him that all of his pain and 
suffering and his coming forward has 
taken the power away from Fran and 
Danny,” Nash said, “and given it back to 
the children.” One of the other children 
involved in the case, Vijay Staelin, now 21, 
declined to be interviewed, except to brief- 
ly reiterate that Fran and Danny Keller had 
abused him. 

During an interview at the state women’s 
prison in Gatesville, I asked Fran Keller 
about Vijay’s assertion. She broke down in 
tears. “On my fife, on my children’s fives,” 
she said, “it did not happen.” ■

Forget the labels, enjoy the dance 

The origin of modern dance is usually attributed to the 
barefoot dance-makers who rebelled against ballet from the 
1930s to the early 1960s. After that, the Judson Church 
movement (which included Austin’s own Deborah Hay) ush- 
ered in the new avant-garde, further unraveling dance. Now 
we are in the era of contemporary dance, an overarching 
phrase synonymous with “postmodern dance” and rooted in 
New York City’s downtown art scene of the 1980s. It owed 
much to the explorations of Judson Church but with renewed 
technique and inventive formalism. 

As history is not always neat and linear, labels don’t 
always apply. For more than 50 years, choreographer Paul 
Taylor has been making masterful dances, and when his 
company performs next Wednesday at Bass Concert Hall, 
distinctions between modern and contemporary dance will 
blur. What makes Taylor interesting is that he is both behind 
and ahead of the times simultaneously. 

In 1957, Taylor presented his radical 7 New Dances, pre- 
dating the Judson Church revolution. During one section, 
Taylor stood silently on stage for several minutes without 
moving his body or even blinking his eyes. (Keep in mind 
that John Cage’s infamous 4’33” debuted only five years 
earlier.) Responding in kind, Louis Horst’s review consisted 
of 4 inches of blank white space, mentioning only Taylor and 
the theatre’s name. Touche. 


Taylor was, like Merce Cunningham, a Martha Graham 
dancer who went on to establish his own company. 
Cunningham veered to the edges and became known as the 
intelligent, arty one. With the exception of works like 7 New 
Dances that broke form, Taylor more often than not chose 
the middle of the road, trying to please audiences along the 
way. He struck gold with great, influential works such as 
“Esplanade,” “Cloven Kingdom,” “Company B,” and 
“Promethean Fire.” 

Taylor once said he “had no idea what modern dance was 
anymore.” Over the years, audiences have witnessed the 
range of Taylor possibilities: serious, traditional, humorous, 
human - all with a grand sophistication. To really under- 
stand all the styles of Paul Taylor, one need only to look at 
former Taylor dancers who have become respected choreog- 
raphers themselves: Laura Dean, Twyla Tharp, Dan Wagoner, 
Senta Driver, David Parsons. It’s as if each extrapolated a 
particular Taylorism and singularly built upon it. 

In Austin, Paul Taylor Dance Company will perform three 
new works featuring the choreographer’s contemplative 
side. “De Suefios (Of Dreams)” and “De Suefios Que Se 
Repiten (Of Recurring Dreams)” are companion pieces inter- 
twining Mexican culture and Jung’s collective unconscious. 
With lighting designer extraordinaire Jennifer Tipton, Santo 
Loquasto’s fantastic costumes and sets, and the music of 



Anton Nel really likes the new Hamburg Steinway at the 
Long Center for the Performing Arts. And why shouldn’t he? 
He picked it out himself. 

Three years ago, the celebrated concert pianist and pro- 
fessor of piano at UT’s Butler School of Music was playing 
his regular summer gig at the Aspen Music Festival, where, 
he says, truckloads of Steinways are brought down from 
New York every year. And upon playing this one particular 
Hamburg Steinway, he was, he says, “completely smitten 
with it. It was the funniest thing, because I play lots of pia- 
nos, and I’m blase about these things now.” But this one 
was so remarkable that he had the impulse to buy it, even 


though he knew he couldn’t afford it. “So I played it happily 
about 10 or 12 times for the concerts that summer, and it 
went back to New York,” he says. “And that fall, I was put 
on the committee to find the pianos for the Long Center. 

And I said, ‘Boy, do I have the piano for you!’” 

What drew Nel to the instrument was its versatility. “A 
Hamburg Steinway is a tricky piano,” he notes. “In America, 
people don’t play them that much. They have a darker 
sound, so sometimes they may not be ideal to play the real- 
ly big concertos on. But this one can do it. It can do every- 
thing. It also has this wonderful range of softer colors. It’s 
really amazing. They can use it in that space for concertos 
and recitals and chamber music. It does everything well.” 

Based on Nel’s recommendation, the Long Center secured 
the instrument. The pianist has played it publicly in its new 
home at the Long Center’s grand opening and, more recent- 
ly, with the Austin Symphony, but until this week, he’s never 
been able to put it in the spotlight. This Sunday, he gives 
the first piano recital in Dell Hall, and he’s eager to show- 
case his discovery. “I love playing this instrument,” he says. 
“It gives me great pleasure. And the music that I’ve chosen 
is going to show off the piano fabulously in every possible 
way. The Brahms is going to show the piano off magnificent- 
ly, because it has such a dark side to it. The piano has a 
very sparkly upper register, which the Schubert is perfect for. 

“It’s a very mainstream program, but I adore it. I just 
wanted to play things that I like. I’m at the age now when 
I don’t do politically correct things anymore. I’m over that. 

I play things that I like and that I feel I have an affinity 
for. I wanted to put Haydn and Mendelssohn on it 
because it’s their years. That’s important to me. And the 
rest of it is just really stuff that I like. It’s a Sunday after- 
noon concert, and I wanted something that everyone 
would enjoy, myself included.” - Robert Faires

Opportunities to see large touring dance companies in 
Austin are few.

Back in the performance laboratory of the David Mark Cohen New Works Festival

Expect sparks in the Winship Drama Building this coming week. 
As has happened there every other spring since 2001, the University 
of Texas Department of Theatre & Dance is hosting the David Mark 
Cohen New Works Festival, and so much creative experimentation will 
be taking place - more than 30 projects this year, covering theatre, 
ballet, contemporary dance, cabaret, film, theatrical design, musical 
theatre, and mash-ups of two or more of the above - that friction is 
inevitable and fireworks quite likely 

This will be the fifth edition of the festival, named in honor of 
the influential playwright, critic, and educator who did so much to 
champion new work as head of the department’s playwriting pro- 
gram from 1990 until his death in 1997. Part of Cohen’s legacy now 
is this intense biennial exercise in experimentation, with the entire 
drama building and its immediate environs becoming a laboratory for 
performance, with directors, designers, choreographers, composers, 
dancers, actors, musicians, playwrights, videographers, technicians, 
and dramaturges conducting research into what is possible in drama, 
in dance, in telling stories and not telling them, in fusing disciplines, 
in collaboration. 

“The spirit of collaboration and excitement that I witness in the play- 
wrights and artists, as they support and help create each other’s work, 
is always inspiring,” says playwright Sherry Kramer (When Something 
Wonderful Ends, David’s Redhaired Death), a participant in previous 
festivals. “It’s like you can actually see the spirit of performance in 
material form.” She believes the size, interdisciplinary approach, and 
inclusiveness of UT’s festival make it unique on the festival landscape. 
“While some events are higher production values than others, there is 
a democratic aspect about the sheer variety of events that makes every- 
thing equal,” Kramer notes. “Each event is what it is.” 

“What distinguishes NWF from other festivals is the same intan- 
gible quality that helps a script in development: optimism!” That’s 
Suzan Zeder, who succeeded David Mark Cohen as head of the depart- 
ment’s playwriting program and has been co-producer of the festival 
with dance professor David Justin and department producing director 
Denise Martel. Zeder says that the three of them, along with every stu- 
dent and faculty member of the festival committee, “try to treat each 
creative team with the respect 
and rigor that it deserves. The 
investment of money is not very 
great in terms of production. 

The promise of critical recogni- 
tion is not likely, since most 
projects are not even reviewed 
individually. The real invest- 
ment is an act of faith, that each 
project, play, piece of creative 
work will have a life-changing 
effect on its creators, and that 
is priceless.” 

This year, Zeder will have a 
dramatically different role in 
the festival. After four runs as 
producer, teacher, and midwife z 
to other writers’ plays, she will £ 
be giving birth to one of her > 
own in the festival. For the past | 
year, Zeder has been hard at 
work on the conclusion to a trilogy that began with what may be her 
most produced and acclaimed play, Mother Hicks, a drama of outcasts 
in a small town in Illinois during the Great Depression. A prequel, The 
Taste of Sunrise, told another story of the town, Ware, in the 1920s. 
Now Zeder is finishing the Ware Trilogy with The Edge of Peace, which 
takes the town into the last days of World War II and shows a fam-

ily’s struggle with the possible loss of a son in the great conflict. The 
play has already been through two workshops with Seattle Children’s 
Theatre, which commissioned it, and will be further developed at the 
Asolo Repertory Theatre in Sarasota, Fla., following Zeder’s writing 
residency at the Hermitage retreat, but “none of these venues will give 
me what the New Works Festival will provide: a chance to stand on an 
equal footing with my students and learn from them and to bring this 
work in its formative stages to children and adults, deaf and hearing 
audiences.” Zeder wants from the festival “exactly the same chance 
and gamble it gives to every student courageous enough to bring his 
or her best work to the table: a place to make something new, a time 
to take the first step, an audience to see it and hear it for the first time, 
and the belief that at the end of the day, someone will care.” 

If the festival’s prior editions are any indication, finding someone 
to care will not be a problem. It was from the festival that some of 
the most remarkable original scripts of the past decade first saw light, 
and the strong response there helped propel them toward more fully 
realized productions: Steve Moore’s Nightswim, Carson Kreitzer’s Flesh 
and the Desert, Dustin Wills’ Ophelia, Ryan Pavelchik’s Static, George 
Brant’s Elephant’s Graveyard, Eve Tulbert’s Ashes, Ashes. UT’s biennial 
performance lab offers us an opportunity to discover more works like 
these in an environment supercharged with inventiveness and enthusi- 
asm. “Basically, until they invent the warp drive and time travel,” says 
Kramer, “the New Works Festival is pretty much the best way I know 
to walk through 20 or 40 doors into other worlds in one building in a 
week . . . and what’s not to like about that?” ■ 


A GUIDE TO THE WORKS 

This year’s New Works Festival runs for six days, 
with performances beginning at 10am each day and 
ending by 11pm. Works are being performed in a 
variety of spaces around the Winship Drama 
Building, 23rd and San Jacinto, some of them quite 
small and able to seat only 15 to 50 people, so it’s 
a good idea to arrive early if you want to be assured 
a seat.

Alexandra Bruskoff provides the imagina- 
tion for Alexandra’s Cookie Dreams 
(482-8210, www.alexandrascookiedreams.com), an 
online bakery featuring a delectable line of 
signature cookies that can be custom pack- 
aged in bags, boxes, and tins to solve every 
personal, corporate, retail, or wholesale gift- 
giving dilemma. Austin native Laura Lively 
offers two sizes of delightful cupcakes (regu- 
lar and miniature poppers) for every occasion 
through L’s Cupcake Cafe (689-7566, 
www.cupcakecafeaustin.com).

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Like many longtime Austinites, I’ve watched the Downtown landscape 
fill up with high-rise condo towers and new shopping districts with a mix- 
ture of curiosity and consternation. Were people really living in all those 
condos, and now that there’s no place left for those of us who don’t live 
there to park, will there be enough actual foot traffic Downtown to support 
all the new (and established) restaurants and stores in the neighborhood? 
For the last few years, my mantra had been “ I don’t know a living soul 
who’s bought one of those condos.” Then my friends Linda Ball and Forrest 
Preece bought one, and I had to change my tune. I’d got to know them 


years ago, when native Austinite Preece ran the volunteer publicity commit- 
tee for the Texas Hill Country Wine & Food Festival. I know they’re film 
and music buffs, tireless supporters of the local arts scene (he’s on the 
board of Ballet Austin), generous philanthropists (especially to Project 
Transitions), and true aficionados of fine food and wine. I figured if 
anybody could give curious Chronicle readers some sense of what the new 
Downtown loft-dweller’s life is really like, it would be Ball and Preece, so I 
asked them to keep a diary of their activities for a week and share it with 
us. Here’s what they had to say. - Virginia B. Wood 


After we both retired, we started thinking 
about how to downsize our lives, reduce our 
carbon footprint, and generally make things 
easier on ourselves. Through some mutual 
friends, we got to know the developer of the 
360 Condos being built at Third and Nueces. 
The more we talked about it, the better mov- 
ing there sounded. We have both subscribed 
to The New Yorker since college and always 
dreamed of living a Manhattan lifestyle. Since 
we can’t imagine actually living anywhere but 
Austin, living in a Downtown high-rise sound- 
ed like the best of both worlds. 

Last summer, we sold the house on Shoal 
Creek Boulevard, where we’d lived for 3f of 
the 32 years we’ve been married, and made 
the move. We couldn’t be happier. Here’s a 
sample of what our new life looks like. The 
newspapers plop outside our door before 
6:30am every day. On any given day, we go 
downstairs to the mail room. We leave off dry 
cleaning at the concierge desk, and they 
deliver it back to us. The workout center is 
across the hall from our unit, and there’s a 
trash chute about 12 paces from our door. 
Recycling containers are on the parking level. 


Anytime we want fresh air, we step out onto 
our balcony or go down to the pool deck, one 
floor below us. 

We can walk out the side door on the street 
level of our building and go to Royal Blue 
Grocery for essential groceries and prepared 
foods from its new commissary kitchen and 
several local artisan food companies. If we 
want breakfast, light lunch, or coffee, we can 
duck into the Blu Cafe. The snug little mul- 
berry wine bar is great for a nightcap. We’re 
looking forward to the arrival of David 
Garrido’s new restaurant later in the spring. 

Forrest has been active in Ballet Austin 
since the early Nineties, and the headquarters 
are across the street, so he spends some time 
there. We can walk to more bars and restau- 
rants than we can count and never worry 
about a designated driver. We try to see how 
many days we can go without having to start a 
car (we went three days one week) - and 
we’ve walked to the Erwin Center, to parties in 
West Austin, to the Long Center, and down 
South Congress, South Lamar, and South First. 

The Austin Film Festival last October and 
South by Southwest Film and Music last week? 


Yeah - we walked to it all. And as for how many 
people we’ve met in the building - we’re writ- 
ing this after returning from the Texas Film Hall 
of Fame Awards, where we were driven by two 
friends from floor f5. Among our fellow resi- 
dents on floor 10, we’ve met a financial analyst 
for an architectural firm; a University of Texas 
student; an interior decorator; a Dell employee; 
an investment banker; an AMD employee and 
his wife, who teaches kindergarten; an ortho- 
dontist; and several more. The fact is, whenever 
we’re out strolling through the neighborhood, 
we invariably see someone from the building, 
and we‘ve been known to make spontaneous 
plans when we run into friends in the elevator. 
Here are some highlights from a recent week. 

TUESDAY, FEB. 24 

We were invited to a party for the 
Brotherhood of the Knights of the Vine (a fun 
bunch of folks in the local chapter of a nation- 
al outfit) at a beautiful home on Niles Road. 
The weather was fine, so we decided to walk. 
The valet and a waiter from Jeffrey’s were out 
front of the famed eatery as we went by and 
gave us a shout as we headed north to brave 


crossing busy Enfield Road. After some nice 
tastes of wine and hors d’oeuvres at the party, 
we walked back to Jeffrey’s and got seats at the 
bar. We sampled new chef Deegan McClung’s 
oyster preparation and some sliders, plus a 
nightcap. We called a cab and were whisked 
back to the 360 by a Bulgarian cab driver hav- 
ing a tres personal conversation on his headset 
phone. It felt very New York. Except for the 
Niles Road part, which was very West Austin. 

WEDNESDAY, FEB. 25 

We walked to the Headliners Club for a fun 
concert called Piano Four Hands, sort of a pro- 
am game of musical chairs for pianists and 
Headliners members, who joined world-class 
pianist Anton Nel and some other UT profes- 
sionals. They switched around from page- 
turner to second seat to first, doing Brahms’ 
Hungarian Dances. Dinner was a buffet of 
Hungarian food. Great fun. Strolled home. 

THURSDAY, FEB. 26 

We walked a few blocks to Antone’s, where 
our friend Dean Lofton had put us on a guest 
list for the Austin Music Vol. 8 CD release party. 
Jeff Lofton (Dean’s husband) and his quartet 
were playing first. They took the stage after 
Kat Edmonson’s group did a few tunes. We 
g eschewed the free barbecue and strolled over 
to the Belmont, where Jeff’s group was setting 
up for its regular gig. We joined friends for 
g salads, some tuna, and Cuban sliders. To top 
off the evening, we went to the private open- 
ing of Malverde. Very hip young people (and 
us) climbed the stairs to the festivities in this 
chic, Mexico City-inspired bar above La 
Condesa. Nothing against the place - it’s 
likely to be very successful - but we definitely 
felt like chaperones here. 

FRIDAY, FEB. 27 

This afternoon we walked to the Four 
Seasons to run an errand and then stopped off 
at Halcyon for iced coffees while we read The 
Austin Chronicle. We were amazed at how 
many Apple laptops there were and that every- 
one in line but us paid with credit cards. The 
girls next to us were having the tabletop 
s’mores, while some guys at the bar were kick- 
ing off Friday with Lone Stars. 

We decided to go to Restaurant Jezebel for 
dinner and were joined by a friend who lives 
one flight up. We walked up the avenue and 
settled in for a leisurely meal. Genial chef/ 
owner Parind Vora came over to welcome us. 
A nice Pinot was selected, and dinner fol- 
lowed. The plan had been to have a nightcap 
somewhere else, but this substantial meal 
pretty much finished the evening for us. 

SATURDAY, FEB. 28 

We went out briefly for a stroll around the 
Austin Farmers’ Market on this windy morning. 
The cold wind sent us back inside the building 
(only a block away, after all) pretty quickly, but 
we stopped at Royal Blue Grocery first. We 
stayed inside making our own food and watch- 
ing the wind blow. At a bit before 7pm, we 
slipped over to the Whole Foods Culinary 
Center for the release party for the latest issue 
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of L Style G Style. Then it was up to the Para- 
mount for Lily Tomlin. We wanted to see the 
Miles Davis tribute at Elephant Room but 
changed our minds when we saw a line of 20 
people already on the waiting list standing on 
the sidewalk. Marched briskly down to Taste 
Select Wines in the cold wind and were 
greeted by chef Bill McGrory. The place was 
hopping with wine-sawy patrons, but it was 
soon time for the old folks to head home. 

SUNDAY, MARCH 1 

We stayed in until the afternoon, reading 
the papers, watching Sunday morning shows, 
doing chores, Forrest writing. Finally decided 
we had to walk. The day was glorious. We 
went to Zilker Park, where there were proba- 
bly tens of thousands of people and dogs and 
kites. All the casual restaurants along Barton 
Springs Road were packed with people who’d 
worked up thirsty appetites flying kites. We 
were so glad we weren’t driving a car - traffic 
was stacked up back over the bridge. We 
walked back over the lake to the condo, 
grabbed a book and The New York Times 
Magazine and went to Taste. The outside 
seating area makes for good people-watching. 
We weren’t the only ones to figure this out, 
and the tables were soon full, with a nearby 
foursome getting a bottle of bubbly. After we 
finished up at Taste, we stopped at Royal 
Blue Grocery for some things for dinner, 
went upstairs, and settled in for the night. 

MONDAY, MARCH 2 

We walked to our CPA’s offices on SoCo 
and then back up Congress to Jo’s on Second. 
Said hi to Mayor Will Wynn, who was hus- 
tling out with his morning snacks, suited up 
for work. We’d last seen him yesterday run- 
ning the trail.

Linda talked to her friend about 
going to Taste. “Weren’t you just in there?” 

“Yes,” L.B. replied, “but it’s 
happy hour, ladies night, Restaurant Week, 
and Liz Morphis and Trevor LaBonte are per- 
forming.” Later, Forrest joined them for a 
salad and the last of the music. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 6 

Forrest did errands on foot today. We decid- 
ed it would be fun to see Houston Nimitz’s 
Brittney Griner dunk at the UIL Girls Basketball 
State Championships. We fortified ourselves for 
the long walk with a meal at La Condesa, a new 
trendy Interior Mexican place a couple of 
blocks away. Then we walked off some of that 
meal on our way to the Erwin Center. We saw 
Nimitz play, and Griner indeed dunked with 
ease and style. We strolled back Downtown and 
returned to La Condesa for a nightcap. Seated 
on the balcony that juts out over Guadalupe, 
the glass panel provided us a great view of the 
passing parade of people, many headed for 


Malverde above. The hour was 11:30pm, 
though: bedtime for these urbanites. 


SATURDAY, MARCH 7 

Perfect day for a museum crawl. We 
walked through the Farmers’ Market 
crammed with people and reached Congress 
just in time to see the last of the Texas 
Independence Day parade pass by. We hit 
the Austin Museum of Art for the Clifford 
Ross photography exhibit and the Lordy 
Rodriguez “States of America” exhibit. When 
we stopped by the Texas Chili Parlor, it was 
crowded with people going to or coming 
from the open house at UT, the UIL basket- 
ball tournament, and the parade. 

After lunch, we headed on to the Blanton to 
catch the “Birth of the Cool” exhibit. We 
checked out the (new) gift shop across the way 
and then wandered back home through the 
Capitol grounds. Weary from the long walk, we 
rested up before meeting friends at the Athenian 
Bar & Grill for dinner. We arrived there at 
6:30pm to find they had staked out a four-top 
on the patio. The wind was down, and it 
couldn’t have been more pleasant. The bottle 
of red from Crete they were enjoying was so 
quaffable, we ended up getting another to pair 
with the very tasty meal. We split the reason- 
able tab and walked (the husband driving his 
wheelchair) back to our friends’ building.

SEEN AND HEARD AT SXSW 

Robert Rodriguez confirmed during a 
South by Southwest Film Festival panel that he 
will shoot his next film, a futuristic thriller, in 
Austin this June. Fie called it Nerveracker, but 
previous reports have it as the plural 
Nerverackers. Rodriguez said he sold the film 
as a scriptless title 10 years ago to the 
Weinstein brothers. Rodriguez also revealed 
that he finally became a college graduate last 
year... Tim McCanlies, whose wacky comedy 
The 2 Bobs premiered at SXSW, said he took 
on the directing chores for Alabama Moon , 
based on Watt Key’s young-adult novel of the 
same name, with only a few weeks’ notice.

McCanlies 
put himself through Southern Methodist 
University film school as a Dallas cop. 

AUSTIN-RAISED ACTOR 
HONORS 9/11 HEROES 

Austin High School grad Todd Allen has 
been in 50 or so film and television projects, 
including Grand Canyon and AMC’s Broken Trail, 
but he says his latest, the short “American 
Identity,” is perhaps the most personally fulfill- 
ing. Set around the events of 9/11, it will tour 
military bases, starting with Fort Hood. The idea 
came from fellow producer Stephen Rollins, 
who had a birthday dinner Sept. 10, 2001, in a 
restaurant atop the World Trade Center. While 
there he received a telephone call from old 
friends in Boston, who would die the next day in 
a hijacked airplane. “As the son of a Naval avia- 
tor and the nephew of a Marine who fought in 
Vietnam, it is particularly gratifying,” said Allen, 
who also recently starred as a Texas Ranger 
who brings down a drug cartel in American 
Cartel, which shot in San Antonio and Uvalde.

MAYBE SOME SPACE ALIENS 


The LB J Library screens sci-fi classics

“No one would have believed in the mid- 
dle of the 20th century that human affairs 
were being watched keenly and closely by 
intelligences greater than Man’s. Yet, 
across the gulf of space on the planet 
Mars, intellects vast and cool and unsym- 
pathetic regarded our Earth with envious 
eyes, and slowly and surely joined their 
plans against us.” 

Those lines are adapted from H.G. 

Wells’ 1898 pacifist cri de guerre, The War 
of the Worlds, but for kids growing up in 
the Fifties, they were probably first heard 
spoken aloud by Sir Cedric Hardwicke as 
the narrator of producer George Pal’s riot- 
ously colorful, Oscar-winning 1953 film ver- 
sion. And, chances are, those selfsame 
kids more than likely got their sci-fi on at 
the local drive-in theatre, or possibly at a 
Saturday afternoon, triple-feature, monster 
movie matinee. Not so anymore: Drive-ins 
are as rare nowadays as to be considered 
kitschy-quaint. There hasn’t been a theatre 
regularly running a triple-feature Saturday 
matinee since Dealey Plaza took it “back 
and to the left” and the popcorn-and- 
Jujube generation lost the last of its inno- 
cence, trading the thrilling darkness of its 
local theatre for the horrifying blue-white 
light of Walter Cronkite’s daily dose of 
cathode ray Vietnam-ization. 


Luckily for those of us who missed out 
on all that 1950s sci-fun, this Friday the 
Lyndon Baines Johnson Library and 
Museum, in conjunction with the Alamo 
Drafthouse’s Rolling Roadshow, is present- 
ing the next best thing: an outdoor screen- 
ing of The War of the Worlds on the LBJ 
Library lawn via the Alamo’s 40-foot-by-60- 
foot road-show screen. Bring your blankets 
and the kids, but no alcohol. 

The event, part of the library’s exhibit 
“To the Moon: The American Space 
Program in the 1960s,” kicks off at 5pm 
with a chance to visit the exhibit before 
rockin’ out, daddio, to the groovy sounds 
of the Rockit Scientists (incredibly, 
they’re actual rocket scientists from the 
Johnson Space Center). Then at 8pm, the 
martians invade! 

But wait, there’s more: a real, honest-to- 
goodness Saturday afternoon triple sci-fi 
matinee inside the LBJ Library’s theatre. 
Seriously, this is one lineup not to be 
missed by any monster kid or film studies 
major: sexy space babe Anne Francis and 
Robby the Robot battling it out with the 
“monsters from the id” in the classic 
Forbidden Planet (10am), George Pal’s gor- 
geously apocalyptic When Worlds Collide 
(lpm), and the awesome Ray Harryhausen 
stop-motion destruction of our nation’s cap- 
ital in Earth vs. the Flying Saucers (3pm).

FRANKLY. MY DEAR: 

GONE WITH THE 
WIND REVISITED 

by Molly Haskell 
Yale University Press, 

272 pp., $24 

With Frankly , My Dear, 
what Molly Haskell does so 
deftly is dismiss conven- 
tional wisdom about Gone 
With the Wind - still the 
all-time box office champ 
with an inflation-adjusted 
$1.3 billion gross - and why 
it’s perceived as film fluff 
and the book as sentimental twaddle. The 
nearly unequivocal critical consensus of 
Frankly, My Dear is that oh my, oh yes, 
GWTW is indeed a reputable cinematic 
and literary work worthy of respect. The 
question becomes: What choir is Haskell 
preaching to? 

Maybe she’s not preaching. Haskell, 
film critic turned academic and author of 
From Reverence to Rape: The Treatment 
of Women in the Movies, once stood up 


to a 1972 panel of fellow 
feminists and disputed 
Gloria Steinem’s contention 
that Scarlett O’Hara was a 
symbol of female repres- 
sion. Moreover, Haskell is no 
stranger to the moonlight- 
and-magnolias South that 
created Scarlett O’Hara. 

A Southerner herself, 

Haskell delves into her 
analysis using the 
film and the book, 
alternately positing 
the book’s Scarlett 
with the film’s Scarlett and the 
Margaret Mitchell-authored story 
with its screen script. The true pur- 
pose of Frankly, My Dear, then, seems less 
to defend GWTW’s undeniably tarnished 
reputation than to make it okay to admit to 
liking GWTW. 

And for what has GWTW been pilloried 
over the years? Even in 1939 when GWTW 
was released, it was not considered an 
accurate account of plantation life, slavery, 


or the Civil War. Accusations of racism were 
disputed by its black stars, such as Hattie 
McDaniel’s famous rebuke that she would 
rather get paid for playing a maid than work 
as one. Gone With the Wind, then as now, is 
strictly entertainment minus any pretense of 
political correctness. 

At Haskell’s most compelling, she acknowl- 
edges the film’s casting for its magic and 
romantic allure. Vivien Leigh’s luminous 
beauty perfectly fit Mitchell’s descrip- 
tion of Scarlett, yet Haskell finds 
Olivia de Havilland’s Melanie 
intriguing and considers her the 
character around which Scarlett 
does her most important self- 
growth. Haskell also points out that 
female fans had the rare opportunity to 
experience the virgin-or-the-whore choices so 
cinematically available to men: Ashley Wilkes’ 
intellectual vs. Rhett Butler’s rakehell. 

Frankly, My Dear imbues Gone With the 
Wind with far more intention and context 
than Margaret Mitchell ever intended, but 
leave it to Molly Haskell to reinforce its 
enduring appeal. - Margaret Moser

AMERICAN PRINCE 

Documentary Feature, Special Screenings 
D: Tommy Pallotta 

In 1978, Martin 
Scorsese released 
a legendary but lit- 
tle-seen documen- 
tary about Steven 
Prince, an ex- 
heroin-addict, for- 
mer road manager 
for Neil Diamond, 
and heavyweight 
raconteur. For 55 
minutes Scorsese 
gave his friend 
the floor to tell 
stories of his hectic life (some of which would 
later make appearances in films by Quentin 
Tarantino and Richard Linklater). “American 
Boy,” which saw a limited release and is all 
but unavailable now (it screened at South by 
Southwest 09), has become a sort of holy 
grail for Scorsese fans: his “lost movie,” a 
myth spoken of in hushed tones. More than 
30 years later, director (and former Austinite) 
Pallotta found Prince and convinced him to do 
it all again, this time pulling back the curtain 
on the making of “American Boy” and the 
wild, indulgent, drug-fueled, gun-crazed, sex- 
addled days he spent with Scorsese in late- 
Seventies Hollywood. Prince is so engaging as 
a storyteller, so brimming with experience, so 
full of life, that Pallotta’s film can’t help but 
move by in a flash: Close your eyes, and an 
hour has passed. Best, however, not to close 
your ears. - Josh Rosenblatt 

THE LAST BEEKEEPER 

Documentary Feature, Spotlight Premieres 
D: Jeremy Simmons 

Almond milk, almond butter, almond cook- 
ies, Almond Joy, almond lotion ... almonds are 
ubiquitous. However, their existence is threat- 
ened by the extinction of one very hardwork- 
ing creature: the bee. Almond trees depend 
on bees for pollination, and bees are rapidly 
dying thanks to Colony Collapse Disorder 
(think bee HIV). This caused Simmons to 
wonder: What is the fate of all living creatures 
should bees go extinct? Considering the grav- 


ity of the question, it’s obliquely asked, or 
maybe the fascinating beekeepers Simmons 
profiles inadvertently cloud the question. Each 
is enormously captivating, coming to the trade 
differently but sharing an understanding of 
their intimate, hands-on work. In the end, it’s 
an ancillary character that sagely pronounces 
the upshot of the film: Man has demanded 
too much for too long from the earth and 
gives nothing in return. Once those words 
are spoken, the message the vanishing bees 
bring is frighteningly clear. - Belinda Acosta 

WOMEN IN TROUBLE 

Narrative Feature, Spotlight Premieres 
D: Sebastian Gutierrez; with Carla Gugino, 
Adrianne Palicki, Connie Britton, Josh Brolin, 
Simon Baker, Marley Shelton, Emmanuelle 
Chirqui, Joseph Gordon-Levitt, Sarah Clarke, 
Cameron Richardson 

Before reaching the verge of a nervous 
breakdown, the subjects are generally women 
in trouble ... and that’s more or less how it 
goes in this derivative comedy that might have 
been cobbled together from pages left over 
from some forgotten Pedro Almodovar shoot. 
Writer/director Gutierrez is actually a pal and 
writing buddy of Almodovar’s, so the influence 
is hardly a shocker. Although both filmmak- 
ers offer female ensembles a generosity of 
characters, Gutierrez’s women seem a bit 
wan by comparison. Still, Women in Trouble's 
canvas of intersecting characters can be a 
whole lot of fun, even if the women’s various 
predicaments don’t always follow through with 
the zaniness of their setups. A pregnant porn 
star, a sister with a secret about her niece, a 
trysting flight attendant, a couple of call girls, 
a therapist whose marriage is in crisis, and 
numerous others cross paths over the course 
of one day and night. Original music by Robyn 
Hitchcock helps brighten the mood.

There seems to be an unspoken rule 
among documentarians that anything or any- 
one is worthy of a documentary if you can 
just get the right footage and edit it enter- 


tainingly. Hoop Dreams comes to mind, as 
it followed two inner-city teens and ended 
up being a transcendent film about the 
American dream. Strongman either finally 
proves the adage wrong or was mishandled 
by the director and editors. It’s the story of 
an average joe (or Stan, in this case) with a 
unique ability (viz, bending steel and other 
feats of strength), who finds his talents less 
in demand, which makes it increasingly hard 
to maintain his insufferably positive outlook. 
His girlfriend, Barb, is his rock. His alcoholic 
brother serves as a cautionary tale of what 
Stan could become. What results is an excru- 
ciating two hours that could have been cut 
in half and still retained the film’s ultimate 
effect of verite and little else.

This film is the backstory to the media 
footage we watched on TV in the summer 
of 2007, when 100,000 Myanmar citizens 
-joined by the country’s usually apolitical 
Buddhist monks - marched against a 40-year- 
long repressive military regime. (The iconic 
image of the all-too brief and horribly doomed 
uprising was that of the orange-robed monks 
marching through Rangoon with their black 
alms bowls held upside down, indicating 
their refusal to take alms from the regime.) 
Recording it all surreptitiously with video cam- 
eras and cell phones and then transmitting it 
to the world was a cadre of brave Myanmar 
video journalists, members of the Norway- 
based Democratic Voice of Burma. The film is 
a compelling presentation of a tragic situation, 
but it has been criticized, and rightly so, for its 
liberal use of re-enactments, which are only 
generally acknowledged at the beginning of 
the film and not specifically denominated.

Despite filming a couple of Hollywood 
remakes ( The Truth About Charlie and The 
Manchurian Candidate ) in the past, director 
Jonathan Demme has always resisted the 
lure of the easy sequel (he left it to others 
to continue the Hannibal Lecter brand). Neil 
Young, however, is another story entirely. 
Demme followed up his 2006 concert doc, 
Neil Young: Heart of Gold, with this new 
performance film, which made its world 
premiere at the Paramount Theatre on the 
closing day of South by Southwest. That 
auditorium proved the perfect screening 
room, as the venue replicates the ornate 
but well-worn vibe of the Tower Theatre 
in Upper Darby, Penn., where the concert 
was filmed. Asked during the Q&A how this 
new film compares with his previous Young 
movie, Demme replied that Trunk Show is 
a “reaction to Heart of Gold" Everything 
about the earlier film was carefully planned; 
“this one is unplanned.” Demme then went 
on to tell an amusing story about being 
with Young at Farm Aid and learning that 
then-Sen. Barack Obama was visiting Willie 
Nelson’s bus. Already a supporter of the 
politician, Demme managed to get the sen- 
ator over to listen to Young’s rehearsal and 
asked if he knew the song. Obama replied: 
“‘Southern Man’? Give me a break.”

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Next-Generation TV

With all the Twittering, geek madness, 
star-sighting, walking, screening, rocking, 
and partying, it might seem inconceivable 
that TV had any sort of presence at South 
by Southwest, but it did. Two panels in 
particular piqued my “TV Eye” interest: 
Old Man Nielsen vs. New Market Research 
(March 16) and Beyond Apple TV: Next- 
Generation Systems for Acquiring Content 
(March 17) provided valuable insights to 
understand the current media climate and 
TV’s future in it. 

What could have been a smackdown 
at the Old Man vs. New Market Research 
Interactive panel between Michael Lambie, 
who represented the Nielsen Co., and pan- 
elists such as Daniel Neely of Networked 
Insights turned out to be a spirited discus- 
sion about the way audiences are changing. 

Neely pointed out that social media - 
Twitter, Facebook, Meebo, among others 
- provide a means for audiences of various 
products, be it a TV show or shampoo, 
to share insights or impressions, create a 
dialogue, and establish that valuable thing 
called buzz. “Consumers are looking to 
have a voice, out in the open,” Neely said. 
“Nielsen should measure impressions, not 
just exposure. ... The TV rating system is 
based on exposures as opposed to measuring 
what people are talking about.” 

Nielsen’s Lambie didn’t disagree but 
pointed out that discerning what was 
a true groundswell of interest vs. 
the chatter of “a vocal minor- 
ity” was still the challenge to all 
claiming to measure audiences 
and the ability to deliver them 
to advertisers. 

There was a lot of shoptalk 
about “metrics” and “high and 
low engagement.” As an average TV 
viewer, that didn’t interest me, but the idea 
that social media was identified as a crucial 
element in the future of determining how 
(or if) the Nielsen ratings would continue to 
be viewed as a bellwether for TV program- 
ming and consumption struck me as cru- 
cial. More so when I sat in on the Beyond 
Apple TV panel. 

Now, for as long as I’ve been going to 
SXSW Interactive, talk of new TY interac- 
tive TY and convergence has reared its head 
in some way - mainly, as panelists on the 
Beyond Apple TV panel agreed, because the 
holy grail of the next generation of TV is still 
being defined. 

“Twelve percent of broadband users watch 
their TV online,” Colin Dixon of the Diffusion 
Group said. In the past, the emphasis was on 
the type of delivery system to bring content 
to viewers. But that emphasis is surely shift- 
ing, given the fact that consumers don’t care 
about the device as much as they care about 
ease of use and the ability to watch what they 
want, where they want. 


What’s next? 

“The only real closed system is iTunes. 
They’re still a download-only technology, 
but streaming content is going to overtake 
download content,” said Richard Bullwinkle 
of Macrovision. “A spinning drive [e.g., the 
DVR] in every home is the wrong way to go. 
iTunes, I like your music, but I can’t access 
ffulu or Pandora” or any other content pro- 
vider. The death grip on the device has to 
end, Bullwinkle said. 

“Whomever owns the EPG [electronic 
programming guide] rules the world,” Marcia 
Zellers of the Fashion Institute of Design & 
Merchandising suggested. “I wonder if the 
social network [for TV] is, indeed, the EPG.” 

The EPG as the “Twitter space” for TV 
viewers that you can participate in 
or not struck a chord because it 
focuses on the “value add” to 
the viewer, not the ability of 
advertisers to sell pizza, as 
was the emphasis in the past, 
but to provide a companion 
experience to the viewer if they 
want it, when they want it. 

“There have been plenty of 
misfires in the content space in the 
last 15 years,” Zellers said. “To make content 
that has it all is not what people want.” 

Authoring standards for creating content 
for TV is on the way, the panelists agreed, 
and the “walled garden” that prevents view- 
ers from selecting content from one provider 
while using an “outside” platform is dis- 
integrating. The frustration is in the speed 
of this change, as providers still figure out 
what viewers want and viewers wait for the 
technology dust to settle.

O the microblogging mechanism that allows for 
casual updates and observations, such as this 
insightful aside from Grizzly Bear’s Edward 
Droste from the Pitchfork/Windish bash on 
Friday at Emo’s: “Department of Eagles with 
Victoria Legrand [of Beach House] covering the Dead. So 
hilarious and awesome.” 

Media outlets from around the world covered and documented 
SXSW from every possible angle. Daytrotter.com recorded ses- 
sions from locals T Bird & the Breaks, Corto Maltese, and 
the Strange Boys, who had Rolling Stone s David Fricke bob- 
bing away during their riveting SXSW showcase at Beauty Bar 
Backyard. Andrew Bird and Ben Harper & the Relentless7 
took flight for the 35th anniversary season of Austin City 
Limits, while Carlene Carter, the Oak Ridge Boys, and 
Tinted Windows - the unremarkable grouping of members of 
Hanson, Cheap Trick, and the Smashing Pumpkins - went 
live from the Austin Convention Center on DirecTV. 

NPR further bolstered its indie tastemaker credentials with 
the transmission of the Decemberists’ staging of The Hazards 
of Love with Lavender Diamond’s Becky Stark and My 
Brightest Diamond in tow, while stations ranging from KCRW 
in Santa Monica and Seattle’s KEXP to the online-only WOXY 
all broadcast their picks of the litter from the front lines. PJ 
Harvey & John Parish even stopped by Buffalo Billiards to 
chat with OTR on 101X. 

“Usually after I finish a project, I go back and sort through 
my old tapes,” Flarvey revealed. “That’s how I came across 
'Black Hearted Love.’ I felt like that song needed to be heard 
and demanded a body of work to go with it.” 

More than ever, nostalgia reigned supreme last week, thanks 
in no small part to Metallica’s colossal 90-minute electrocu- 
tion at Stubb’s, which James Hetfield deemed “the worst 
kept secret in rock & roll history” and is now available for 
download at www.metallicalive.com. The recently reunited Jane’s 
Addiction in kind launched a full-blown stadium spectacular 
from inside the old Safeway in East Austin early Friday morn- 
ing. (Tickets for the band’s stop at the Frank Erwin Center, 
May 12, with Nine Inch Nails, go on sale this Saturday 
through Texas Box Office, 10am.) Lest we forget, flashbacks 


were also incited by Devo, Echo & the Bunnymen, the 
Sonics, Japan’s Flower Travellin’ Band, and the acid-house 
dementia of Primal Scream. 

There was no shortage of new talent, though - quite the con- 
trary. Some personal highlights included the patient sedation of 
Here We Go Magic’s psych pop and the looped neoclassical 
wonderment produced by Peter Broderick. Women’s indie 
Krautrock workouts made for cold sweat at Urban Outfitters, 
while J. Tillman delivered quietly disarming mountain songs that 
called to mind Neil Young at the Canterbury House in 1968. 

“The truth is that different acts have always used South by 
Southwest for different reasons at different stages of their 
career,” reasoned SXSW Music Creative Director Brent Grulke. 
“Really, the most important thing that someone can come away 
with is the names of some people they might want to collaborate 
with creatively or professionally, the opportunity to meet like-mind- 
ed people and exchange phone numbers or e-mail addresses.” 

Indeed, the malleability of SXSW remains its greatest asset, 
allowing the Conference to grow each year and introduce new 
facets, such as the Austin Record Convention - a mere 
teaser for the upcoming spring show at the Crockett Events 
Center April 3-5 - which was teamed alongside the inaugural 
Texas Guitar Show in the Austin Convention Center. It’s worth 
noting though that in order for the Austin Record Convention to 
return to the spring prominence it once held at Palmer 
Auditorium before the dawning of day parties, the Festival will 
need to make adequate room for it, perhaps beside Flatstock. 

The greatest expansion in activity this year occurred on the 
Eastside, in both the number of official SXSW venues (the 
Music Gym, the Independent) and nonsanctioned hideouts 
such as Club 1808 and the Compound, where Wu-Tang 
Clan’s GZA got crunk with Black Lips. The French Legation 
Museum boasted some of the best lineups of the week, 
including Dirty Projectors, Camera Obscura, and South 
African breakout Blk Jks, oftentimes with longer lines to get in 
than all but a select few SXSW showcases. 

Farther south on Cesar Chavez, the private Red Bull Moon 
Tower established an after-hours/early-morning hot spot, with 
performances from the Riverboat Gamblers, I Love You but 
I’ve Chosen Darkness, and Lady Sovereign. Domy Books 
transformed its back lot into something resembling Los 
Angeles’ the Smell scene on Saturday, compliments of the riot- 
ous Mika Miko, noise-punk Zeitgeist No Age, and Nite Jewel, 
whose narcotic synth-pop glow defied the afternoon daylight. 
Down the street, Okay Mountain hosted Autobus Records, 
lilted by the heavily syncopated lullabies of Andrew Kenny’s 
the Wooden Birds. The award for most creative day party defi- 
nitely goes to MyOpenBar.com s presentation of Four Square 
Punk, where bands such as Finally Punk and the Mae Shi 
alternated songs across four decidedly DIY stages within a 
stone’s throw of a free roller-skating rink. 

With so many variables at hand, there’s bound to be a few 
near natural disasters each year, and one such unofficial SXSW 
incident occurred at Ballet Austin during the second annual 
KVRXplosion, when Monotonix’s pro-wrestling-style false- 
count-anywhere punk freak-out “left 10 dead and five injured,” 
according to the mock tagline for the YouTube video that’s 
been circulating ever since. “It was about as controlled as 
chaos can be,” recalled KVRX business manager Michael 
Sedillo via e-mail. “Of course, we had our share of spills and 
marks on the wall, but besides that it was relatively unharmed.” 

That was SXSW 09 in a nutshell: chaos and confusion, exhil- 
aration and exhaustion, erupting in transcendent bursts of 
excitement and color like the choreographed fireworks over 
Auditorium Shores for the finale of Explosions in the Sky. 
One couldn’t ask for a better week in Austin. 
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THE DECEMBERISTS 

Stubb’s, March 18 

Despite a tentative beginning, the 
Decemberists pulled off the live premiere 
of their magnificent fifth album, The 
Hazards of Love, a rock opera of sorts 
based on archetypal characters from the 
folk music lexicon. Skeptics might argue 
that to re-create the album live robs a 
performance of its own natural, organic 
logic and the element of surprise for an 
audience, yet the set came with built-in 
surprises, namely Shara Worden (aka 
My Brightest Diamond) voicing the char- 
acter of Hazards ’ Forest Queen. Worden 
vamped it up in a flapper-style dress and 
Claudette Colbert bob, belting out her 
vignettes so powerfully as to be heard 
from mountaintops without the aid of a 
microphone. “The Rake’s Song,” villain 
theme of the opera’s narrative, thundered 
with the might of five sets of drums, 
singer/guitarist Colin Meloy and bassist 
Nate Query the only two band members 
that skipped the skins in favor of their 
own instruments. The Portland, Ore., quintet, plus Worden and singer Becky Stark, 
who voiced the lead character of Margaret, closed to wild approval from the audience 
and encored, fittingly, with “I Was Meant for the Stage.” - Melanie Haupt 
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ERIKA MACHADO 

The Rio, March 18 

Erika Machado traveled 5,000 miles to play 
a 40-minute set to 20 people in a Tex-Mex 
eatery. Such is the fate of a largely unknown 
international act performing at a music fes- 
tival. Acoustic guitar in hand, the Brazilian 
singer loped through much of 2007’s No 
Cimento, including “Perna,” “Tedio,” “Cangao 
do Coragao,” and the title track. On disc, 
mellow pop melodies are wrapped in an 
electronic chill, and for several songs here, 
Machado strummed along with the sounds 
drifting from her laptop, though the LP’s 
more adventurous Nintendo-biting beats were 
replaced with acoustic lullabies. Everyone 
in the Brazilian-dominated room knew one 
another, and the intimate atmosphere and 
small stage led to a coffeehouse vibe, most 
of the crowd sitting cross-legged on the floor 
as Machado’s dreamy voice massaged its 
gray matter. Utterly unpretentious, Machado 
and her sleepy, bossa nova-inspired tunes 
were a world away from the rocking & rolling 
of Red River. After closing with “Oculos de 
Grau,” Machado met the calls of “Otra! Otra!” 
with a touch of humor: “Sorry, we don’t speak 
Portuguese,” she deadpanned.

KID CONGO POWERS & THE PINK 
MONKEY BIRDS 

Emo’s Jr., March 18 

Batting last in Leafy Green Booking’s 
formidable showcase, guitarist Kid Congo 
Powers & the Pink Monkey Birds delivered 
a workmanlike set. As a founding member 
of the Gun Club, longtime member of the 
Cramps, and onetime sideman to Nick Cave, 


Powers proved himself the veteran among 
relative newcomers still capable of shimmer- 
ing the glow of new discovery. The promulga- 
tion of the reverb-laden trash rock aesthetic 
makes it easy to forget that Powers is one 
of its avatars, but the impeccably bespec- 
tacled and mustachioed performer still finds 
room to keep the template fresh. Opening 
with “I Found a Peanut” from his new disc, 
Dracula Boots, Powers and company conjured 
up the boozy air of a basement B-side soul 
party. While the frontman’s guitar sound 
juxtaposed punk rock insouciance with the 
underside of midcentury retro-futurism, drum- 
mer Ron Miller’s backbeat gave the hips a 
New Orleans-style workout. The recent death 
of Cramps founder Lux Interior prompted 
the quartet’s “I’m Cramped” in well-received 
tribute. The memory of departed Gun Club co- 
founder Jeffrey Lee Pierce was also invoked in 
spirited versions of “Sex Beat” and “For the 
Love of Ivy.” Although old songs clicked on 
familiarity, the rhythmic undertones of more 
recent tunes like “LSDC” and “Black Bag” 
proved every bit as intriguing. - Greg Beets 

PETER MURPHY 

Elysium, March 19 

The former goth godhead and current 
vamp-in-residence for Turkey may be sport- 
ing a bit of a paunch these days, but his 
multioctave pipes have maintained a darkly 
golden sheen, surpassing even those of his 
glam-pop hero, one David Bowie. Murphy’s 
Elysium gig managed barely half the black 
magic of his Emo’s birthday gig last sum- 
mer - no cover of Nine Inch Nails’ “Hurt,” no 
a cappella serenading of “Wild Is the Wind,” 
zero Bauhaus - and instead focused almost 
entirely on recent solo material, including a 


grimly fiendish version of “Blinded Like Saul” 
from 2004’s Unshattered and the funereal 
“Secret Silk Society.” Questionable stage 
patter aside, Murphy, bedecked as ever in 
couture noir, stalked and flailed across the 
stage, mounting the monitors with a cheer 
grimace, while guitarist Mark Gemini Thwaite, 
late of the Mission UK, pulled grindingly heavy 
and distorted notes from his six-stringer that 
bordered on the industrial. The capacity crowd 
looked happy enough to see Murphy up close 
and personal, but it wasn’t until the encore 
that the show caught fire with an incandes- 
cent cover of Joy Division’s “Transmission”: 
“No language, just sound, that’s all we need 
to know, to synchronize love to the beat of the 
show.” Ian Curtis lives. - Marc Savlov 

BEACH HOUSE 

Volume, March 19 

Victoria Legrand and Alex Scally, decked 
out in black leather vest and ironic mustache, 
respectively, echoed dream pop in direct 
counterpoint to the family-style orchestra- 
tions so prevalent over their past half-decade. 
Opening the cavernous Volume with a squall 
of unintentional feedback, the Baltimore trio 
(now including drums!) launched into a fuzz- 
happy “Wedding Bell” from 2008’s still-rever- 
berating Devotion. Legrand plays a modern 
Gene Autry, her voice layered and distorted 
yet still heart-wrenching. With pals (and col- 
laborators) Grizzly Bear hollering at the back 
of the room, Beach House eased through 
Devotion highlight “Gila,” a kick drum framing 
Legrand’s croon; new 7-inch “Used to Be”; 
and a gorgeous newbie that had Legrand beg- 
ging, “I’ll take care of you if you ask me to.” 
Beach House is an air conditioner set on 65, 
aural Xanax that brilliantly calms without put- 
ting anyone to bed. The crowd began thinning 
halfway through, perhaps with the knowledge 
that Beach House would be making a half- 
dozen more appearances over the next two 
days, but that lulling gallop remained.

ROSALIE SORRELS 

Victorian Room at the Driskill, March 19 

At 75, Rosalie Sorrels was among the more 
veteran performers at South by Southwest, 
yet as she reminded her audience, “Little old 
ladies are sometimes surprising.” Sorrels 
performed only eight songs over 50 minutes 
but charmed the audience with tales of the 
artists she’s met and worked with, mainly the 
late Utah Phillips, whose songs make up her 
latest, Grammy-nominated disc, Strangers in 
Another Country, as well as the work of poet 
Lawrence Ferlinghetti, writer Ken Kesey, and 


folksingers Ramblin’ Jack Elliott and Kate 
Wolf. The material was in the folk tradition, 
majestically standing apart from contempo- 
rary songwriter fare. “Don’t call me a singer- 
songwriter, because that’s not what I do real- 
ly,” Sorrels explained. She spoke of how she 
and Phillips were co-conspirators for nearly 50 
years and how he was inspired by the story 
of Woody Guthrie’s ashes being thrown to the 
winds of Coney Island for “Ashes on the Sea.” 
Finishing on the bittersweet “My Last Go 
Round,” which was uplifting despite its title, 
Sorrels was rewarded with a standing ovation, 
not as a living legend but for a performance 
that was as thoughtful and galvanizing as any 
during SXSW.

BIG BOI 

Austin Music Hall, March 19 

Even without Andre 3000, OutKast rapper 
Big Boi still brought the bangers. After assur- 
ing the modest crowd that his heavily leaked 
solo album Sir Lucious Leftfoot: The Son of 
Chico Dusty would be out soon, the man born 
Antwan Andre Patton offered a lesson in flow 
drawing heavily on early ’Kast cuts. The billing 
of a live band as part of the venue’s AfroPunk 
showcase was an oversell; beats and orches- 
tration remained dominated by DJ Cutmaster 
Swift. Yet “Ms. Jackson” and “The Way You 
Move” were off the hook, Big Boi demanding 
that the band and crowd “speed this up” for 
“Ghettomuzik,” which made clear he has few 
rivals when it comes to superfast flow. With 
the club rumbling like the trunk of an Olds 88, 
musicians from the wings presently joined Big 
Boi onstage for the set’s latter half. Hyped 
protege Janelle Monae lockstepped her way 
through a light-speed “B.O.B.,” and with a 
house party breaking out, it was hard to say 
whether the band or the audience was having 
more fun. - Dan Oko 
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PRIMAL SCREAM 

Cedar Street Courtyard, March 19 

By now it’s obvious: Scottish rockers Primal 
Scream are the true inheritors of the Stones’ 
battered, jagged, yet ultimately glorious Brit- 
rock & roll crown. Both Keith Richards and 
Scream frontman Bobby Gillespie have pried 
a few jewels off that tarnished old topper, the 
better to barter for illicit consumables over 
the years, but the eminence fronted by the 
newly sober Gillespie and backed by guitarist 
Andrew Innes, former Stone Roses bassist 
Mani Mounfield, keyboardist Martin Duffy, 
and new guitar recruit and snappy dresser 
Barry Cadogan proved yet again why the for- 
mer train-spotters continue to be the most 


exhilarating UK rockers 25-plus years on. 

Their Cedar Street gig ranged from 1990’s 
classic Screamadelica (“Loaded”) to a thun- 
dering version of new single “Can’t Go Back.” 
Gillespie looked and sounded a full decade 
younger than the shorn, scrawny blowhard 
that staggered through his last Austin incarna- 
tion in 2000. With demon-green laser beams 
shooting over the sardine-tinned audience’s 
sea of raised hands, the Scream’s skintight 
renditions of classic hyper-rockers “Swastika 
Eyes” and “Miss Lucifer” twice resulted in a 
stage-front scrum that brought security into 
the crush. Encoring the 50-minute set with an 
electrifying version of “Rocks,” Gillespie and 
company exited slapping front-row flesh, grin- 
ning, laughing, and looking altogether pleased 
with their own beautiful future. - Marc Savlov 

LADY SOVEREIGN 

Club de Ville, March 20 

Beginning 20 minutes late, Lady 
Sovereign’s set initially reigned chaos. The 
showcase MC tried to keep the crowd ener- 
gized while Sov’s DJ Annalyze spun and 
scratched, and seven or eight entouragers 
wandered onstage sipping beers and impa- 
tiently signed orders to the sound booth. 
Suddenly the trademark “S-o-veee” motif burst 
from the speakers, and the diminutive Lady 
bounced onstage. Sov seems to have less 
of a shell than most rappers, which probably 
increases the risk of nervous breakdowns 
but also makes for uncommonly emotional 
performances; witness the explosive energy 
of the set’s second song, “Love Me or Hate 
Me.” Starting out by demanding to see “every 
single middle finger in the house,” Sov roared 
the song at the top of her lungs, and yet, 
when she accidentally kicked an audience 
member, she had the presence of mind to 
apologize midchorus. Following “Love Me” 
with two lackluster new tracks, including the 
Cure-biting “So Human,” Sov ramped things 
up at the close with “Public Warning,” which 
she delivered with ferocious precision. After 
commanding the audience to mosh, she fin- 
ished the song, tossed a beer on the crowd, 
spiked the mic, and exited, leaving it all 
onstage after only five songs. - Daniel Mee 


WOVENHAND 

Spiros, March 20 

“Weave together anger and grief, bow down, bow down, and sing,” growled David 
Eugene Edwards during a rare South by Southwest Music Fest encore of his former band 
16 Horsepower’s “Horse Head Fiddle,” his blues moan scouring atop droning guitar. Few 
phrases better capture the preceding 40 minutes of Wovenhand’s set, Edwards unleashing 
the ferocity of a Pentecostal firebrand. With only bass and drums backing his scorched, 
raw guitar, the band powered through opener “Kicking Bird” and a rumbling “Beautiful Ax” 
from latest Ten Stones, though live, the songs were rent with an intensity matched by the 
seated Edwards’ relentlessly twitching right leg, convulsing in the air as his left shuffled 
the beat against the floor. The jackknife rhythm of “Tin Finger” serrated into a wail of dis- 
tortion, while “Your Russia (Dance Without Hands)” was bone-rattling, Wovenhand unravel- 
ing a deep Southern Gothic through spoken verses and dark-holler tales that summoned 
prog proportions in their mythic scale and conceits. The drama of Edwards’ delivery at 
times overwhelmed the songs, but the Colorado dweller seemed possessed beyond his 
sweat-drenched frame, quivering and intently staring down the front-row fans with wild-eyed 
abandon. Edwards captivates a room, like a fire and brimstone revival that unleashes a 
rapturous spirit coursing through the waves of dark sound, terrifying and redeeming like a 
summoned apocalypse. - Doug Freeman 



Call it the Beale Street Invasion. Memphis Music Foundation’s Thursday night show- 
case was a reminder that the resilient Tennessee town is forever a haven for American 
music. After hip-hoppers Free Sol filled in for 8Ball & MJG, who missed their flight, and 
rockers Lucero drenched the crowd in bourbon-inspired grit, the Bar-Kays headlined with 
a Delta soul/funk party they’ve pumped for the past 40 years. The faces have changed 
- only bassist James Alexander plays on from the original lineup that lost four of its 
six members in the plane crash that also killed Otis Redding - but the groove’s just as 
tight; the spirit’s just as high. The 10-piece roared through a 20-minute funk odyssey 
before howler Larry Dodson called for 1967 classic “Soul Finger.” Caught up in classic 
Stax fervor, Dodson and Alexander moved into a five-song Redding medley - “Can’t Turn 
You Loose,” “Try a Little Tenderness,” “(I Can’t Get No) Satisfaction,” “(Sittin’ on) The 
Dock of the Bay,” “I’ve Been Loving You Too Long” - which kick-started a “Freakshow on 
the Dance Floor” and proved that time-tested vets shake intergalactic 1980s funk just 
as well as they blast 1960s soul. The Bar-Kays were a thrill. - Chase Hoffberger 



DEVO 

Austin Music Hall, March 20 

Given Devo’s emblematic role in shap- 
ing contemporary 1980s nostalgia, the 
question was whether the Akron, Ohio- 
bred quintet would scare up a 21st cen- 
tury version of Ricky Nelson’s “Garden 
Party.” A competent running of the hits 
would’ve sent the crowd home happy, 
but the group performed as if it were 


still trying to seal the deal. As the house lights 
dimmed shortly after midnight, Devo opened 
with “Don’t Shoot, I’m a Man” from its forthcom- 
ing (and still untitled) first new album in nearly 
two decades. Video made this and two other 
new songs, “Fresh” and “What We Do,” seem 
more familiar than they had a right to be. “Peek- 
a-Boo!” was accompanied by scenes of doll 
sodomy that were too hot for MTV circa 1982, 
while “That’s Good” recalled Muffy Tepperman’s 
bat mitzvah on Square Pegs. After “Whip It” mid- 
set, Devo focused on its first two LPs, coupling 
its deconstructed version of “(I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction” with “Secret Agent Man” and fol- 
lowing “Uncontrollable Urge” with fan-pleasing 
deeper cuts like “Mongoloid” and “Smart Patrol/ 
Mr. DNA.” Finally, Mark Mothersbaugh appeared 
in full Booji Boy attire to squeal his way through 
“Beautiful World,” solidifying the notion that 
Devo’s joke-theory of humanity in reverse has 
aged frighteningly well. - Greg Beets 
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THE STRANGE BOYS 

Beauty Bar Backyard, March 21 

You know it’s a great show when a South 
by Southwest showcase by an Austin band is 
chock-full of locals. The garage rock of Austin 
pride the Strange Boys isn’t some derivation 
of the past. It’s original and genuine. Ever- 
youthful Ryan Sambol led his Boys - brother 
Philip on bass, guitarist Greg Enlow, and kit 
master Matt Hammer - through new debut 
LP triumph And Girls Club, calling out the 
set list as the mood fit. Beginning a bit low 
energy, the Boys slowly built speed, and when 
Sambol’s guitar strap escaped his frame, it 
was no cause for pause. “I don’t want to sing 
right now,” Sambol called back to his band- 
mates before launching into an instrumental 
duo completely at home in 1963. His boogie 
twitch ruled And Girls Club opener “Woe Is 
You and Me” and a dozen other nuggets. 
There’s something both innocent and dirty 
about the Strange Boys, and with his cuffed 
jeans and bounce, Sambol’s effect was per- 
fectly described by one onlooker: “I wanna 
make him a sandwich!”

This wasn’t Silversun Pickups’ night. The 
capacity crowd at Antone’s grew increasingly 
impatient as a couple of the group’s earnest 
roadies sound-checked endlessly. Then we 
waited. And waited. Finally, the L.A. quar- 
tet emerged onstage, beatific grins on the 
members’ faces, before ripping into “Well 


Predictably, Saturday’s mellow 45-minute set only featured songs PJ Harvey and long- 
time creative partner John Parish have written together for 1996’s Dance Hall at Louse 
Point and their new collaboration, A Woman a Man Walked By. Still, it was a thrill to see 
Harvey come alive in a white strapless gown with straitjacket belts and a peacocklike hair 
accessory, which made her look like a virgin mermaid from a Dalf painting. Against her 
surreal figure center stage, set and new album opener “Black Hearted Love” was rather 
subdued; on “Sixteen, Fifteen, Fourteen,” Harvey let it rip, prophesying like the second 
coming of Patti Smith, though it felt like she was deliberately trying to keep things calm 
and restrained, giving the set a sort of speakeasy trot. She played percussion here and 
there, gently shaking her hips, but Parish and the backing band held down the instrumen- 
tation, and the spotlight fell on her voice, which still sounds crystalline. The 21st century 
has seen lukewarm albums from Harvey, 2007’s White Chalk exorcizing the sounds from 
her haunted house. A Woman's not the best representation of Harvey’s talents, and live, 
the more vitriolic tracks, such as closer “Pig Will Not,” felt spiritual rather than sexual. In 
that gown, she looked like she was channeling something higher. - Audra Schroeder

JIMMY WEBB & THE WEBB BROTHERS 

Prague, Saturday 21 

Jimmy Webb has been in the biz since the mid-1960s. 
During that time, the 62-year-old has penned a handful 
of platinum-selling hits. He also had six kids, three of 
whom put together the literally named Webb Brothers, yet 
Saturday night was the first time he had shared the stage 
with his sons to play live. Ever. For the sheer improbability 
of the moment, the rest of the setting wasn’t really up 
to moment. The sound in the cellar venue was less than 
stellar, and the longish sound check made for a remark- 
ably short set. Rather than mar the showcase, however, 
it just made it seem that much more like the packed 
house was privy to a unique rehearsal. Plus, the hallmark 
of something so undeniably cool is that it’s hard to ruin. 
Watching Webb swap vocals with his sons on “Galveston” 
was a genuine treat, and it only got better watching him 
take the full turn doing “Wichita Lineman.” The Webbs 
have been recording together, so while “Adios” might have 
seemed like a natural closer, the family needs an “Hola,” 
as it’s more apropos moving forward.

JUSTIN TOWNES EARLE 

Red Eyed Fly, March 21 

Justin Townes Earle tried to start his set 
with “They Killed John Henry” but forgot the 
words and gave up. It was the last misstep of 
the evening. Earle’s a natural performer, and 
accompanied only by banjo and mandolin from 
Cory Younts, he offered effortlessly perfect 
renditions of his own songs, country standards 
from Woody Guthrie and the Carter Family, and 
the Replacements’ “Can’t Hardly Wait.” The 
crowd even coaxed an encore from him, Earle 
obliging with standard “Hesitation Blues” and 
covering both the rhythm and solo at the same 
time. A tall man, Earle positions the micro- 
phone so that he has to hunch over to sing. 
Coupled with his extremely thin frame and tra- 
dition-minded aesthetic choices, this gives him 
the air of a bent but spry old man. The corners 
of Earle’s mouth pull up naturally, so he wears 
something between a grin and a smirk; even 
on “Walk Out,” his scowl fades after only one 
verse. He mugs and bows relentlessly, and it’s 
tempting to wonder if he’s actually that happy 
or it’s all just an act. Whatever the case, 

Earle’s impossibly beautiful vocals on “Mama’s 
Eyes” brought the audience to ecstasy. You 
can’t argue with results. - Daniel Mee 

THE WOODEN BIRDS 

The Parish, March 21 

Turning repeatedly to his band between 
songs, Andrew Kenny offered soft encourage- 
ment - “That was pretty good guys” - as if 
surprised at the tightness of the mellow sound 
rolling behind him. There was little surpris- 
ing about the Wooden Birds, however, as the 
quintet couched comfortably familiar in Kenny’s 
gentle voice and heavy-lidded, narcotic rhythms. 
While the recently returned Austinite’s new 
project recalls his American Analog Set, even to 
the point of delivering AAS’ “Aaron and Maria,” 


and at times shaded his recent support of Ola 
Podrida on songs like “Never Know,” Kenny’s 
songwriting remains mesmerizing and cut with 
a twisted sense of nostalgia. There is tenuous 
balance between the Wooden Birds’ lulling 
pull and the songs’ lyrical push of disillusion, 
the traps of memory stretched across opener 
“Sugar” and the odd skew on love of “Seven 
Seventeen,” the band’s melodic somnambulism 
invoking dreamscapes of reflective disappoint- 
ment and possibilities. The female harmonies 
on “The Other One” and the somewhat heavier 
“Anna Paula” added an echoing depth to 
Kenny’s languid delivery, while the low guitar 
chime of “Believe in Love” rippled through the 
room. Finishing the set with the closer from 
upcoming debut Magnolia, “Bad,” left the 
imprint of its calm repeated chorus cauterized 
into the night’s restless regrets. While the 
Wooden Birds revisit familiar terrain, Kenny’s 
returns are always stunningly fraught with an 
uncanny recoil of memory. - Doug Freeman 
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THE CANNABINOIDS FEATURING 
ERYKAH BADU 

Auditorium Shores Stage, March 21 

To answer the question: No, the Cannabinoids 
featuring Erykah Badu weren’t worth see- 
ing. As a matter of fact, the hour the packed 
crowd at Auditorium Shores spent waiting for 
Badu to show up was a complete waste of 
time. The Cannabinoids, Badu’s 11-man DJ 
collective, used eight MacBooks and a couple 
of keyboards to do what a single laptop could 
do. A DJ hollered, “Are y’all ready for Erykah 
Badu?” every few minutes until the crew 
walked offstage to some vague announcement 
of Badu’s tardiness and a few well-deserved 
boos. They came back 10 minutes later with 


the frontwoman and Dallas native, who was 
on for 10 minutes, singing “The Healer” and 
“Danger” and noodling on a drum machine 
before shouting, “South by Southwest, let’s 
blow up the sky!” alien-speak for “Explosions 
in the Sky are up next.” Then she left. One 
disgruntled attendee summed it up succinctly:

THE KNUX/DEAD PREZ 

Vice/Austin Music Hall, March 21 

Though it fades slightly on the back end, 
last year’s Remind Me in 3 Days ... was one of 
the most promising albums of 2008, hard-copy 
proof that hip-hop can sound like 1996 even if 
artists can’t afford to use samples anymore. 
Knux brothers Krispy Kream and Rah Almillio 
layed down completely original material, used 
live instrumentation almost exclusively, and 
made 3 Days sound like OutKast’s ATLiens. 
That’s what made it so disappointing to see 
the NOLA natives start album opener “The 
List” with a DJ handling the drum duties and 
a guitarist and keyboardist riffing like session 
players. Krispy and Rah made up for it with 
their charisma, ripping through “Cappuccino,” 
“Bang! Bang!,” and “F!re (Put It in the Air)” in 
tandem like inspirations Big Boi and Andre 
3000. Headlining at the Austin Music Hall, 
Tallahassee, Fla., duo Dead Prez ripped through 
abbreviated versions of “Radio Frequency,” 
“That’s War,” and “Assassination Day” but 
couldn’t hold the attention of a crowd visibly 
fatigued at the Festival’s finish line. Only set 
closer “Hip-Hop” whipped the audience into a 
frenzy. The rest was too methodical, uninspired, 
and split up by too much Dead Prez banter 
between tracks. Goes to show it was a long 
weekend for everybody. - Chase Hoffberger 



FUTOMOMO SATISFACTION 

Opal Divine’s, March 21 

The Tokyo 10-piece that paraded down Sixth Street earlier in the day with homemade 
signs to promote its stateside debut wowed a bewildered crowd with big-band covers and 
“the power of the bikini.” As the band launched into the driving spy-funk of the “Peter 
Gunn Theme,” a trio of trombonists strutted onstage, one clad in a red kimono, the oth- 
ers in bad-cop leather. The garb stayed in place for a single song before the bikini-clad 
horns led romping covers of the Ramones and rocking jazz standards. At some point the 
bassist and keyboard player stripped to their Skivvies, the latter nearly baring all after a 
wardrobe malfunction. Sure, the group has a fairly ludicrous gimmick, but it plays every- 
thing from hardcore funk to screamcore punk with a dash of bossa nova lounge thrown 
in for good measure. After closing the set with “(I Can’t Get No) Satisfaction,” the band 
obliged raucous chants of “one more song” by recycling “Goro Goro Nyang,” its biggest 
hit of the night, where audience members mimed tiger claws in sync with wicked horn 
stabs. Bemused spectators shared what-the-hell-just-happened looks while Futomomo 
fanboys snapped pictures and snatched up every last T-shirt for sale.

DOUG SAHM’S ‘MENDOCINO’ 

Austin Convention Center, March 21 

Although this lively panel was ostensibly about the Sir Douglas 
Quintet’s landmark 1969 single, “Mendocino,” anyone who knows 
anything about the late Doug Sahm could guess tangential asides 
would overwhelm the assigned subject matter. Moderator Bill 
Bentley chose the 1966 Corpus Christi dope bust that compelled 
Sahm’s move to California as the starting point. “The judge said, 
‘You can’t come into my court unless you cut your hair,”’ recalled 
SDQ organist Augie Meyers, “‘but before you cut your hair, my 
daughter is a big fan, and she wants a picture of you.”' Once in 
the Bay Area, Sahm appeared on the cover of Rolling Stone with 
son Shawn to represent the tide of Texans fleeing cultural repres- 
sion. He also met girls, including the “teenybopper” who inspired 
“Mendocino.” “I had stepmothers in every corner of the world,” 
joked Shawn. “Mendocino” became a national hit, but to 15-year-old 
future Chronicle Music writer Margaret Moser, the song’s Chicano 
soul and country undertones encapsulated San Antonio’s musical 
essence. From there, the discourse rolled from how SDQ stashed 
pot in microphone stands and Bob Dylan hiring Sahm to babysit son 
Jakob to George Lucas expressing interest in having SDQ appear in 
More American Graffiti, only to be rebuffed because Sahm thought 
it might interfere with watching baseball. Off topic or on, the panel 
found Sahm’s storied “groove” in spades. - Greg Beets 


NEIL YOUNG ARCHIVES 

Austin Convention Center, March 21 

Ten minutes into his panel, Elliot Roberts’ phone 
started ringing. It was his most famous client, Neil 
Young. Roberts declined to answer the call as he was 
busy with something more important. He was unveil- 
ing Young’s oft-delayed Archives box set. Volume 1 
(of perhaps up to five) covers 1963-1972 and now 
has a firm release date (June 2). The panel even had 
copies people could touch. The bits demoed show 
how ridiculously complete the set is, which shouldn’t 
be surprising since Roberts and Young have had 
some kind of a collection in mind almost since they 
met back at Woodstock. The real “wow” factor here 
is the interactivity of the Blu-ray set (CD and DVD ver- 
sions of the Archives will also be available). Not only 
can one peruse several layers of associated artwork 
while listening, when new material becomes avail- 
able (e.g., Motown’s Mynah Birds tracks just received 
clearance), the Blu-ray set will “phone home” and get 
them for you. Young better hope fans still have their 
jobs come this summer, because at $399 ($99 for 
the CD, $199 for the DVD), this kind of cool doesn’t 
come cheap. - Michael Bertin 


WOODSTOCK: UNTOLD STORIES 

Austin Convention Center, March 21 

Woodstock occurred 40 years ago this August, but just talk- 
ing about it can still draw quite a crowd. Author Holly George- 
Warren led a group of Woodstock veterans through a panel so 
enjoyable that it went 30 minutes over and no one seemed to 
care. It started with a 10-minute teaser from the upcoming, 
newly expanded movie, coming this June, and then everyone had 
something interesting to add. Musicians who were there, Gregg 
Rolie and Michael Shrieve of Santana, Stu Cook of Creedence 
Clearwater Revival, and Jocko Marcellino of Sha Na Na, ran 
through personal memories of the mud and how much they were 
paid. Hugh “Wavy Gravy” Romney rambled on about how mem- 
bers of the Hog Farm were flown in from New Mexico to act as 
security. Famed recording engineer Eddie Kramer gave insight 
on what he discovered and was allowed to use on the new DVD 
and CD, while festival producer Michael Lang gave background 
on Woodstock’s beginnings while dispelling, and sometimes 
confirming, rumors of what really happened. Among those in the 
nearly full room were several behind-the-scenes participants 
who shed some light on what it was like in the trenches. Kramer 
remarked with a sense of amazement how “it still resonates with 
everybody,” adding: “It wasn’t really three days of peace and 
music.

Once again, a man was found to have climbed into the waste tank of an 
outdoor toilet, but according to a March report in the Twin Falls, Idaho, 
Times-News, the emergency crew seemed to accept his story that it was all 
a mistake and not a manifestation of perversion. Rescuers from the town 
of Filer, Idaho, said the man told them he was just looking for his keys that 
he had accidentally dropped and had been in the tank for 15 minutes before 
help arrived. The man declined to identify himself, and no official report was 
required, but after the man was hosed off by a fire truck, he “discovered” 
that his keys had been in his pocket all along, and he drove away. 


LEAD STORY 

Americans’ Special Relationship with 
“Taxes”: It is not just that the secretary of the 
Treasury owed back taxes for years or that 
two other presidential cabinet-level nominees 
owed back taxes. In January, federal prosecu- 
tors revealed that District of Columbia Council 
Member Marion Barry, who was already on 
probation after a 2005 conviction for failing to 
file tax returns for the years 1999 through 
2004 and subsequently almost tauntingly 
failed to file a return for 2006, has now dou- 
bled-down the taunt by failing to file for 2007. 
And in March, a Georgia state senator pro- 
posed punishment for the 22 members of the 
Legislature who either owed back taxes or 
had failed to file returns for at least one year 
since 2002. The 22 were not identified, in 
compliance with privacy laws, but the Senate’s 
Democratic leader, Robert Brown, outed him- 
self as one of the 22 in the course of calling 
his scolding colleague a “bloodsucker.” 

PRODIGIES 

1) The Two-Legged Dog: Pet rescuer Judy 
Walker of Oviedo, Fla., and Oklahoman Jude 
Stringfellow are battling over custody of 
Walker’s two-legged puppy, who Walker 
believes has special needs but who 
Stringfellow is seeking to adopt, in part to 
portray Stringfellow’s own famous, hind-legs- 
walking dog, Faith, as a puppy in a movie she 


is working on. Stringfellow said Walker had 
reneged on a firm Feb. 2 adoption date and 
implied that she had hired celebrity attorney 
Mark Geragos to get the puppy. 2) The 
11-Year-Old Bullfighter: Michelito Lagravere 
Peniche killed six young bulls in a single 
fight before 3,500 spectators in Merida, 
Mexico, in January, despite the mayor’s ban 
on the event as a child-labor violation (but 
which was allowed to proceed after 
Michelito’s father appealed to a state pros- 
ecutor). Michelito began his career in the 
ring at age 4. 

INEXPLICABLE 

A 25-year-old man was arrested in Fort 
Walton Beach, Fla., in February after an 
apparent suicide attempt. According to 
police, the man tried to gas himself inside 
his car in a closed garage but apparently did 
not have a garage himself and was arrested 
for trespass when he drove into a stranger’s 
garage for the attempt, causing about 
$1,000 worth of damage. 

Total nudity is prohibited during Brazil’s 
annual Carnival as immoral and, especially, 
artistically tacky, but samba dancer Dani 
Sperle appeared in the street parade in Rio 
de Janeiro in February wearing a headdress, 
necklace, matching armbands, and nothing 
else except a patch 3 centimeters long (1.2 
inches) covering an intimate area. 


LEAST COMPETENT PEOPLE 

How Could These Victims Have Acquired 
So Much Money in the First Place? 1) A 
27-year-old “psychic” was sentenced to two 
months in jail in San Jose, Calif., in December 
after somehow convincing a woman, who 
had come to her for a $10 reading, to pay 
her, in ever-increasing increments, $108,000 
for a “spiritual cleansing.” 2) Charles Silveira 
filed a lawsuit in March in Morristown, N.J., 
to recover the $250,000 he had incremen- 
tally paid to a “psychic” who said she need- 
ed to make a golden statue for him to ward 
off negativity. The woman also convinced 
Silveira to buy her a $700,000 home, but 
that house is in Silveira’s name, and he has 
asked a court’s permission to evict her. 

Crime Doesn’t Pay (except maybe $25 an 
hour): According to police in Longview, Wash., 
a 57-year-old woman entered a WinCo Foods 
store at 5am on March 2 and did not leave 
the store until 5pm and upon exit, paid for 
about $80 worth of groceries but also pos- 
sessed about 100 other small, concealed 
items such as greeting cards, sunglasses, 
and batteries (the total value of which was 
about $300).

In March 1991, Florence Schreiber Powers, 
44, a Ewing, N.J., administrative law judge 
on trial for shoplifting two watches, called 
her psychiatrist to testify that Powers was 
under stress at the time of the incidents.

need to return newly purchased furniture, 
and toilet constantly running. (Nonetheless, 
she was convicted.) 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

In Airdrie, Alberta, in January, police offi- 
cers responded to a report from the Ralph 
McCall Elementary School that a man was 
standing in the yard yelling with a portable 
loudspeaker toward a group of frolicking 
kids, calling: “Girls in the field, come over to 
my truck. Come pet my dog.” When alarmed 
adults nearby approached him, the man 
quickly got in his truck and took off.

Sandstone Cellars Winery 
and Santos Taqueria aren’t 
what you would expect to find in 
a small town. But Mason isn’t 
your normal small Texas town. 

In a rather remote corner of 
the Hill Country, Mason grew 
up at the base of a hill where 
Fort Mason was built to pro- 
tect early settlers and travel- 
ers. For the next 150 years, 
the town prospered as a 
ranching community. In 1949, 
native son Fred Gipson put the 
town on the map with the pub- 
lication of Hound-Dog Man and 
later Old Yeller.

In the winter, the area is popular with deer 
hunters, spring brings wildflowers along the 
highways, in summer the bats emerge from 
Eckert James River Bat Cave, and in fall the 
apples are ripe at Sonlight Apple Orchard. 

Over the last couple of decades, Mason has 
been discovered by artists and retirees who 
support a barista, an 81-year-old theatre, and 
a golf course. The area also has been discov- 
ered by grape growers, and that inspired two 
friends to plant roots in town. 

Manny Silerio and Scott Haupert were best 
of friends while attending college in San 
Antonio. After graduation, they met up again 
in Mason. In 1998, they opened Santos 
Taqueria in an old gas station building using 
Manny’s mother’s recipes. 

An immigrant from Durango, Mexico, 

Santos Silerio raised eight children and lots 
of their friends on her cooking. The food at 
Santos Taqueria is inexpensive, fresh, and 
delicious. This isn’t your usual Tex-Mex enchi- 
lada. Rather, the cafe offers taquitos, gordi- 
tas, and salsas made the Old World way. 

After you’ve placed your order at the 
counter and grabbed a table inside or 
under the covered porch, you can then 

check out the wines next door at Sandstone Cellars Winery. This is 
a dry county, so Santos can’t sell alcohol, but the winery can. 


In 2004, the business partners brought in 
winemaker Don Pullum to take advantage of 
the vineyards around Mason County. Pullum 
has had success in blending Syrah, Primitivo, 
Mourvedre, and Grenache grapes. “All of the 
grapes we use are locally grown,” Manny 
says. In addition to their own wines, 
Sandstone Cellars also stocks a nice mix of 
Texas’ best wines. 

Sandstone Cellars Winery and Santos 
Taqueria are at 211 and 205 San Antonio 
St. (U.S. 87), respectively, across from the 
southeast corner of the county courthouse. 
The cafe is open Thursday through

The global economy may be in free fall, but 
there’s nothing a little pep can’t cure. 

OK, I don’t actually believe that. Yet there was 



something altogether 
heartening about the 
dozen or so young 
women who auditioned 
last weekend to cheer for 
the Austin Turfcats. 

Never heard of the 
Turfcats? I hadn’t either. 

But they’re a start- 
up team in a start-up 
league - the Southern 
Indoor Football League, 
consisting of six squads, 
unaffiliated with the 
Arena Football League. 

If you go to the Turfcats 
website and check out 
the team roster, you’ll 
see pictures of only two 
players. With the season 
starting April 18, we can 
assume they’ll be filling 
out the roster in the next 
few weeks. Even if they 
don’t, I’m not particularly 
worried, knowing that 
the organization already has a full 
litter of turf kittens. Ten of them - 
women with other jobs and other 
responsibilities who are neverthe- 
less determined to entertain the 
multitudes for next to no money. 

Take Rhonda Robinson, 21. 
She’s a single mom of a 3-year-old 
girl. She’s attending two colleges. 
She drives a city bus. For all that, 
she felt there was something 
missing in her life. After 
high school, she and some 
friends formed a dance 
squad, making up little 
hip-hop routines. But that 
wasn’t quite the same as 
dancing professionally in 
front of a big crowd. 

“I just want to get back into the 
dancing business,” she told me. 

“I have the cheerleader smile - a 
big cheesy grin - and I have a lot 
of spirit. Once you put me in front 
of a bunch of people, I’m a differ- 
ent person.” 

Yet when she showed up for 
the tryouts Saturday, Robinson got 
cold feet. She had paid the $50 
audition fee, filled out the applica- 
tion, got into her tights - and then 
took one self-critical look in the 
mirror. “I was like: I’m too fat. I’m

the only one with a jiggly belly. I 
shouldn’t be doing this.’” 

Honestly, I have no idea why 
Robinson was so worried. She’s 
lovely - and she’s right about that 
killer smile. 

As one girl after another was 
picked for the squad while she 
just sat there, Robinson tried to 
take solace in the fact that, even if 
she didn’t make the cut, she had 
still worked up her courage 
and gone through with the 
audition. Jiggly belly or 
no jiggly belly, she’d put 
herself out there. The 
night before, she’d spent 
hours practicing the rou- 
tine in front of her daughter. 

And even though she sort of 
messed up at the end, she’d given 
it her all. She couldn’t ask any 
more of herself than that. 

It came down to just her and one 
other girl. One of them would get 
the boot. 

“The whole time I was saying a 
prayer: ‘God, please just give me 
another chance. I’d like to do this. 
I’ll be good at this.’” 

Finally, they called her number. 

“I didn’t care that I was the last 
girl to make the team - I was just 
so happy.”

State high school playoffs started this week, with a heavy suburban 
flavor locally. In 5A, the local reps are Bowie, Westlake, and Akins from the 
Southwest, plus northerners Pflugerville, P’ville Connally, Georgetown, Cedar 
Park, and all four Round Rock high schools. 4A looks like Lake Travis and 
Dripping Springs again - especially the girls, who’ve already notched 10-0 
and 9-0 wins. Too bad those two meet in a regional quarterfinal; either one 
could go a long way in this tournament. Sectional finals and regional quar- 
ters are going on this week; regional finals April 3-4. The state tournament 
is April 9-11 at the Georgetown ISD Athletic Complex.

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A long, low horizon stretches across the back of the stage. 
Below it is earth baked bone-dry, above it thick, roiling clouds 
that blot out the sky - a dust storm like the wrath of Jehovah 


blowing our way. Dirt covers the stage, and 
beating down on it is a broiling orange light 
through which more dirt appears to gust. It’s 
really fog, but the illusion is so convincing 
that your throat tightens. Before a word is 
spoken in Zach Theatre’s moving production 
of The Grapes of Wrath, you feel the arid 
desolation of the Dust Bowl and the winds 
that scattered its people from their homes. 

When the large ensemble ambles onto 
this barren patch, you grasp the despera- 
tion in their characters’ lives, the sense that 
their world has shriveled up as thoroughly 
as their crops. What once held them to this 
soil - the land they farmed, the means it 
gave them to live, their neighbors - has, as 
one says, gone with the wind. And as their 
story unfolds, all the talk of drought, fore- 
closures, arrests, and poverty makes clear 
that they’re bound to be leaving themselves 
soon, more human tumbleweeds blown 
across the scorched and empty plains. 

But it isn’t only the land that’s parched; 
the souls of these people are, too. Beaten 
down by callous banks, police, and other 
authorities, they’ve lost their faith in what’s 
right and in themselves. The Joads, the 
clan at the heart of John Steinbeck’s novel 
and this Frank Galati adaptation, abandon 
Oklahoma and, like so many Dust Bowl 
families, head to California, lured by the 
promise of steady work picking fruit in green 
orchards. But as they suffer misfortune upon 
misfortune, they speak again and again of 
sin and the law, no longer sure what either 
means. Some, like Harvey Guion’s ebullient 
Pa Joad and Paul Mitchell Wright’s genial 
Uncle John, erupt in anguish, fearful that the 
source of their woes is their transgressions 


against God. Some, like David Christopher’s 
Tom Joad and Jarret Mallon’s Floyd, seethe 
at the injustices committed by those with 
power on their side and fight back, though it 
means going against the law. Jim Casy, the 
preacher who has lost his calling, repeatedly 
questions his faith, his doubt traced with 
touching humility by Marc Pouhe. Then there 
is Janelle Buchanan’s Ma Joad, the heart of 
this production; she is no less shaken by 
misery than anyone - feelings revealed in 
pauses and flashes across her face - yet 
she remains steady, a rock in a harsh wind, 
answering any questions to her or in her 
own heart with the refrain that one does 
what one has to do. It’s a hallmark of Dave 
Steakley’s staging that, just as Cliff Simon’s 
set, Jason Amato’s lighting, and Craig 
Brock’s sound make us feel we’re in a physi- 
cal desert, the performers collectively make 
us feel we’re in a spiritual desert. 

There is moisture to be found here, though 
in the music woven through the scenes. 
Traditional folk tunes, hymns, and songs of 
the Great Depression, arranged sensitively 
by Allen Robertson and performed with deep 
feeling by John Pointer, Sarah Gay, Rich Upton, 
and others in the cast, are a wellspring of 
comfort and compassion. Even when they 
express pain, the beauty of their delivery 
grants a measure of solace. And in the end, 
that is as much what the show is about as 
tribulations and sorrows. The haunting final 
image, of a young mother of a stillborn child 
suckling a starving man, is of profound kind- 
ness and grace - qualities desperately need- 
ed as we come into our own hard times. This 
production does the good service of showing 
us that with beauty and power. - Robert Faires

The Vortex, through April 5 

Running time: 1 hr, 40 min 

One-person, multicharacter shows have become ubiquitous 
in contemporary theatre, but few perform them like Rob Nash. 
The Austin-based theatre artist has been creating one-handers 
for 17 years - writing them, performing them, and playing all 


the characters in them. Beginning with 12 
Steps to a More Dysfunctional Christmas, 
Nash and the Vortex have premiered 12 
of his original shows, including all four 
of the high school plays, Freshman Year 
Sucks!, Sophomore Slump, Junior Blues, and 
Senioritis, that form the basis for Holy Cross 
Sucks!, which premiered at the Vortex in 2000 
and enjoyed a run off-Broadway in 2005. 

The thing about Nash, the thing that 
should make anyone who hasn’t seen him 
see him, and the thing that should make 
anyone who has seen him see him again: 

He makes it all look so easy. Often doing 
little more than sitting in a chair or stand- 
ing in place, Nash plays two, three, four, or 
more people, switching characters at light- 
ning speed while never failing to embody 
all distinctly, physically and vocally, scene 
after scene. At one moment, he’s a Hispanic 
seductress; the next a fat kid. At another 
moment, he’s a teen rebel, then a Jewish 
rabbi. Kids, their parents, their friends, their 
girlfriends, their teachers, the Taco! Taco! 
Taco! lady, Nash nails them all. He’s cred- 
ited with 29 characters in the program, but 
I remember some that weren’t listed, and I 
distinctly remember 23 of them. 

Which amazes me. If 23 actors were in 
a play, I don’t think I’d be able to recognize 
them all in a lobby, but I distinctly remember 
23 of Nash’s characters, so greatly did they 
strike me as people. And that’s the magic of 
Rob Nash. 


But seriously, I don’t mean to gush. You 
might want to know something about the 
play. Well, it’s exactly what you would expect 
from a story about Catholic teens coming of 
age: rebellion, sex, and self-discovery. In one 
storyline, a young man accepts his homo- 
sexuality. In another, a teenager impregnates 
his father’s girlfriend, who then becomes 
his stepmother. While such themes may not 
necessarily sound like the stuff of comedy, 
Nash mines them for all the comedic gold 
they’re worth. He packs four years of high 
school into less than two hours, making 
friends, losing friends, reconciling, going out, 
smoking bongs, and having sex with himself. 
In one scene, Nash plays eight characters 
who say hello to one another as each joins 
a group, and the names, the looks, the 
poses go flashing by like frames flipping 
past a lens, like a living, speeding cartoon. I 
wanted Nash to slow down so I could enjoy 
it even more. 

Four years of high school in 100 min- 
utes. Twenty-nine characters. Sound and 
light cues like so many candies in a com- 
edy jar. (Kudos to stage manager Tamara 
L. Farley for keeping up with them all.) And 
Nash makes it look easy! But you know 
the truth, don’t you? There’s nothing easy 
about it. Write and perform 30 characters? 
Easy? Are you kidding me? If you haven’t 
seen Rob Nash, you should. And if you 
have seen him, you might want to take a 
look again. - Barry Pineo

Gomorrah

Based on Roberto Saviano’s bestselling expose about the 
Italian crime machine known as the Camorra, Gomorrah 
(pun intended) is riveting from its first frame to its last. As a 


deromanticizing of the myth of the suave, 
Michael Corleone-style gangster icon, the 
film is overwhelmingly effective. But consid- 
ering that what you’re seeing is, essentially, 
what’s actually happening in and around 
Naples right now, Gomorrah begins to feel 
more like a weird, Jodorowsky-esque sur- 
realist nightmare. It’s amoebic in its por- 
trayal of the society-wrecking, viral nature 
of organized crime, and it has no room for 
sentimentality or even, in the end, hope. 

For sure, it’s a violent gangster movie; it 
doesn’t glamorize the lifestyle one bit. 
(Saviano, who had a hand in the screenplay, 
has been under police protection since 
his book was published three years ago.) 
Shot in a flat, unobtrusive documentary 
style by cinematographer Marco Onorato, 
Gomorrah weaves together five separate 
storylines, all of which, in turn, revolve 
around a seedy, crumbling tenement on 
the outskirts of Naples. There’s 13-year 
old Toto (Abruzzese), an inherently good 
kid sucked into the vortex of the Camorra 
when he does some low-level hoods a 
semiaccidental favor involving a misplaced 
handgun. There are two Scarface-quoting 
teenage lamebrains, Marco (Macor) and 


Ciro (Petrone), who scheme to steal a 
cache of weaponry from some other local 
hoods, with predictably disastrous results. 
And then there are the weasely, hapless 
moneyman Don Ciro (Imparato); his unctu- 
ous, casually evil boss, Franco (Servillo); 
and, finally, Pasquale (Cantalupo), a frazzled 
haute-couture tailor who’s in a bind over 
how to keep up with the protection money 
he owes the Camorra. All the characters 
are brilliantly delineated, the grimy plazas 
and parking garages equally, drably arrest- 
ing. This film is gorgeous like a corpse, 
but there’s no rigor mortis yet; it moves to 
the inexorable beat of 9mm slugs hitting 
human meat. Director Garrone’s unflinch- 
ing portrait of a very real hell on earth won 
the Grand Prix at the 2008 Cannes Film 
Festival (plus a boatload of other awards), 
but this isn’t some porno arthouse picture 
looking to score points by subverting the 
gangster paradigm; it’s a killer film about 
killers who idolize film but are unable or 
unwilling to parse the doom that always crops 
up come Act III. “ Gomorrah : See Naples 
and die,” or, more accurately “ Gormorrah : 
See Naples die.” - Marc Savlov

Characters of various nationalities, all 
ensnared within the incongruous machinery 
of the American immigration system, are 
the subjects of the interlocking stories of 
Crossing Over. Framed as a multistrand nar- 
rative in the manner of Crash and Babel, 
Crossing Over also echoes those titles in 
the way its pastiche of stories creates a 
well-intentioned social message. The objec- 
tive of writer/director Kramer ( The Cooler) 
is to show us what a mess the post-9/11 
U.S. immigration and naturalization pro- 
cess has become. Somewhat patronizingly, 
Crossing Over shows us how our govern- 
ment’s unfeeling and easily inveigled sys- 
tem sacrifices innocent human beings to 
the letter of its laws while exempting others 
through sheer dumb luck or willful chica- 
nery. The individual stories seem tailored 
toward making points rather than creating 
realistic characters and situations. At the 
center of the drama is Ford’s Max Brogan, 
an Immigration and Customs Enforcement 
agent who’s having trouble sleeping at night 
after busting a Mexican seamstress in a 
California factory, whose son will be cast 
to the streets after she is deported without 
him. But even before his insomnia kicks 
in, we discover he’s a softie when a fel- 
low worker bellows: “Jesus Christ, Brogan! 
Everything is a goddamn humanitarian 
crisis with you!” Max’s partner, Flamid 
Baraheri (Curtis), is of Iranian descent and 
has issues with his soon-to-be-naturalized 
traditionalist father and his sexually defiant 
American-born sister. In another storyline, 
Sturgess plays musician Gavin Kossef, who 
tries to get a green card by overinflating the 
importance of his Jewish faith. His would- 
be girlfriend, Claire Shepard (Eve), is an 
Australian actress who is willing to trade 
sex for a green card, which works to the 
advantage of dishonest immigration adju- 
dicator Cole Frankel (Liotta). Cole, in turn, 
is married to an immigration lawyer whose 
heart bleeds for an African child trapped 
in a government detention facility. Also in 
the same lockup is adolescent Taslima 
Jahangir (Bishil, last seen in Towelhead), 
a Bangladeshi who is arrested by anti- 
terrorist forces when she reads aloud a 
school assignment which expresses her 
understanding of the frustrations that 
guided the actions of the 9/11 bombers. 
The movie practically grinds to a halt, how- 
ever, with the story of Yong Kim (Chon), a 
Korean teenager caught up by peer pres- 
sure in a convenience-store robbery. Also 
in the store is ICE agent Hamid, who, after 
killing the other two robbers, delivers an 
unbelievably lengthy lecture to Yong about 
American values while the teen holds his 
cocked gun to an employee’s head. The lat- 
ticework of social meaning that makes up 
Crossing Over is ultimately a flimsy struc- 
ture that pays lip service to liberal values 
while only occasionally inventing anything of 
dramatic significance. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE HAUNTING IN 
CONNECTICUT D: Peter Cornwell; with 
Virginia Madsen, Kyle Gallner, Elias Koteas, Martin Donovan, 
Amanda Crew, Ty Wood, Sophi Knight. (PG-13, 103 min.) 

The Haunting in Connecticut opens with 
a title stating that what follows is “based 
on a true story,” which is all well and 
good and practically a mandate for this 
type of haunted-house film. But what galls 
me - and what will have other genre fans 
gnashing their teeth down to the sublingual 
tissue - is that Cornwell’s film, stylisti- 
cally at least, is really “based” on snips 
and snatches of Lucio Fulci’s The Beyond, 
Mario Bava’s Shock, Alejandro Amenabar’s 
The Others, and, of course, The Amityville 
Horror. The film is based much more on 
these film forerunners than it is based on 
any supernatural events alleged to have 
occurred in the real world. Technically, the 
film is adapted, loosely, from splatterpunk 
author Ray Garton’s book In a Dark Place: 
The Story of a True Haunting, but The 
Haunting in Connecticut has the patchwork 
feel of a director at odds with himself. 
Cornwell, who shot the immensely popular 
stop-motion short “Ward 13,” doesn’t get 
a lot of help from his screenwriters, Adam 
Simon ( Carnosaur , Brain Dead) and Tim 
Metcalfe (Revenge of the Nerds, Kalifornia). 
Their stilted dialogue and endless stream 
of expository yakking seem better suited 
to one of the post-dubbed Euro-shockers 
mentioned above. As for the story, true or 
not, Madsen and Donovan are ill-cast as 
Sara and Peter Campbell, a fiercely boring 
upper-middle-class couple who neverthe- 
less make the potentially exciting decision 
to move their family into a house that 
formerly served as both a mortuary and 
nexus of eternal evil. (They don’t know that 
going in, but still.) The move is predicated 
on situating the family closer to a hospital 
where son Matt (Gallner) is being treated 
with chemotherapy and experimental drugs 
for an unspecified, rapidly metastasizing 
cancer. Living as he is in the borderland 
between life and death, Matt is able to see 
visions of the house’s tortured past, though 
it’s not long before the entire Campbell clan 
is surrounded by haints and horrors. Who 
you gonna call? Elias Koteas! (Duh.) The 
veteran character actor (The Thin Red Line, 
Zodiac) appears here as a priest who, like 
the increasingly horrified Matt, is also suf- 
fering from a dearth of decent dialogue and 
a surplus of cancer. Koteas’ overearnest 
performance almost makes The Haunting 
in Connecticut worth a look, but ultimately 
even the star of Cronenberg’s Crash can’t 
salvage what is essentially a substandard 
rip-off of The Amityville Horror. - Marc Savlov

The precipitous decline of Nicolas 
Cage from moody arthouse upstart to 
muscle-bound action hero to popcorn- 
selling, check-cashing hack has been well- 
documented, so I won’t go into it here. I’ll 
just say that it can’t be any good for an 
actor’s reputation when he’s outemoted 
by a quartet of faceless CGI space aliens. 

In Knowing, Cage is nearly somnambu- 
lant as John Koestler, an astrophysicist, 
widower, and father of one who divides 
his time between raising his son, Caleb 
(Canterbury), contemplating the random- 
ness of the universe, and drinking heavily. 
When Caleb brings home a mysterious 
piece of paper covered in seemingly arbi- 
trary numbers that was pulled from a 
50-year-old time capsule, Koestler uses 
his skills as a math wiz to determine that 
those numbers aren’t random at all but the 
exact dates, locations, and death counts 
of every major global disaster that has 
occurred since that paper first went into 
the ground. Koestler’s friends, of course, 
think he’s a drunken paranoid, clutch- 
ing at straws as a way to make sense of 
the senseless death of his wife. But it 
becomes harder to argue with him when 
planes and subway trains start crashing on 
cue and deadly energy bursts start working 
their way from the sun toward the Earth’s 
ozone layer. In true mid to late-period-Cage 
style, Knowing is a film in which little things 
like acting and writing and intelligibility take 
a back seat to special effects. But, my, 
oh my, what special effects Knowing has. 
Proyas (/, Robot) may not care much for the 
subtleties of social behavior, but the man 
pulls no punches when it comes to human 
carnage. I’ve never seen so many people 
on fire before or been forced to contem- 
plate at such length the death throes of 
woodland creatures. And the film’s coup 
de grace - an apocalyptic wave of fire and 
brimstone - is so beautiful and terrifying, 
it will make the filmgoers both thank God 
for their quiet little lives and forget they 
ever saw Independence Day. Knowing is 
a nonsensical, pop-philosophical stew of 
biblical prophesy, meteorological aberra- 
tions, spooky kids, and aliens disguised 
as German techno artists, but damned if 
it isn’t an anxiety-fueled kick in the teeth 


that feels just right in shaky 2009. It’s just 
engaging enough to make you accept the 
possibility that two kids from the Boston 
suburbs may just be mankind’s only hope 
for the future and just exciting enough to 
make you forget that you’re watching a 
Nicolas Cage movie. - Josh Rosenblatt

MONSTERS VS. ALIENS

Back in 2007, DreamWorks mogul Jeffrey 
Katzenberg rather boldly stated that he 
intended to only release films in 3-D from 
then forward, making the studio’s Monsters 
vs. Aliens something of a gauntlet throw- 
down. While the flagship film’s effect hap- 
pily does not induce the eye-crossing and 
stomach-turning so common to motion pic- 
tures’ attempts to bully two dimensions into 
three, one would hope for an endorsement 
more ringing than “Monsters vs. Aliens: 
Doesn’t give you a migraine!” We meet 
the pert, if unremarkable, Susan (voiced 
by Witherspoon) on the morning of her wed- 
ding to Derek (Rudd), whose vacantness is 
telegraphed in his job title of TV weatherman. 
(Curiously, we never learn how Susan spends 
her days; her ambition appears limited to 
a desire to see Paris - and really, who 
doesn’t?) Soon, an errant meteor pulsat- 
ing with a mysterious substance signals 
ceremony-interruptus; Susan, in closest 
proximity, gets her DNA scrambled and 
morphs into a literal bridezilla by sprouting 
like Jack’s beanstalk some five stories tall. 
The government quickly whisks her away to 
a containment center, where Susan - now 
called Ginormica - makes reluctant friends 
with a whole host of monsters, which is 
where the film finally has some fun. The 
Area 51 residents include a half-man, half- 
cockroach, the product of a mad scientist’s 
self-experimentation (a deliciously acerbic 
Laurie); a lovable fish-ape hybrid called the 
Missing Link (Arnett); and, perhaps most 
winningly, BOB (Rogen), an amorphous 
Bicarbonate Ostylezene Benzoate so daft 
he tries to woo a plate of jiggling Jell-0 
at a backyard barbecue (he is, after all, 
technically brainless). The film filters the

fantastical plot doodlings of those campy 
sci-fi classics of yore - the tin-can flying 
saucers and marauding 50-foot woman - 
through the modern formula for animated 
pictures (morality plays tempered by a cho- 
rus of wiseacres). It’s a shame the balance 
didn’t tip more in the direction of the former, 
because there is something rather dopily 
sweet in its story of a misfit band of mon- 
sters unleashed from quarantine to defend 
Earth from an alien invader. The misfits, as 
ever, must take a back seat to the morality, 
and the result - while in no way migraine- 
inducing - traffics in rote truisms (love the 
skin you’re in; leave no man behind; etc.) 
that are admirable but perfunctory and leave 
no greater an impression than BOB did on 
that Jell-0 mold.

SCOTT WALKER: 30 
CENTURY MAN D: Stephen Kijak. 

(NR, 95 min.) 

A solo career spanning 40 years and 
spawning fans such as Brian Eno and David 
Bowie (the film’s executive producer and one 
of its interviewees) isn’t a bad place for Scott 
Walker. The elusive musician is in the spot- 
light, even if he’s not that fond of it, and Kijak 
manages to keep him at a reverent distance, 
the film padded with gushing interviews from 
musician fans. Far removed from his swoon- 
pop days in the Walker Brothers (achieving 
commercial success with such amplified croon 
tunes as “Make It Easy on Yourself” and “The 
Sun Ain’t Gonna Shine Anymore”), we see 
him in the studio recording 2006’s critically 
acclaimed head-scratcher The Drift and creat- 
ing his singular sound through such means 
as punching a slab of pork. Much like that 
meat, Walker’s music is cold and rare, but the 
even rarer interview and studio footage offer 
a glimpse into the avant composer’s closely 
guarded mind - one that seems gripped by 
brilliance and fear - and assuages with that 
heavenly baritone. When asked to explain 
his once-a-decade album style, a somewhat 
jovial Walker replies, “That’s my bad faith.” 
Kijak (Cinemania) avoids portraying the tragic 
genius and instead likens Walker to Orpheus. 
Reinvention cannot be rushed or, often, articu- 
lated. (A shorter version of this review ran in the 
March 16, 2007 edition of The Austin Chronicle, 
when the film made its U.S. premiere at the 
SXSW 07 Film Festival.)

Rose Lorkowski (Adams) is a thirtysome- 
thing single mother living in a tiny house in a 
bland city. By day, she slaves away cleaning 
other people’s bigger and better houses; by 
night, she carries on an affair with her high 
school sweetheart (the perpetually under- 
used Zahn) and pines for her dead mother. 

Her father (Arkin) is a quirky old man with a 
thousand get-rich-quick schemes, her son 
(Spevack) is a quirky young man with emo- 
tional problems, and her younger sister, Norah 
(Blunt), is a sarcastic depressive who paints 
her disaffection in thick black lines under her 
eyes. Together the sisters try to remedy the 
financial and emotional paralysis of their 
lives by starting a company that specializes 
in crime-scene cleanups, meaning they’ll 
have plenty of opportunities to confront the 
lingering damage of their own lives while sift- 
ing through the emotional detritus of other 
people’s. Rose, in other words, is the heroine 
of a Sundance-ready independent movie. 
Produced by the same team that scored a hit 
in 2006 with Little Miss Sunshine, Sunshine 
Cleaning isn’t much more than an exercise 
in style and behavior, a blueprint for young 
filmmakers hoping to get their dark comedies 
about working-class despondency into Robert 
Redford’s hands. This is a shame because 
Adams and Blunt are full of potential as sisters 
who have never recovered from the traumas 
of their childhoods and who consistently look

for salvation in the wrong places and with 
the wrong men. As the more troubled and 
irresponsible of the two, Blunt, in particular, 
is a whirlwind. The protective walls she’s 
built for herself - the eye shadow, the ironic 
sense of humor, the loveless sex - come 
crumbling down at a moment’s notice and 
often in the company of complete strangers; 
she may be a loose cannon, but she’s only 
capable of injuring herself. Watching her, I 
wanted to believe she was going to grant 
me some insight into the souls of damaged 
people. But Sunshine Cleaning doesn’t exist 
in relation to the outside world but only to 
other movies. Its characters aren’t human 
beings but cultural signifiers and indie-movie 
stereotypes created to survive in the labora- 
tory safety of the festival circuit but never 
meant to actually walk the streets or talk to 
strangers. And Norah, though full of passion 
and contradiction, is just a conglomeration 
of tics, gestures, and reactions that will be 
recognizable to anyone who’s spent anytime 
watching IFC but irrelevant to anyone inter- 
ested in the emotional complications of 
real life.

It’s quite a feat, really, to have stretched F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s slender, unsentimental curio into a 
three-hour-long - very long - motion picture about 
Benjamin (Pitt), who is born with the arthritic creak 
of an old man and proceeds to age in reverse. 
Everything that was sharp in the original text has 
been rounded and buffed; Fitzgerald’s cynical eye 
toward humans’ fleeting attractions, and attractive- 
ness, has been junked for a love story - you know 
the kind - that spans decades of rising hemlines 
and missed opportunities. Screenwriter Eric Roth 
transposes the action from antebellum Baltimore to 
Armistice Day in New Orleans (which accommodates 
an ineffective framing story involving Hurricane 
Katrina).

DEFIANCE D: Edward Zwick; with Daniel Craig, 
Liev Schreiber, Jamie Bell, Alexa Davalos, Allan Corduner, 
Mark Feuerstein, Tomas Arana, Jodhi May.

Defiance is the true story of the Bielski family, 
three Jewish brothers who, in 1941, escaped into 
the forest of their native Belarus to elude capture by 
the Nazis, set up a small ad hoc village, and ended 
up saving more than 1,200 Jewish lives through dar- 
ing rescue raids and armed resistance. The story, 
in other words, is pure Hollywood gold, full of oppor- 
tunities for stirring speeches, ethical quandaries, 
lessons about tolerance and humanity, and violence 
against Nazis. Zwick {Glory, Blood Diamond) has 
spent his entire career struggling to find the balance 
between opposing impulses - the sentimentalist’s 
desire for emotional-historical heft and the artist’s 
fascination with conflicted humanity - a struggle 
that’s all over Defiance. Standing in for the first 
impulse is composer James Newton Howard, who 
never met a tender moment he didn’t want to choke 
to death, but representing the second, thankfully, are 
Craig and Schreiber, who are more interested in psy- 
chological ambivalence than unblemished heroism.

Shanley adapted his Pulitzer- and Tony Award- 
winning play, Doubt, for the movies and also chose 
to direct the film. The cast he gathered is peerless, 
but unfortunately, the actors don’t all behave as 
though they’re performing in the same movie. A 
collection of acting styles, from the broad to the 
contained and the exacting to the unrestrained, 
creates an unevenness of tone and interpretation. 
Streep plays Sister Aloysius, the unwavering princi- 
pal of the St. Nicholas school, into whose dominion 
comes the new young priest, Father Flynn (Hoffman). 
The ensuing struggle between the two over morality 
and power carries with it all the baggage of Catholic 
tradition and hierarchy, as well as the period’s secu- 
lar strife between men and women.

something brighter, in the wink-and-a-smile tradition 
of Ocean’s Eleven or Out of Sight. Owen is a very fine 
actor, but when stripped of his signature menace, 
he has a slack, dopey look about him. He plays Ray 
Koval, an MI6 agent who butts heads with a CIA op 
named Claire Stenwick (Roberts, with whom Owens 
had more compelling chemistry in Mike Nichols’ 
acidic Closer). The overlong film plays fast and loose 
with timelines, so I will say very little about the plot 
itself.

Nick Schenk’s Gran Torino screenplay wasn’t 
written with Eastwood in mind as the film’s star 
and director, but you’d never guess that was the 
case, so comfortably does the film fit the lauded 
filmmaker and icon’s public persona and body of 
work. Eastwood’s performance as Walt Kowalski 
perfectly caps his long career as an actor. As direc- 
tor, Eastwood’s usual economical yet efficacious 
style marks the film, but it is his performance that 
is really the heart of this show. Still lithe and taut 
in his movement, Eastwood nevertheless allows his 
aging body to sag in places and fail him on occasion.

Thus begins this 
young man’s coming-of-age story, a pale journey 
made even more flimsy when compared with the 
intriguing life history of his idiosyncratic employer. 
Malkovich’s performance in this small film is one of 
controlled eccentricity, and the character’s offbeat 
charm and ineffable oddness add another triumph 
to the actor’s pantheon of weirdos. The greatest 
problem with The Great Buck Howard is that writer/ 
director McGinly shapes the story with young Troy 
as the protagonist, when the really interesting 
character is the one for whom the movie is named.

Adapted by Abby Kohn and Marc Silverstein 
from the bestselling book of the same name, He’s 
Just Not That Into You charts a loose constellation 
of Baltimore residents as they date, marry, break 
up, and make up. (Remember The Wire’s ethni- 
cally diverse, rough-and-tumble take on the town? 
Welcome to the Bizarro Baltimore, populated by 
the White and Whining.) There’s some funny stuff 


here that doesn’t involve degrading its female pro- 
tagonists, and the cast, by and large, is appealing 
(especially the nicely dry Aniston and Goodwin, who 
has the eyes of a mischief-maker). But for every 
genuine moment of relationship insight the script 
proffers (and there are a few nuggets of gold), there 
are another five wincing examples of female delusion 
and hysteria.

Leonard Cohen’s probably the closest a musician 
has come to beatification. The Canadian poet, artist, 
and singer always radiated a mystical worldliness, 


especially when women broke his 
heart and wine didn’t take the 
weight off his shoulders. Song 
remains his redemption and com- 
munion, from 1967 ’s Songs of 
Leonard Cohen through 1977’s 
Death of a Ladies' Man, the holy 
trinity of sex, death, and religion. 

Approaching 75 and on his first 
tour in 15 years, Cohen kicks 
off his hotly anticipated North 
American tour here in the home- 
town of musical director Roscoe 
Beck and drummer Rafael Gayol. 
When I spoke with collaborator 
Philip Glass before his musical pro- 


duction of Cohen’s Book of Longing 
stopped at the Bass Concert Hall 
in February, he shed some light on 
the thread that makes Cohen’s art 
timeless: “With Leonard’s work, 
you have to take several looks 
to figure out what he’s doing. 

Some of his work is angry. Some 
of it is whimsical. Some is funny. 
There’s not a deadly seriousness 
with him, which can happen with 
poetry. Leonard Cohen is always 
there. He hides behind poetry, but 
I feel every word counts with him.”

TAX BREAK FOR SELLING 
YOUR HOME? 

I am worried about losing my job and am thinking 
about selling my house and downsizing. I think my 
home has appreciated since I bought it. Will I have to 
pay taxes if I make a profit on the sale of my home? 

It depends (as with many tax issues). Tax incen- 
tives intended to encourage people to own a home 
have underscored Internal Revenue Service tax 
schemes for years (this general policy is currently 
reflected in the federal government’s stimulus pack- 
age tax breaks for some first-time homebuyers). 

One of the biggest tax breaks offered to home- 
owners can occur at the sale of the home. 
Individuals who have gain from the sale or 
exchange of their main home may be able to 
exclude from income all or part of the gain. The 
IRS defines your main home as the one in which 
you live most of the time. This exclusion is up to 
$250,000 for individuals and $500,000 for mar- 
ried taxpayers filing joint returns. The exclusion 
may be allowed each time that a person sells his or 
her main home but generally no more frequently 
than once every two years. 

To qualify for the exclusion of gain for a main 
home, a person must meet the following tests. 

Ownership test: Person must have owned the 
home for at least two years during the five-year 
period ending on the date of the sale. 

Use test: Person must have lived in the home as 
his or her main home at least two years during the 
five-year period ending on the date of the sale. 

There are numerous rules and exceptions 
that could impact potential tax breaks con- 
cerning the sale of your home that are not 
discussed in this column. Simply put, it pays to 
learn the rules and nuances about the potential 
tax breaks associated with selling your home.

WHAT’S THE DEAL WITH 
NEW-TIRE PLACEMENT? 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

The other day, I went to purchase two tires for 
my Dodge Intrepid. I wanted to replace the front 
pair and move my old front tires to the hack. 
That way, I’d get good tread for the snow in the 
winter. The local tire store told me that due to 
insurance regulations, when a customer buys 
just one pair of tires, they must go on the rear. The 
employee said that the tire manufacturers advise 
the same thing. I argued back at him and said 
that because my car is front-wheel drive, I need 
good tread on the front tires more than on the 
rear. “Well,” he replied, “then you’ll have to buy 
four new tires.” Is this true? I think he just wants 
to sell me four tires instead of two.

TOM: Of course he does, Chester. But he’s 
also technically correct. 

RAY: Tire manufacturers and safety people 
now recommend that your “better” set of 
tires go on the back, even if you have a front- 
wheel-drive car. 

TOM: It does sound crazy at first. It also 
sounds suspicious, because it provides a 
highly convenient argument for selling two 
extra tires. When we first heard about this 
policy, we said: “That’s a fraud! It’s a bla- 
tant rip-off! Let’s implement it at the garage 
immediately!” 

RAY: But the logic is actually sound. 
Putting tires with brand-new tread on the 
front certainly would help you get started in 
the snow, but having worn-out tires on the 
rear could cause the rear end to slide out 
when you try to turn or stop. 

TOM: And since you can steer the front 
wheels, you have a better chance of maintain- 
ing control of the car if the front wheels slide 
than if the rear wheels slide. Once the back 
end starts to slide, it’s a lot harder to control 
the car, and an accident is often the result. 

RAY: Of course, having four good tires is 
best. But my guess is that this policy came 
from the tire companies’ legal departments, 
not their sales departments - despite the 
conclusion it leads to. Although I’m sure 
the policy has been warmly embraced by the 
sales staff, too.
